Re-printei from the copy publijhcd by the Sijfeen's /pedal, 
commands 

I. /TTMIAT there be an univcrial perpetual peace^ 
X and a true and fincere friendfhip, between the 
moft krenc and moft potent Princefs Anne, Queen o^" 
Great Britain, and the moft ferene andmoft potentPrince 
liewtsXIV* die moitChriftian Kins;, and their heirs and 
^fucceflbrs, as alfo the kingdomSy &tes, and fobjefts dL 
both, as well without as within Europe; and that the 
fame be fo fincerely and inviolablv prefcrvcd and culti- 
vated, that the one do promote the intereft, honour and 
advantage of tlie other, and that a faithful neighbour^ 
hood on all fides, and » fecure cultitration of peace and 
friendfh ip, do daily flouriih again and cncreaie. 

11. That all enmities, hoftilities, difcordsj and wars, 
between the faid Queen of Great Britain, and the faid 
moft Chnftian King, and their fubjefts, do ceafe and 
be aboliihed, fo that on both fides they do wholly tt^ 
frain and dtfx&. from all plundering! depredation^ harni* 
doing, injuries, and annoyance what(oever, a$ well by- 
land, as by fea'and frefh water, in all parts of the worlds 
and chiefly through all trails, dominions, and places, 
of what kind foevcr, of the kingdooiSj countries, and 
territories of cither iide# ,

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in. Ail ofiencesy injurks, harms, and damagety 
which the aforcfaid Queen of Great Britain, and her 
« fubjcAsj or the aforefaid moft Chriftian King, and his 
fubjeds, have fufi^red, the one from the other, during 

this war, fliall be buried in oblivion, fo that neither oa 
account, or under pretence thereof, or of any other 
thinfy, ihall either hereafter, or the fub]e(5>s of either, 
dp, or give, caufe, or fuffer to be done or given to the 
other» any hoftUity, enmity, moleftation or hindrance, 
by themfelves or by others^ fecretly or openly, direftly 
or indireAly, under colour of right, or by way of faft. 

IV. FurthernfK>re,for adding a greater ftrengch to the 
peace which is rellored, and lo the faithful friendlhip 
which is never to be violated, and for cutting off all 
occafions of diltruft, which might at any time ariie 

' from the cftablifbed right and order of the hereditary 
fucceffion to the crown of Great Britain, and the iimi* 
tation thereof by the laws of Great Britain, (made and 
cna6ted in the reigns of the late King William III. of 
gioiious memory, ind of the prefcnt Queen) to the 
idue of the abovelaid Queen, and in default thereof, " 

. to the nioft fcr<:ne Princeis Sophia, dowager of Brunf- 
wick-Hanover, and her heirs, in the Proceftant line of 
Hanover. That therefore the faid fuccelTton. may re- 
main fafe and fecure, the moft £hrtftiain King finceieljr^ 
and folcmnly acknowledges the abovefaid limitation 
of the iucccfilon to the kingdoivi of Gicat Bi iuiin, and 
on the faith and word of a king, on the pledge of his 
4>wn and his foccefibrs honour, he does declare and 
engage, that he accepts and approves the famci 
that his heirs and fucceilbrs do and fliall accept and 
approve the fame for ever. And under the lame obli- 
gation of the word and honour of a king, the moft 
Chriftian King promifes, th.u no one befidcs the Queen 
hcrfclf, and her fucccHdrs, according to the ferics of 
die faid limitation, fhall ever by him, or by his heirs 
or fuccefibrs, be acknowledged, or reputed to be King 
or Queen of Great Britain. And for adding more 
ample credit to the faid acknowledgment and promifes > i 
the moft Chriftian King does engage, that whereas the i 
perfoft who, in the life-time of tlie l;iic Uia^ J Ames II. ■ 

■ did 
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did take upon him the title of Prince of Wales, 
and fince his dcceafe, that of King of Great Britain, is 
lately goa€, of his own accord, out of the Kingdoim 
of France, to refide in fome other pUce, he the afore- 
faid moft Chrifliiii King, his heirs and fucoeffors^ will 
take all poflible care, that he (hall not at any ttme 
'hereafter^ or under any pretence whatfoever, return 
into the kingo4in of France^ or aoy the domioioaiS 
thereof. 

Moreover^ the moft Chriftian King promi&s^ u veU 
in ht$ own nimt^ at in that of his heirs and fucccfibrs^ 
^at they wilt at no time whateVier difturb, or give any 
moleftation to the Queen of Great Britain, her heir^ 

; and fucceffors, dclcended from the aforefaid Proteftant 
line, who polfeis the crown of Great Britain, and the 
dominions belonging thereunto. Neither will tha 

i aforefaid moft Chriftian King, or anj one of his l^irst 
give at any time any dd, fuccour, favour, or council^ 

I diredly or indireftly, by land or by fea, in money, arms^ 
aimnunition, warlike provifion, (hips, foldiers, feamen, 
or any odier way, to any perfon or perlons, whofoevei: 
they be, who for any caule, or under any pretext what-* 
ibeverj fliould hereafter endeavour to oppofe the £ud 
fucceffion^ either by open war, or by fomenting ledi«* 
tions, and forming confpiracics againft fuch Prince or 
Princes who are in pofieffion of the throne of Great 

; Britain, by virtue of the a(5l of parliament aforemen- 

I ' tinned, or againft the Prince or Princcis, to whom the 
fucceffion of the crown of Great Britain ihail be Open^ 

I according to the faid ads of parliament, 

VI. Wh ercas the rfioftdeftruftivc flame of war, which 
is to be extinguiflied by this peace, arofe chiefly from 
thence, that the fecurity and liberties of Europe could 
by no means bear the union of the kingdoms of France 
and Spain under one and the fame king ; and whereas 
it has at lepghth been brought to pafs, by the ai&ftanc« 
of the divine power, upon the moft earneft inftanccs 
of her facred royal Majcfty of Great Britain, and with 
the confent both of the iiioli Chullian, and of the Ca- 
tholic iiing, that dus evil fliouid in all times to come 

be obidaicdt by means of renuncuMipDs isnfU in ^

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moft cflFedual form, and executed in the mott fblemn 
manner, the tenor whereof is as follows :

LEWIS, by the grace of God, King of France and 
Navarre, to all peoj^le prefent, and to come> 
greeting. Durins the various revolutions of awar> 
tvhcrein wc have rought only to maintain the juftice of 

the rights of the King, our moft dear and mod beloved 
grandfon, to the monarchy of Spain, we have never 
ceafed to drilre peace. The greateft fucccffes did not 
at all dazzle us, and the contrary events, which tht 
hand df God nrtade life of to try us, rather than to dc- 
ftroy us; did Hot give birth to that defire in us, but 
found it there. But the time marked out by divine 
Providence for the repofe of Europe was no: yec come; 
the diftant fear of feeing one day our crown^ and thac 
of Spain, n|ion the head of one and the fame princcj 
did always a^ake an eguai impreflion on the powers, 
which were united againft us \ and this fear, which had 
4ieen the principal caufe of the war, ieemed aUb to lay 
an infuperable obftacle in the way to peace. At laft, 
after many fruitlefs ncgociations, God being moved 
with the fufferings anci groans of fo many people, was 
pleafed to open a furer way to Come at fo ciif- 
iicult a peace. But the lame alarms llill fubfiftmg, 
the firit and principal condition, which was propofed 
to us by our moft dear and moft beloved fifter the Queen 
of Great Britain, as the eflential snd neceffary foun-» 
dation of treating, was, that the King of Spain, our faid 
broilicr and grandfon, keeping the monarchy of Spain 
and of the Indies, fiiould renounce lor himfelf, and his 
delcendants for ever, the ri^^lits which his birth might 
at any time give him and them to our crown ; chat on 
the o^her hand, our m^ft dear and moft*beloved grand- 
fatk the Duke of Berry, and our moft dear and moft 
beloved nephew the Duke of Orleans, fhould likewifc 
renounce for themfelves, and for their defcendants male 

and female for mr^ their rights to the monarchy of 

Spain 
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Spain and the Indies. Our faid fiftcr caufed it to be 
leprefented unto us, that without a formal and pofitive 
affurance upon this point, which alone could be the 
bond of peace^ Europe would never be at refti all the 
powers wfaicb 0uure the fame> being equally perfuadedy 
that it was for tbeir general intereft» and for their coni-> 
men fecurity, to continue a war, whereof no one could 
forefee the end, rather than be expoied ro behold the 
fame Prince become one day maflcrof two monarchies, 
lb powerful as thole of France and Spain. But as this 
•prijacefs,(whofe indefatigable zeal for're-cftablifliingtho 
general tranquility, we cannot fufficiently praife) waslen* 
ubleof all the reluftancy we had to confent, that one of 
our children fo worthy to inherit the fucceirion of our 
forefathers, Ihouki necefifariiy be excluded from it, if the 
misfortunes wherewith it has pleafedGod to affli<^ us ia 
our family, ihould moreover take from us, In the peribn 
of theDauphin^ our moft dear and moft beloved greae 
grandfon, the only remainder of thofe princes whith our 
kingdom has fo juftly lainented with us ; Ibe entered into 
our pain, and after having jointly fought out p^entler 
means of fecuring the peace, we agreed with our faid 
fifter to propofe to the king of Spain other dominions» 
inferior indeed to thofe which he pofiefiesj yet the value 
thereof would fo much the more increafe under his reign» 
in as much as in that cafe he would preferve his rights, 
and annex to our crown a part of the faid dominions, if 
he came one time or other to fucceed us. We employed 
therefore theftrongeft reafons to perfuade him to accept 
this altetnative. We gave him to underftand^ that the 
duty of his birth was the firfl: which he ought to confults 
that he owed hiaifelf to his houfe, and to his country, be- 
fore he was obliged to Spain; that if he were wantingto 
his fir ft engagements, he would perhaps one day iq vain 
regret his having abandoned thofe rights, which he 
would be no more able to maintain. We added to thefe 
reafons, the peWbnal motives of friendfh i p, and of tender 
love which we thought likely to move hu^i ; the pleafure 
we fhould have in feeing him froin tniie to time near us, 
and in paiSng fome part of our days with him, which 

wc might promifc oujielvea from the neighbQurhpod 

/ ^ of 
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of the domirvions that were offered him, the latisfaftioa 
of inilruding him ouriclves concerning the ftateof our 
affairs, and of relying upon him for the futunc; fo tbaty 
if God (bould prdcrvc to jos the Dauphin, we coidd give 
our kingdom, m theperfon of the King our brother, and 

grandfua, a legt^nt inftruifled in the art of government; 
and that if this chikl, lo precious to us and to our fub- 
jedbs, were alio taken trom us, we (bould at kali have the 
confolatioD of leaving to our people a virtuous King, fie 
to govern theiii, 9nd who would Ukewilc aoiiex to oar 
crown ver/ conGderable dominions. Our inftances reite^ 
rated with all the force, and with all the tender affcct on 
necefTliry to perfuade a Ibn, who To jullly defer vcs thofe 
efforts, which we made for preferving him to France, 
produced nothing but reiterated relbfals on his part, ever 
to abandon fuch brave and faithful fubje6U» whofe zeal 
for him had been dtftinguiibed in thofe conjunAures, 
when his throne feemcd to be the moft (baken« So that 
periifting with an invincible firmnefs in his firft relolu- 
tion, affcrting likcwife, that it was more gloriou«, and 
more advantageous for our honfe, and for our kingdom, 
than that which we preiTed him to rake, he declared ta 
the mi^eting of the flates of ihe kingdom of Spain, afleni* 
bkd at Madrid for that purpofe, that for obtain! a 
general peace, and iecuring the tranquillity of Europe 
by a balance of power, he ox Ins own proper motion, of 
his own free will, and without any conltraint, renounced „ 
for hmifeif, his heirs and iuccelibrs, for ever and ever, 
all pretenfions, rights and titiesi which he, or anjr of bia 
dcfcendants^ have at prefent, or may have at any time to 
coifie whatlbever, to the fucceOion of our crown; that he 
held for ever excluded therefrom himfelf, his children, 
heirs, and defcenci ants, forever; that he conknted for 
himfelf and for them, that now, as well as then, his right 
and chat of his defcendants, ihould pais over and be 
transferred to him among the Princes, whom the law of 
focoeffiony and the order of birth calls^ or (hall call ^ 
inherit our 'crown in delauh*of our faid brother and 
grandfon the King of Spain, and of his defcendants, as it 
is more amply fpecificd in the z6t of renunciation, ap- 
proved bf she ftates of his kingdom and conkquently 

he 
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he declarer?, that he defifled particularly from the right 
which hach been added to that of his binh, by our let- 
ters patents of the inonth of December, 1 700, whereby 
we declared, that k was our will, that the King of Spain 
and hts deicendams (hoald always prefenre the rights of 
their birth and original, in the lame inanner as if they 
refided adually in our kingdom •, and from the regiftry 
which was made of our faid letters patents, both in our 
court of Parliament, and in our chamber of Accounts at 
Paris. We are fenfible, as Kiiig, and as father, how 
much it were to be defired^ that the general peace could 
have been concladcd without a renunciation, which 
makes fo great a change in our royal houfe, and in tlie 
ancient order of liicceedino; to our crown ; hut we are 
yet more fenfiblc, how much it is our duty to fecure 
fbeedily to our fnbjeds a peace which is fo neceffary for\ 
them* Wc fliaU never forget the efibrts which thev 
made for us during the long continuance of a war, which 
we could not have fupported, if their zeal had not beem 
much more extenfive than their power. Tlie welfare of 
a people fo faithful, is to us a fupreme law, which ought 
to be preferred to any other confideration. It is to thia 
law that we this day facrifice the right of a gfandfon who 
is fo dear to us; and by the price which the generaf jpeace 
will coft our tender love, we (hall at leafl: have the comfort 
of (hewing our fubjefts, that even at the cxpence of our . > 
blood, they will always keep the firft place in our heart. 
For thefe caufes, and other important confiderations 
. us thereunto moving, after having feen in our council 
the faid aft of renunciation of the King of Spain, our 
faid brother and grandfon, of the fifth of November laft, 
as alfo the afib of renunciation, which our faid crrandfon 
the Duke of Berry, and our faid nephew the Duke of Or- 
leans, made reciprocally of their rights to the crown of 
Spain, as well for thenjiHves as for their defcendants, mak 
and female, in confcquencc of the renunciation of our faid 
brother and grandfon the King of Spain, the whole here- 
unto annexed, with a copy collated of the faid letters pa- 
tents of the month of December, 1700, under tiie counter- 
feal of our chancery, of our fpecial grace, full power, and 
foyai authority, wc have declared, dcciced, and ordained, - .

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and by thefc prefcnts figned with our hand, we do declare, 
decree, and ordain, we will, and it is our pleafure, that the 
faid adt of renunciation of our faid brother and grandfoa 
the Kiogof Spain, and thofe of our faid grandfon theDuko 
of Berry, and oi our faid i}q>hew cbe Duke of Orkaas, 
^bich have admittedt and 4o adoiit^ be regifteicd in all 
our courts of Parliament, and chambm of our Accounts* 
in our kingdom, and other places where it (hall be necef-? 
fgry, in order to their being executed according to their 
form and tenor. And coniequcntly we will and intendt 
(bat our faid letters patents of the month of December^ 
11700^ be apd itmain ouUi and as if they had never 
lieen made, that they be brought back to us, and that in 
the margin of the rcgifters of our faid court of Parlia-* 
menr, and of our faid chamber of Accounts, where the en- 
rolment of the faid letters patents is, the extradt of thefe 
|3reients be placed and iofcrted, the better to fignify our 
3|Eiteotion, as to the revocation and nullity of the faid 
lettrrSf We wi)l, tbiit in cooformity to the iiud aft of re- 
nunciation of our did brother and grandfon the King of 
. Spain, he be from henceforth looked upon and confi- 
dered as excluded from our fncceflion, that his heirs, fuc- 
ceflbrs, and dcfcendants, be likewifc excluded for ever, and 
looked upon as incapable of enjoying the f<une, Weun-t 
tderftand, that in failure of them, all rights to our faid 
crown, and fucceflkm to our dominions, which might at 
9ny time whatlbever belong and appertain to them, be and 
remain transferred to our moft dear, and moft beloved 
grandfon the Duke of Berry, and to his children, and 
cjcfcendants, being males, borp in lawful marriage ; and 
fucctQively in failure of them, to thofe of the Princes of 
qur royal houfe and their dcfcendants, who in right of 
their birth, or by the order eftablilhcd ^noe the founda>« 
f ion of our monarchy, ought to fuaceed to our crown. 
'And fo we command our beloved and trufty counfel- 
Iprs, the Members of our court of Parliament at Paris, 
(hat tbfy do caufe thefe prefents, together with the adls of 
Tenunciation made by our faid brotjier and grandfon the 
King of Spain, by our faid grandfon the Duke of Berry, 
and by our faid nephew the Dqke of Orleans, tabe re«i, 
publiihcd^ and regiiter^d, and the contqita tliereof to'be 
' . Jkepti 
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k<pt:» obiemd, executed, accoidiiig to their ferm and 
tenoTi Mifj peaceably, and perpetually ceafing and caafing 
to ceaie, all moleftations and hindrances, notwtthftanding 

any laws, flatutes, iilages, cuiloms, decrees, regulations, 
and other matters contrary thereunto ; whereto, and to the 
derogations ot the derogations therein contained, we have 
derogated, and do derogate by tbefe prcfents, for chla pur^ , 
pofe only, and without being brought into precedent. For 
igch is our pleafum 

And to the end that this may be a matter firm and lafl- 
ing for ever, we have cauled our leal to he affixed totheie 
preii^ts. Given at Veriaiiies, ixi the niontb of March, in 
the year of our Lord 1713, and of our reign the 7Qth.

WHsRirAS, on the fifth of November in .this prefent 
year, 1712, before Don Manuel of Vadillo and 
Velafco, my Secretary of State, and chief notary of the 
kingdoms of Caftile and Leon, and witnefles, I delivered, 
fwofc to, and figned a public initrumenc of the tenor foU 
lowing, which is word for wocd as here enfues; 
. Dm Philip, by the grace of God, King of Caftile, Leon, 
Arn^on, the Two Sicilies, Jerufalem, Navarre, Granada, 
Toledo, Valentia, Galicia, Majorca, Seville, Sardinia, 
Corduba, Corfica, Murcia, Jaen, the Algarves, Alge* 
zira, Gibraltar, the Canary IQands, the Eaft and Weft-In- 
dies, the IQands and Terra Firmaof the Ocean, Archduke 
of Auftria, Puke of Burgundy, Brabant, and Milan, Count . 
of Habfpurg, Flanders, Tirol, and Barcelona, Lord of 
Bifcay and Molina, &c. By the account and informatiou 
of iki^ i|i(truiQ^{if and writing of renvnciauoo and rejiin-.

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qoithmentj and ihat it m^y remain for a perpetoal re^ 
membrahcc, I do declare and make kmwo to Kings^ 
Priaess, po€eiitaie8» €ommonwealths> icommumciet, and par* 

ticular pcrfons, which now are, and (hall be ?n future ages: 
that k b'^w/j. one of the principal poiiauns of the treaties 
of peace, depending between the crowns of Spain, and of 
France, with that of Englandj for the readering a firm and 
hfting, and proceeding to a general one, on a maxim of 
fecuring for orer the univerfal mod and quiet of Entope, 
hf an equal weight of power, Jo that many being mtted 
in one, the balance of the equality defired nfiight not turn 
to the advantage of one, and the danger and hazard of the 
reft; it was nropofed, and i^fifted on by England, and it 
was agreed to on my part^ and on that of the King my 
grandfather, that for avoiding at any time whatever the 
union of this monarchy with thai of France, and the 
poAibitity that it might happen in any cafe^ reciprocal re» 
ni nciacions fhould be made by me, and for all my dcfcen- 
dants, to the poflibility uf fucceeding to the monarchy of 
France, and on the part of thofc Prince*;, and of all their 
ficC) prefent and to come, to that of iucceeding to this 
jftonarchy by forming a proper proje£l of abdication of 
aH rights which might be claimed by tiie two royal hou&s 
of this, and of that monarchy, as to their Tucceeding mu«> 
tualiy to each other-, by feparating, by the legal means of 
my renunciation, my branch from the royal Hem of France, 
and ail the branches cf France from the ftem of the blood- 
roysl of Spain ; by taking care, at the iame time, in pur- 
fuanccof the fundamental and perpetual maxim of the ba^ 
lance of power in Europe, which perfuades and juftifics 
the avoiding, in all cafes imaginable, the union of the nKV 
iit^rcitv of France with that of Spain, that the inconveni- 
ence ificcM likewile be provided ag^inft, left, in default 
of my iiiue, the cafe fl^.ouid happen that this monarchy 
Ihould devoivt again to the houfe of AuftriSi who& do- 
minions and dependencies, even without the onion of che- 
cmpire, would make it formidable ; a motive which at 
other times nuKle it joftifiable to feparate the hereditsry 
dominions of the houfe of Aulliia from liiC boJy of the 
Spanifh monarchy it being agreed and fettled to this end 
.by England with me> and with the King my grandfather, 

that 
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diti in iiuliMe of and ci mf ifiae, the Duke of Samsfi 
and bk fons, and ddcendantSi being malet, born in cod* 

ftant lawful marriage, are to enter upon the fucceflion of . 
this monarchy ; and, in default of his male line, the Prince 
ArioadeOt of Cardan, and his fons, and dd'cendaots^ be<» 
iog males, born in conftaot lawful marriage; and, in 
£Mik of his lioet Prifice ThooMS, brother ^ the Prtnoe.of 
Carignan, hia ioM, and ^Icendants, being males, bom 
in conftant lawful marriage, who, as defcendants of the 
Infanta Donna Catherina, daughter of Philip II. and bt- . 
iog pcprefsly called, have a clear and kaowa right, iup- 
podng the frieiidfliip and perpetual alliance^ which the 
Duke of SaToy, and bia (kfeeodaota, are to ibbcit and 
obtain from chta crown % it being to be believed, that by 
this perpetual and never-ceafmg hope, the needle of tlie 
balance may remain invariable, and all the powers, wea- 
ried with the toil and uncertainty of batcks, may be ami- 
cably kept in an equal poifei it not remaining in the dif* 
pobl €^ any of the parties to alter this federal cquilt 
brium, by way of any contract of renunciation, or retroccC 
fion, fince the fame reafon which induced its being ad- 
mitted, demonftrates its permanency, a fundamental con- 
ilitutioa being formed, which may fettle, byanuoalter^ 
able law, the fucceflion of what is to come. In conie- 
quenceof what is above faid, and for the love I bear to tiie 
Spaniards, and' from the knowledge I have of what I owe 
to them, and the repeated experience of their fidelity, and 
for making a return to Divine Providence, by this rc- 
fignation to its dediny^ for the great benefit of having 

{daced and maintained me on the throne^ among fuch 
uftrioua and #elUdeferving vaflalt, 1 have determined to 
abdicate, for myfelf, and all my defcendants, the right of 
fuccecding to the crown of France, defining not to depart 
from living and dying with my beloved and faithful Spa- 
niards ; leaving to all my de&endants, the infeparable 
bond their fidelity and love. And co the.end that this 
rdfolutton may have its due^efl^, and that the matter may 
ccafe, which has been looked upon as one of the principal 
motives of the war which has hitherto afflided Europe, 
of my own motion, free, fpontaneous, and unconftraincd ^ 
will, I Don Pkilipr byxCbe grace of 6od, King of Caftikv

ja&romenr, ibr myielf, for ipy hein and fucoefibrs,* iCr \ 
Bounce, quit, and relinquifh, for ever and ever, all pre* 
tenfions, rights, and titles, which I have, or any defccn- 
'dant of mine hath at prefenr, or may have at any time to 
come, to the I'uccefiion of the crown of 1 ranee; and I 
declare, and liold myicit for ever excluded and ieparated, 
mc, and my fons, heirs, and defccndants for ever, eidudcd 
and di£ibled abfolutely, and without limitatton, difin- 
leoce, and difttn&ion of perfons, degrees, ihm, and 
times, from the adl and right of fucceeding to the crown 
of France. And I will and confenr, for myfelf, and my 
faid defcendants, chat now, as v/ell as then, it may be 
taken to be pafled over, and transtcned to hiin, who by 
mine and their being excluded, difabkd, and jncapaci* 
tated, (hail be found next and immediate in d^ree to the 
King, by whofe death it (ball beconnc vacant"^ and the fuc* 
ctfiion to the faid crown of France is at any time, and in 
any cafe to be fettled on, and given to him, to have 
and to hold the fame as true anil lawful fucceflbr, in the 
fame manr«er> as if I, and iny deicendants, had not bten^ 
bc^rn or been in the world ; fmce for fuch are we to be 
held and efteemed, becaufe in my peribn, and in that of 
my defcendants, there is no confideration to be had, or 
iuuriihc un to be made of adive or paffive reprefentation, 
hegiiining, or continuation ot lineage efFe<ftive, or conten- 
tive of iubftance, bluod, or quality ; nor can the de- 
fccnr, or computation of degrees (k thofe perfons, be 
derived from the moil ChriQ:ian King, my lord and grand- 
father, nor from the Dauphin my« father, nor from the 
glorious Kings their progenitors; nor by any other means 
xan they come into the fuccc ni )n, nor take pofleffion of 
the degree of proximity, and exclude from it the perfon, 

who, as IS a|;x>vefaid, Ihall. be found nsu in degree. I 
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will tad codent for myfelf, and for my defcendants, that 
* from this diDe, as wdi as then, tbis right be looked opoa 
and conlidered as paf&d over^ and transferred to the Duk« 

of Berry my broLlicr, and to his fori:, arid dciccndants, be- 
ing malef;, born in conftant lawful marriage; and in de- 
fault of his male iffue, ta the Duke of Orleans my unck^ 
and to his fons and defcendants, being males, born in con- 
ftant lawful marriage^ aod in default of his ilTue, to the 
Dake of Bourbon my coufin, and to his fons, and defcaen-. 

'dants^ beidg males, born in coftftant lawful marriage ; and 
in Lke manner luccefTivcly co all the Princes ot the Blood 
of France, their fons, and defcendants, h^ing malts, for 
ever and ever, accord mg to the place and order in which 
they Ihall be caUed to the crown by right of their birth i 
and coofequently to that perfon among the faid Princes^ 
who (I and all my. faid defoendanu ^ing, as is above* 
faiJ, excluded, difabled, and incapacitated) fball be found 
the ncarcil in. immediate degree atier that KiDg, by whofe 
death the vncancy of the crown ui France fliall happen, 
aod to whom the lucceilion ought to belong at any time, 
and in any cafe whatfoever, that he may pofiefs the fame 
as true and lawful fucceiTor^ in the fame manner as if I» 
and my defcendants^ had not been born. And for the 
greater ftrength of this aft of abdication of all the rights and 
titles, which appci coined to me, and to ail my Ions and 
dc fcendants, of fuccceding to the aforefaid crown of France, 
1 depart from, and rclinquifh efpecially that which might 
moreover accrue to the lights of birth from the letters 
patants, orMnftniment, whereby the King my grandfather

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aad accompliihment of this writing, wirhoot permicdng or 
confenting chat any thing be done contrary thereunto^ di- 
rcftly or iodireftly, in the whol^ or in p«t ; and I idtn* 
qtiifh and depart from all and all manner of remedies, 

known or unknown, ordinary or extraorci marv, and which 
by common right, or fpecial privilege might belong to us, 
to me, and to my Tons and defcendants, to reclaim, men- 
tion. Or alledge againft what is abovefaidi and I renounce 
chem ail, and efpectaily that of evident prgudice, enor<- 
moua, and moft enormoiii^ which may be reckoned to 
Imve happened in this felinquifhrnent and renunciation of 
the nuhc of being able, at any time, to fuccccd to the 
crown aforementioned. I will that none of the faid reme- 
dies, nor others, of whatioever name, ukr, importance, 
and quality they may be, do avail us, or can avail ut. 
And if in fid, or under any colour we (hould endeavour 
to fetce the faid kingdom by force of arms, by making, or 
moving war, offcnfive or defcnfive, from this time for 
ever, that is to be held, judged, and circhrcd, fur un un- 
lawful, unjuft, and wrongfullv-undertaken war, and for 
violence, invafion, and ufurpation, done againft reafon 
and confcience; and on the contrary, that is to be judged 
and efteenned a juft, lawful, and allowed war, which ihall 
be made, or moved in behalf of him, who by the exclu^ 
fion of me, and of my faid fons and defcendants, ought to 
fucceed to the ftid crown of France, to whom the fub- 
je(5ls and natives thereof are to apply themfelves, and to 
obey him, to take and perform the oath and homage of 
feaky, ailti to ferve him as their lawful King andLord. And 
the.relinquifiiment and renuncration, for me, and my (iiid 
ibns and de&endants, is to be firm, ftable, valid, and irrC"* 
vocable perpetuallv, forever and ever.

which I lay my right hand, that I will obferve, maintain

CHARLES, fonof France, Duke of Berry, Aknlba,

to all other bodies, and private perron*:, prefent and to 
come, be it known. All the puwcib ot Europe finding 
theniftlves aim ft ruined on account of the prefent wars, 
which have carried dcfolation to the frontierF, and into 
many other parrs of the rioheft monarchies, and other do« 
minions, it has been agreed in the conferences and treaties, 
of peace, which ate negotiating .uith Great Britain, to 
eftabliflran equilibrium, and i)oUtical boundaries between 
lliC kingcioiiis, u hereof ihc imcic-fls have been, and a. c 
fiill the kul occr'fion of a bioodv d'i'purc ; and to hold Ic 
tor a tundamentjl maxim in order to preferve this peace, 
that ptovifionoug^bt to be made, that the forces of thcfe 
kingdoms may not become formidable, nor be able to 
caul'e any jcalowfy, which, it has been tliought cannot be 
fettled trore foUdly, than by hindering them from extend- 
ing cheoifelvcs, and by kec]nng d ceiiain pro; oriiod^ i: > 
the end that the v\ taker being united together, may de- 
fend rhcmfelvcs againll the more powerful, aud iuppOiC 
ibcmfelvesrcljiecincly acaiail their equals. 

For this purpofe the King,oi>r moft hor.orcd Lord a:Kt 
grandfaclWy and ^he )i.ing of Spain, our luuit. dear 
ther,.IiaYe agreed QQAcliidedwith the Qiiccn ofGie*.t 
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Britain, that reciprocal refiundarion« lhall be made by aU 
the princes, borh prefent and to come, of the crown ot 
France, and ot that of Spain, of ail rights, which may 
Appertain to each of tbeoiy to the fucceffion of the one, 
or of the other kingdom, by efttUtfliing m ktbitual tiebc 
tothefiicecffioii to the crown of Spain, in ihtt line which 
fttll be made capable tbereof, arKi declared immediate 
after that of King Philip V. our brother, by the eftates of 
Spain, who were to aflemble for this purpofe ; by makmg 
an immoveable balance to maintain the equilibrinCDyWhicb 
is intended to be placed tn Europe, and by goii^on to 
particularise all the cafes of union which we mcclMn, to 
fave as an example Ibr all inch ia may happen, k baa 
llkewife been sgreed and conchided between the iLing, our 
niofi: honored Lord and grandfather, King Philip Y. our 
brother, and the Queen of Great Britain, that the faid 
King Philip ihall renounce for himfelf, and for aU his de* 
iccQdants, the hopes of fucceeding to the crown of France ; 
that on our fide we ihali lenoonct in like manner for os, 
and for otir defcendants^ the* crown of Spain ; that the 
Duke of Orleans, our moft dear uncle, fhal} do the fame 
thing ; fo that all the lines of France and of Spain, re- 
fpe<ftively and relatively, lhall be excluded for ever, and 
by all kind of ways^ from all the right, which the lines of 
France might have to the crown ik Spain, and the liuea 
of Spain to the crown of France i and laftly, that caie 
ihall be taken, that under pretence of tlie faid reotmcia- 
tions, or tnider any other pcctence whatfoever, the houfe 
of Auilrla may not make life of the pretenfions^ whieli it 
might have to the fuCcelnon of the monarchy of Spain ; 
forafmuch as by uniting this monarchy lo the hereditary 
countries and dominions of that houfe, it would become 
formtuaDieft ■ even without the union of the empire, to the 
other powers', which are between boihf and which would 
find themfelves aa it were fiirrounded ; which would de- 
ftro\ the equality, that is eftabliflting at prefent, tofecure 
and flrengthcn more perfectly the peace of Chriftendom, 
and to take away all manner of jealoufy from the powers 
of the North, and of the Weft, which is the end that is 
propofed by this political equUibriam, by wnoviog and 
excluding all thefe branchest and caUang to the crown of 
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SpaiDy in default of the lines of King Pbilip V, o«r bro»" 
■ tber, and of all his children and defeendantt} the houfe of 
the Duke of Savoy, which dcfcends from the infanta Ca* 

therhia, daughter of Philip II. it having been confidcred, 
that in making the faid houfe of Savo\ fiicceed immedi- 
aieiy in this manner, this equality and balance bctwcei^ 
the three powers,. may be fixed as it Wete in its centre^ 
WtthoQC which it would be Impoflible toettinguiih the 
fbmt of war^ which has been Jdsdled^ and is capable q£ 
deftrbv ins: e¥ery thine:. 

Being willing therefore to concur, bv our relinqullh- 
ment, and by the abdication of all our rights, for us our 
liicceirors and defcendants, to the eflablifhing of the uni- 
verfai repole, and the fecuring the peace oi Europe, be- 
caufe, we believe^ that this method is the fureft^ and moft 
effe&oal) in the terrible circumftances of this conjunc* 
ture, we have relblved to renounce the hopes of fucceed* 
ing to the orown of Spain, and all the rights thereunto, 
which belong to us, and may belong to us, under any title, 
and bv anv means whatfocver. And to the end that this 
refoiution may have its full eflcdt, and alfo by reafon thac 
King Philip V. our brotherj did on his pajrt^ the jth of this 
prefent month of Noven'iber, make his renunciation of the 
crown of Frgnce^ we of ourmeer^ free9 and frank wiilf 
and without feeing moved thereunto by any refpeftflil 
awe, or by^any other regnr^l, except thofe abovcmcatiou- 
ed, to cleclare, and hold^ourfelves from this prelent, we, 
our children, and defcend.nits, excluded and dlfabled ab- 
fbluteiy for evcr^ w.itbout Umitatipn or di(tind:ion of per. 
Ions, degrees,, or fexes, fnoiu every a£t, and from all 
right of uicceeding to the crown of Spain. We will, and 
comfent for ^us, oar faid children and deicendants^ tha^ 
from this time, and for ever, we and they, in confequenc* 
ot thefe prefents, be held to be excluded and diiabled 
in like manner as all the other defcendaats of the houfe o 
Auitria, who, as it has been faid audfuppofed, ought alfc 
to be excluded, in whatever degree we -may be, both the 
one and the othei^ ; and if the fucceffioa falls tq us, our 
line, that of all our-delcendants^ and all die others of the 
hottfeof Attfiria; as it has been faid, ought to be fepaca- 
tcd and excluded thcAciiom, That i^i this reafon the 
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tcingdom of Spain be accoumed as dcvalved, and trafisfcf- 

iid to him, to v;hom in iuch cafe the fucceflion ought to 
devolve and he transferred, at any lime what foe ver, K) that 
we do take and hold him for true and lawful fucceffor, be- 
caufe for the fame reafons and motives, and in confe- 
i^dence of thefe prefenrs, neither we, nor our defcendants, 
fought any notbre to be confidered as having any feunda* 
Vion ' of reprefentation aAive or paflive, or making any 
Continuation cf line effcdlive, or contentlve of fubftance, 
blood, or quality,. or likcvvifcto derive any right from our 
defcent, or to reckon our degrees from the perfons of 
the Queen Maria Therela of Auftria, our moft honored 
lady and grandmother of the Q^een Anneof Auftria, our 
/noift honored Lady and great-grandmother^orof theglorious 
^Icings their anceftors ; on the contrary, we ratify the elaufes 
of their wills, and the renunciations made by the faid ladic?^ 
our grancitiiOtherand great-grandmother, we renounce likc- 
'wife the right, which may Iselong to ns, and to our chil- 
* dren and defcendantii, by virtue of the will of King Charles 
IL which) notwithftanding what is abovementioned, calls 
US to the fucceffion of the crown of Spain, in cafe of faiU 
ure of the line of Philip V, We therefore relinquilh this 
right, and renounce the fame, for us, our children and 
' defcendants ; Vv'c promife and cngagf, for us, our faid

nay he cemennd more and more, fan the repoft of fuch 
*« number of countries, which have fa<;rlficed thcmfelvcs, 
as fo many vidtims, to oppofe the dangers, wherewith thev 
thoi c,ht themfelves threatened, that it was neccliary to 
eftabliib a kind of equality aad equ'.libriuoi between the 
prsnceti who were in difpute, and to /eparate for ever, in 
an irrevocable n(ianner> the .rights whicn they pretend to 
have, and which they defended, fword in hand, with a re- 
ciprocal liaughter on each fule. 

That with intent to ellahlifli this equality, the Queen of 
Great ^itain propofed, and upon her ioilances, it has 
'agreed by the King, our moft honored l^rd and 
vncleji and by the Catholic King, our moft dear nephew,, 
that for avoiding at any time whatfoever the union of the 
crowns of France and Spain, reciprocal renunciations 
Ihould be made, that is to far, by the CnthoHc King Phi- 
lip V. our nephew, for himidf and lor ail his diefcen* 
dants, of the fucceffion to the crown of France ; as alio 
by the Dvike of Berry, oyr vooHl dear r epheWjt tnd by us,, 
for ourfelves, and for alt our deicendants, of the crown, of 
Spain ; on condition like wife, that neuher the houfc ai 
^iiflria, nor imy of the defcendants thereof, lhali be able 
tofuccced CO the crown of Spain, bccaufe this houfe itfeifj^ 
» without the union of the empire, would become formi- 
dable^ if i|t flsouid add a new pawer tp, its ancient domtn 
Dions ; >and confequently this cquitibrium, which isdcfign- 
cd to be eilablilhed for the good of the princes and Hates 
of Europe, would ceafe. Now it is certain, that v/iihont 
ihi^ equilibrium, cither tbe dates fuffer from the weight of 
their own greatnefs,^ or envy engaees cheir neighbours to 
alU^nccii to attack them^ andto tpiuce them to fuch 
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a pointy diat AdkfgttMt pon^rs mMf%n(pxt Icfi fear, and 

may not afpirc to an univerfal monarchy. 

For retaining the,end which is piopofcJ, and by reafon 
that his Catholic Majefty has on his part made his re- 
run elation, the cth of thts preleiit month, we confcijt 
.that» in failure of rhilip V, our nephew, and of his defcen- 
dants, the crown of Spain do pafs ovcr tothehoufeof 
the Dufce of Savoy* wWe rights aie clear and knowQ^ 
, inafmuch as he defcends from the tnfaiitaCatberina,daugh- 
ter of Philip II. and as he is called by the other kings his 
fncceflbrs ; fo that his fight to the lucceiiion of Spam, is 
indifputable. 

And wc defiring on our fide to concur towards the glo* 
noua eod^ which is (^ropoicd for re»«ftabliihing the pub- 
lie traBouility, und for piimiittiig the fears which the 
rights of our birth, or all otbtrt, which might appertain 
wnto us* might occafion, have refolved, to make this re- 
linquifhmenr, this abdication, and this renunciation of all 
our rights, for ourfelves, and in the name of all our fiic- 
ceiiors and dekendants ; and for theaccompliihingoi this 
rcfolution, which we have taken of our mecr, free, and 
frank will* we declare ted hold oorfelves from this pre- 
feot, us, our children aoddefoendantit for excluded and 
difabled, abfolutely, and for ever, and without limitation 
or dill in (ft ion of pcrfons, of degrees, and of fexcs, from 
every ad:, and from all right of fucceeding to the crown 
of Spain. We will andconiient, for us and our dcfccn<» 
dants, that f/om this time, and for ever, we be held, we 
and oursf for exdudedt diiabled, and inciS^paciucedi m 
whatever degree we may happen to be, and in what mao* 
ocr focver the fucceffion may fall to our line, and to all 
ochcrs, whether of thehoufe of France, or of that of Au- 
ftria, and of all the defcendants both of the one and the 
other houie, which, as it is faid and fuppofed, o^ght like- 
wife to hold themfelves for cutoffand excluded ; and that 
fer this rea&n the fucc^effion to the £itd crown of Spain 
be deemed to be devolved^ and transferred to him to 
whom the fuccelSon of Spain ought to be transferred, in 
filch calc, and at any time whatfoever ; fo that we do 
take and hold hiai for true and lawful fuccciror, becaufe 

DriUier we, nor our defcendaatSy ought any more to be 
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cnnfidcrcd ai having any fb.mdjtion of reprefentati^^n, 
<idivc oi p Jl'i ^ p, or makioga co^ttnutftion ofaltneeffci- 
live, 5r cuiiicjuivc ut luSll.nce, iilju', oi quality, nor 
ov:g'K \vc rodci'ivc «r.v ri^lu iVom n ^ d .^xnt, or reckon 
liu: (iccrr. ' s tfo K Qjccii Aooe ct Aifti**'^, our molt ho- 
■ ii3rcJ Lady and f;i i; d. no Jicr, nor fiom rh^ glorious kings 
bcrancvfiors. Oit eke cootrary^ we ratify uie teounda* 
tion which ihc fsH iml, Qnccn Anne matlc, and all the 
daufes which the Kirj^-^Plnlip IIL and PliiliplV. inferred 
in thc.r ;vlils. W;^ rcnounc; in i.kc nvdnn rail the right 
wiiich may npj>crtaiu lo us, and lo our c'llhiren and dc- 
fccfxJants, by virtue of ibc dccl. ratio.i nv.u-c nt Madrid, 
the a9th of Oaober. 1703, by Philip V. Kingof Spair, 
our aepbcw ; and uny right which mi j;kt titamto i^g, 
fs>r us, and our ikfccn lants, we rclinquifh the faaie, a; i! 
rc noimce it ior us and lor iheni ; wc pioiiwic . ;d ci;n;nge 
<()r us, our faid children nnd cicicendanrs, prclcnt and to 
come^ to employ ourfclvcs with all our might, in cnufing 
thtfc prefents to bc obfcrved and fulfilled, without atovy* 
ing, or fu(fcrinj5 th it, dircftly or indireflly, the fame be 
violated, whether in the whulr, or in parr. And we re- 
liLiquiih all means, ordinary or cxtiaorttinary, vvliich Ijy 
connnon ri^hr, or any Ipecial privilege might appcrti'.in to 
i;.S our cl.ildren aad delcendants, which means we re- 
nounce abiblutcly, and inparticuUr that of evtdent^enor* 
niuus, and moil enormous prejudice, whi^h may be found 
in the renunciation of the iuccelEon to tlic faid crown of 
Suain ; aud we will that any of tliC Ijid means neither mn-^-. 
nor can fcrvc, or avail us. And if under this pretext, or 
a^y other colour whatever, we would pofich ourfclves pf 

' the faid kingdom of Spain by force of arms that the war 
Mrhicfh we Ihould make^ or Air up, be held for unjuO, up- 
iawfuU r.nd unduly undertaken ; and that on the contrary, 

. ih.it wi:ich he fhould make upon us, who by vhiuc of this 
renunciation Ihouid have right to Ir.ccccd to the crovyn 
of SpL'in, beiifeld foi" juft and allovvabic ; and thatalUbe 
fubje&s and people oi Spain do acknowledge him^ obey 
him, defend h$m, do bo.r.ag:^ to himi and take the oa(h 

. of feaky to him, as to their JCin^^, and lawf^il Lord. 

And for the greater afmrancc, and fecuiity of all tliat 

• lay and f romifc, for us^a^d in the name, of our fuccef- 

for^ 
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fors and defcendants, we fwcar folemnly on the Holy Gof- 
pels, contained in this miflal, whereon we lay our right 
hand, that we will keep, maintain, and fulfil the fame 
wholly and entirely ; and that we will at DO'ttn:ie afk to have 
ourfelves relieved therefrom; and if any perfbn alks it, or 
If \t Is granted us ffifftu proprio, wc will not make wfe, or 
uvail ourfclvcs thereof ; but rather, in cafe it fhould be 
granted us, we ir.ake another oath, that this fhall fubfift 
and renlain for ever, what difpenfation loever may be 
granted us* We further fwear and prom'ife, that we have 
^not made, neither will we make, either in public^ or in 
•fccret, ^ny pfo'teftation or reclamation to the contrary, 
ivhich may hinder that which is contained in thefe prc- 
fcnts, or leffen the force thereof, and if we Ihould make 
any, what oath foever they may be attended with, they 
ilia 11 not have either force or virtue^ or produce any 

And for greater fecurity, we have pafled, and do pafs 
the prefent aft of renunciatton, abdication and relin- 

quilhment, before mafters Anthony le Moyne, and Alex- 
ander le Fevre, counfeliors to the King, notaries, minute- 
keepcrs^ and leal-keepers at the Chatclet ot Par'^^ hereun- 
der written, in our palace royal at Paris, 17 12, the 19th 
' of November, before noon ; and for caufing thefe pre* 
frnts to be infinuated an3 regiftcred in every place, where 
it lhall appciiain, we have contlltuted the bearer to be our 
attorney, and wc have figned thefe prefentf?, and the mi- 
nute thereof reoiataing in the pofleiSon of the faid Le 
Fcrvre, notary.

LEWIS^ by the gface of God^ King of France and 
Navarra,-to ali preient and to-come, greeting. The 

• profperity which it has pleafed God to heap uport us dur- 
ing the courfeof our reign, are fo many motives to us, to 
apply ourfeives, not only for the time j^refent, but alfo 
for the fMCurct to the bapptneis and tranquillity of the peo« 
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fXe whereof DSvine Providence has cntrufted to us drc 

govd'fimcnt. His impenetrable judgmenis, let us only 
fee, that we ought not to place pur confidence, neither in 
mit forces^ nor in the extent ot our dominions^ nor in a 
Bomeroiis poftcrity^ and that thefc advantagefy which wc 
lecetre from kts goodqefr aloDCy kave no ether foUdicf 
tkaii'wbatit pleafes bisn to give tbeou But as it if^ how* 
^fetf. hh will that the kings, whom cbules to lead his 
people, fhould fore Ice afar off the events able to produce 
dHbrders, and the nioft bloody wars; that they ihould 
inake nfe of the lights, which his tiivine wifdoni pours 
upon tUeai; we fulfil, his defigai^ .wbeo^ ia the midit 
ot the univerfal rejoicings of .our kingdom* we kx>k 
ufMm, as a poffibJe thing, a £ul futoriqry which we 
^ ff ay God to avert for ever. At the fame time that we 
. accept the Will of the late Kii^^ of Spain ; that our mod 
dear and moft beloved ibn the Dauphin renounces his 
lawful rip;ht to that crown, in favour of his fecon ! Ton the 
Duke ot Anjou, our molt dear and moft beloved grand- 
fbn, indituted by the late King of Spimi^ his uoiverfal 
hetr *, that thia fVince, known at prefent by the name of 
Philip V.^ king of Spaio, is ready to enter his kingdom ^ 
jKid to anYwer the eamett wiihes of bis new fubjedts ; this 
great event docs noi hinder us iioin carrying our views be- 
yond the time prefent, and when our fucceffion appears 
the bcft eftablifhed, we Judge It to be equal Iv the duty of 
» JQttgy and of a father, to declare, for the fucure^our will 
«wiformably to the fentiments which thefc two qualitiet 
iiifpire in 09« Wherefore, being perfuaded that the King 
efSpdnrour grandfm, will always i>referve for us, for 
our houfe, for the kingdom wherein he is born, the fame 
tendernefs, and the lame fentiments, whereof he has given 
u^ fo many proots, that; his example, uniting his new fub- 
jcUs to ours, is going to form a perpetual amity, and 
• the moft i^erfeft correlpondence between them; wc ihould 
thittk iikcwi&t that we do him w injuftice, whereof We 
ffft incapable, andoccaficmanirrepamble prejudice to ofur 
kingdom, if we fhould hereafter look upon as a ftrano^er, 
a Prince, whom wc grant ;o tlie uiiaaimous rc<iuefts ofthc

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For tbde caotn, and other great confiderations ut 

hcicunto moving, of our fpccial grace, full power, and 
ro)al authoiity, we have rdulved, deciared, aad ordained, 
and by thcfc prelents figned with our hand, we do refolve, 
declare, and ord^ia, we will, and it is our pleafure, that 
ou r mod dear and moft beloved grand fon tJb ? Ki ng of Spatn^ 
do preferve for ever the rights of bis birtb, in the iame 
manner as if be made hk aaual refid^ice in our kbgdotn ; 
wherefore our moft dear and moil: beloved only fon the 
Dauphin, being the true and lawful fucceflbr and heir of 
our crown, and of our dominions, and after him our moil 
dear and moH beloved grand ion the Duke of Burguiidy, if

NOW whereas it is provided and fettled by the j^rc* 
ceding n Piiinciation (which is always to have the 
force of a pragmatick, fundamental, and inviolable law) 
that at no time whatever either the Catholic King himfelf, 
or any one of his lineage, Ihall feek to obtain the crown 
<>f France, or ^fcendthe throne thereof $ and by recipro* 
cal remancbtionson the part of France, and by fettlcments 
of the heriditary fucceffion there, tending to the fame 
ptnrpofe, the crowns ot France and Spain are fo divided 
and feparated from each other, tha^t the aforefaid renun- 
ciations, and the other tranrad:ioDs relating thereto, re- 
malhittg in force, and being truly and faithfully cbferveil, 
' they can never be joined in one. Wherefore the lAoft ferene 
Queen of Great Britain, and the moft fertne and ihc inoft 
"Chriftian King, engage to each 01 her foleuinly, and on 
their royal words, tiiat nothing ever Ihall be done by tlu m, 
or their heirs and fucceflbrs, or allowed to be done by 
Others^ whereby the itfbrcfaid fcnunciationa, iind the other 
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tranfaftfen!! aforemestKined, may not htvt their fult ef» 

fc6l : but rather on the conrrary, their Royal Ma jc flics, 
\vith joint councils and forces, will always fincerely take 
that care, and ufe thofe endeavours,- that the faid founda- 
tions of the public fafety may tcmatn tinihakehi and- be 
prcfervcd untoUclied for etcr.

Vill, That the ordinary didribution of juftice be re- 
vived, and open again, throup;h the kingdoms and domi- 
ni^ns of each of their Royal Majcftics, fo that it may be 
free for all the fubjc^s on both fidesj to fue for^ and ob- 
tail) their tights, preteniions, and aAions^ according to 
the laws, conftitutions, and (latutes of each kingdom. 

IX. The iiioli ChriOiin Kino; fhall take care that all 
the fo: t fications of the city of Dufikiik be razed, that the 
harbour be fil cd up, and that the fluices or moles which 
ferve to cleanfe the harbour be levelled, and that at the 
faid King's own expence, within the fpace of five nnontfas 
after the conditions of peace -^re concluded and figned ; 
that is ro fay, the forLirtcaiions towards the fca^ v^irhin the 
fpnceof two luonihs, and triofc towards the land, together 
with the faid banks, within three months ; on this exprefe 
condition alfo, that the fnid fortifications, harbour, inole^y 
or fluices, be never repaired again. All which ihall noU 
however, be begun to he ruined, till after that every 
thing is put into his Chriilian Majeftv's hands, which is to 
be givca h'aa, ialkad thereof^ or as aa equivalent.

sncurfions and depredations of the Frencbf in time of

ries, as alfo the city of Port Royal, now called Annapolis 
Royal, and aii o her things in thofe parts, which depend

in the poHeflion of cbe French, ihall be yielded and given 
up, within feven months from the exctntnge of the rati* 
fications of this treaty,' or Iboftef if poflSble, by the moll 
Chriftian King, to thofe who have a cuiiiinifiion from th^ 
Queen of Great Bilrain, for that purpofe. Nor iliall the

Moreover, it fhall not be lawful for the fubjefts of France^ 
to fortify my place in the faid ifland of Newfoundland, or 
to ereft any buildings there, Y>effides ftages madeof boards> 
and huts neccil ny and ufual for drying of fifh ; or to rc- 
fort to the faid illand, beyond the time ncc?flarv for fifh- 
ing, and drying of fifli. But it lhall be allowed to the fub- 
jeSs of France, to catch fiih, and to dry them on land, in 
• that part only, and in no other befides that, of the fiitd 
ifland of Newfoundland, which fhefches from the place 
called cape Bonavifta, to the northern point of the faid 
ifland, and from thence running down by the weftern 
fide, reaches as far as the place called Fouu Riche. But 
the iiiand called Cape Breton, as alfo all others, both in 
the mouth of the river of St. Lawrence, and in the gulph 
of the Came name, lhall hereafter belong of right to the 
f^rendi, and the flioft Chriftian King iliall tiaveaU manner 
of liberty to fortify any place, or places there. 

XIV. It is exprcfsly provided, that in all the faid places 
and colonies to be yielded and reftored by the moil ChrH"- 
tian Kinir, in purfumce of this treaty, the fubjedts of the 
laid King may have liberty to remove them Tel vcs within 
a year to' any other place, as they fhall think fit» together 
.with all their moveable ^tOts. But thofe whoare u^lling 
to' reinatn there, and to be (ubjeft to the kingdom of Great 
Britain, are to enjoy Aefree exerctfe of their religion, ac- 
cording to the uiage of the church ot Rome, as iat.aa iuc 
laws of Great Bntain do allow the fame. 

XV, The fubjedls of France inhabiting Canada, and 
othei's, ihall hereafter give no hindrance or moleftation to 

. the five nations or canipaa of Indiana^ fubjeft to the do* 
minion of Greac Britain^ mt to the other nativea of Am^ 

rica. 
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rica, who are friends to the femf . In like manner, the 
fubjccts of Great Britain (hall behave themfclves peace- 
ably towards the Americans who arc fubjedts or friends 
to France; and on both fides they (hall enjoy full liberty 
of going and coming on accqpnt of trade. As alfo the 
natives of diuk counlrics fhall, with the fame libertv, re- 
fort, as they pleafe, to the Britifli and French colonies, 
tor promoting trade on one fide, and the other, without 
any moleflation or hindrance, either on the part of the 
Briti(h fubje(^s, or of the French. But it is to be exactly 
and di'ftinftly fettled by commiflaries, who are, and who 
, ought to be accounted tlic iubjed.s aai if lends oi l^nuia 
or of France. 

XVL That all letters, as well of reprifal,^ as of^ mark 
and counti^-mark, which have hitherto on any account 
been granted on either fide, be and remain null, void, and 
of no tSt& X and that no letters of this kind be hereafter 

granted by tlLiicr of their faid Royal Majefties, agamll the 

fubjcAs of the other, unlefs thrre lliall have been plain 

proof beforei^aad of a denial, or wrongful delay of juftice; 

I and unlc& the petition of hfrn, who defires the grant of 

I letters of reprifal, be exhibited and fhewn to the miniflier, 

! who refides there in the name of that Prince, againft 

I whofc fubjccls thole letters arc demanded, that he within 

the rpace of four months, or fooner, ma\^ make enquir\'' 

to the contrary, or procure that latisfa<5t:on be forthwith 

given to the plaintiff by the party accufcd. But in cafe 

no minifter be tefiding there from that Prince, againft 

whofe fubjefts repi^fals are demanded, that letters bf repri- 

• fal be not granted till after the fpace of four months, to be 

computed from the day whereon the petition was exhibited 

and preiented to the l^nnce, againit whole fubjei^^s repnfals 

i are defired, or to his Privy«council. 

Xyil, Whereas it is exprcfsly ftipulated among the 

conditions of the fufpenfion of arms, made between the 

abovemcntioned contracting parties the -J| day of Anrrufl 

lad pali, and afterwards prolonged for four months more,' 

in what calcs Ibips, merchandizes, and other moveable 

eiFc^ls, taken on either fide, ihould either beconle prize 

to the captor^ or be reftored tg the former proprietor; it 

is thcreibre agreed, that ii\ thofe cafes the coiiviiL.ons of 
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tke aforeTaid furpenfioii of arms (hall lemaia in full force, 
and lhat all things relating to fuch captures, made either 
in the Britifh and Northern feas, or in any other place^ 

fhall be well and truly executed accorJiag to the tenor of 
the fame. 

XVIII. But in cafe it happens through inadvertency, or 
imprudence, or any other carle whatfoever, that any fub- 
je<5t of their aforefaid Royal M^efties do, or a>mmit anjr 
thing by landf by fea, or on freih waim, in any part of 
the world, whereby this prcfent treaty be not ofefervcd, or 
"whereby any pai.icuiar article of the fame hath not its 
cfFeft, this peace and good corrcfpondcnce between the 
Qiieen of Great Bricain, and the niofl: Chriftian King, fliall 
not -be iheretore interrupted or broken^ but ihall remain 
in its forrner flrength^ force, and vigour. But that fub- 
jeft alone (ball be anfwerable for his own faA, and (hall 
iufier the punifhment which is inflicted by the rules and 
dlreftions of the law of nations. 

XIX. However, in cafe (which God Almighty forbid) 
the diilentions which have been laid afleep, Ihould at any 
time be renewed, between thtir laid Royal Majeilies, or 
tlieir fucceHbrs, and break our into open war, the fhips^ 
merchandizes, and all the efieAs both moreable and im- 
moveable, on both fides, which Aiall be fouund to be and 
remain in ti e ports, and in the dominions of the adverfe 
party, ili;iU not be confifcated, or any wife endamaged; 
but the entire fpace of fix months, to be reckoned from 
the day of the rupture, (liall be allowed to the faid fub- 
jcds or each of their Royal Majefties, iir which they may 
fell the aforefaid things, or any part jelfe of their effecls^ 
or carry and remove them from thence whither thqr pleakr, 
without any moleftation, and retire from thence thcm- 
fclves. 

XX. Juft and reafonable fatlsfa^lion fhall be given to 
all and fingular the allies of the Queen of Great Britain, ia 
thole matters which they have a right to demand from 
France. 

• XXI. The moft Chriftian King will, in confideratibii 

of the friendfhip of the Queen of Great Britain, grant, 
that in making the treaty with the Empire, all things con- 
cerning ch^ itate of religion in the aforeiiud Empire, fliall 
. . be 
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be fettled conformable to the tenor of the treaties of Weft- 

phalia, lb that it (hall plainly appear, that '^the moft Chri- 
ilian King neither will iuve, nor would have had any al- 
teration made in the faid treaties. 

XXll. Moreover, the nioft Chriftian King engages, 
that he will forthwith, after the peace is made^ caufe juf- 
tice to ht done to the family of Hamilton, concerning 
the dukedom of Chatelraut ; to tKe Duke of Richmonc^ 
concerning fuch requefts as he has to liiake in France, aa 
alfo to Charles Douglas, coactrruing ceuain lands to be 
reclaimed by him, and to others. 

XXIIL By the mutual conient of the Queen of Great 
Britain, acid of the mod Chriftian King, the fubjei^s of 
each party^ who^ere taken prifoners during the war^ Ihall 
be let at liberty, without any diftinftion or ranlbm, paying 
fuch ciebts as they (hall have* contra&ed during the time of 
their being priloncis. 

XXIV. It is mutually agreed, that all and fingular the 
conditions of the peace, made this day between his facred 
royal mod; Chriilian Majefty, and his facred Royal Ma- 
jcfty of Portugal, be confirmed by this treaty i and her fa- 
cred^Royal Majeily of Great Britain takes upon herfelf the 
guaranty of the fame, to the end that it may be. mor^ 

firmly and inviolably obrerved. 
' XXV. The treaty of peace made this day bttween his 
I facred royal moil Chriihan MujcRy, and his Royal High- 
nets the Duke of Savoy, is particularly included in this 
treaty, as an effential part of it» and is confirmed by it, in 
tiie lame maniier as if it were word for word inftrted 
therein ; her Royal Majefty of Great Britain declaring ex- 
prefsly, that Ihe Will be bound by the ftipulations of fecu- 
rity and guaranty promifcd tlicrem, as well as by thofc 
v/hich (be has formerly taken up n herfrlf. 

XXVI. The moft ierenc King of S weden, with hi9 
kingdoms, dominions, provinces, and rights, as alio the 
Great Duke of Tufcany, the republic of Genoa, and the 
Duke of Parma, are in the bdt manner incl\id<d in this 
treaty, 

XXVII. Their Majffties have alfo been pleafcd to 
comprehend, in this treaty, the Hans-Towns, namely, Lu- 

, . ^^ck, Brem€Q9 and liau)burg, and-Uift city of Da^tzick, 
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With this efTrcl, that as ibon as the general peace IKall be 
concluded, the Hans-Towns and the city ol Dantzick may, 
for the fth>ure, as commoa friends, enjoy the ancient ad- 
vantages which they have heretofore had in the bufineis of 
trade, either by treaties, or by old cuftom. 

XXVIIL Thofe fliall be comprehended' in this prefent 
treaty of peac^, who fliall be named by common confent, 
on the one part and on the other, before the exchange of 
the ratifications, or within fix months after. 

XXIX. Laftly, Solemn ratifications of this prefent 
treaty, and made in due form, (ball be exhibited on both 
fides at Utrecht, and mutually and duly exchanged within 
the fpace of four weeks, to be computed from the day of 
the f^gning, or fooner, if pofllble, 

XXX. In witnefs vvhtreof, we the underwritten Am- 
bafladors Extraordinary and Plenipotentiaries of the Queen 
of Great Britain, and of the moft Chriftian King, have 
put our feats to thefe ptef^^nt inftruments, fubfcribed with 
our own hands, at Utrecht the ilxh day of Hbl^ in the 

year 1713.

I, TT is agreed and concluded between the Moii Serene 
and Moil Potent Queen of Great Britain, and the 
Moft Serene and Moft Potent the Moft Chriftian Kmg, that 
thei€ (haU be a reciprocal and entirely perfed liberty of 
navigation and commerce, between the fubjeds on each 
part, through all and every the kingdoms, ftates, domi- 
nions, and provinces of their Royal ]>aajefties in Europe, 
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concerning all and fingular kinds of goods, in thofe places, 
and on thofe conditions, and in fuch manner and forn)^ 
as is fettled and adjufted in the following articles. 

II. But that the commerce and friendfliip between the 
fubjedls of the abovcfaid parties may be hereafter fecure^ 
and free from all trouble and moleftation, it is agreed and 
concluded, that if at any time any ill underftanding and 
breach of friendfliip, or rupture fliould happen between 
the crowns of their Royal Majefties (which God forbid) in 
fuch cafe the term of fix months fliall be allowed, after the 
faid rupture, to the fubjeds and inhabitants on each part, 
refiding in the dominions of the other, in which they them^ 
felves may retire, together with their families, goods^ 
nxerchandizes, and efieds, and carry them whttherfoever ' 
they (hall pleafe ; as like wife at the fame time the felling 
and difpofing of their goods, both moveable and immove- 
able, fhall be allowed them freely, and without any dif- 
turbance; and in the mean time their goods, effe^ls, wares, 
and merchandizes^ and particularly their peribm> ibali 
not be detained or troubled by arreft or feizure : hut ra- 
ther, in the mean while, the fubje£ts on each fide ihall 
have and enjoy good and fpcedy juftice, fo that during 
the Uid fpace of lix iiionths, they may be able to recover 
their goods and cffcfts e^itruftcd, as wcii to the public, as 
to private pcrfons. 

III. It is likewife agreed and concluded, that the fub- 
je&s and inhabitants or the kingdoms, provinces, and do* 
mtnidis of each of their Royal Majefties, Ihall exercife no 
a&s of hoftility and violence againft each other, neither by 
fea, nor b) land, nor in rivers, dreams, ports, or havens, 
under any colour or pretence whatfoever, fo that the fub- 
jefb of either party ihall receive no patent^ commiiHon, 
or inftrudion, for arming and ading at fea as privateers, 
nor letters of repriial, as they are caued, from any princes . 
or ftatcs, which are enemies to one fide or the other; 
nor by virtue, or under colour of fuch patents, commiC- 
fions, or reprifals, (hall they difturb, infed, oi any way 
prejudice or damage the aforefaid fubjtds and inhabi- 
tants of the Queen of Great Britain, or of the molt Chri- 
ftian King; neither ihall they arox ifaips in fuch manner as 
is abovefaid, or go out to ksL therewith. Ta which end, 
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at often as it is required by either fide, flr!(5t and exprefs 
prohibitions (hall be renewed and publiftied in all the re- 
gions, dominions, and territories of each pany whcrcfoevcr, 
that no one ihaU in any wife ufe fucb commiffions or let- 
ters of reprifal, under the fevertft puoiflbment that can be 
inflifted on the tranlgreflurs, befides reftittrtion and ftill 
faiisfatStion to be given to thoie, to whom they have duns 
anv damage-, neither fliall any letters oi rcprilal be here- 
atter granted on e ther fide by the faid confederates, to the 
detriment or difad vantage of the fubjefts of the other, ex- 
cept in fuch cafe only as juftice is denied or delayed ; 
to which denial or delay, credit lhall not be given, unlefs 
the petition of the perfon who defircs the faid letters of re- 
pniai be conKiiUiiicated to the M niller refidinrz there on 
the part of the Prince, againll whofe fubjeds they are to 
be granted, that vvith'n the fpace of four months, or fooner, 
if it be pofllble, he may evince the contrary, or procure 
the performance of what is due to juftice, 

IV. The fubjtds and inhabitants of each of the afore- 
faid confederates, (hall have liberty, freely and fecurely, 
without licence or pafTport, general or jpccisl, by iafid or 
by Tea, or any other way, to go into the kingdoiDS, coun- 
tries, provinces, lands, iflands, cities, viihiges, towns, walled 
or unwalled, fortified or unfortified, pons, dominions, 
or territories whatfoever, of the other confederate in Eu- 
rope, there to enter, and to return from thence, to abide 
there, or to pafs through the fame, and in the mean time 
to buy and piirchafe as they plcale, all things neccflliry foi 
their ilibfillence and ufe, and they fhall be treated with all 
mutual kincincfs ;ind favour. Provided, however, that in 
all theie matters they behave and comport themfeives con* 
formably to the laws and (latutes, and live and converie 
with each other friendly and peaceably, and keep up re- 
ciprocal concord by all manner of good underftand- 

V, The fubjecls of each of their Royal Majefties may 
have leave end licence to come with their fhips, a?; alfo 
with the merchandizes and goods on board the fame (the 
trade and importation whereof are not prohibited by the 
laws of either kingdoms) to the lands^ countries, cities, 
portS) places, and rivers of either fide in Europe, to enter 

into 
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into- the fame^ to refbrc thereto, to remaia and refide there, 
¥rfthout any limitation of time; alfo to hire houfes, or to 

lodge with oLher people-, and lo buy all iawfui kinds of 
merchandizes, where they think fit, from the firft work- 
man or feller, or in any other manner, whether in the pub- 
lic market for the fak of things, in marc-towns, fairs, or 
whcrefbever thofe goods are manufadured or fold ; th^y 
may likewile lay up and keep in their magazines and ware> 
houies, and from thence expofe to fale merchandizes 

brought from other parts ; neitficr llrill ihcy he m any wile 
obl'ged, unlefs willingly and of their own accord, to bring 
their faid merchandizes to the marts and fairs, on this 
condition, however, that they (hail not fell the fame by 
retail in fbops, or any where etfe. But they are not to he 
loaded with any impofitions, or taxes, on account of the 
faid freedom of trade, or for any other caufe whatlbever, 
except what arc to be paid tor their iliip;. and goods, ac- 
cording to the laws and cuftoms received in each kingdom. 
And moreover, they Ilia 11 have tree leave, without any mo- 
kftation, to remove themfelves ; alio if they ihaU happen 
CO be married, their wives, children, and lervatnts, toge->- 
ther with their merchandizes, wares, goods, and effeds, 
cither bought or imported, whenfoever and whitherfoever 
they fiiall think lif, oat of liic bounds of each kingdom, 
by land and by fca, on the rivers and frefti waters, dil- 
chargmg the ufual duties, notwithftanding any law, privi- 
grant, immunity, or cuftom, in any wife importing 
the contrary. But in th^^bufinefs of religion, there' fhali 
be an entire liberty allowed to the fubjefts of each of the 
confederates, as alfo, if they are married, to their wives 
and children, neither lhail they be compelled to go to the 
churches, or to be prefent at the religious worfhip in any 
other place. On the contrary, they may, without any kind 
of mokftation, perform their religious exercifts after their 
^own way, although it be forbid by the laws of the king- 
dom, privately and within their own walls, and without 
the admittance of any other petlbns whatfoever. More- 
over, liberty Oiall not be refufed to bury the fubjeds of 
either ]^arty, wJio die in the territories of the other, in con- 
venient and decent places, to be appointed for that pur- 
fok^ as gccalioA fliall require-, neither ibail the dead 
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bodies of' thofe 4hat are buried be any ways mokAed. 

The laws and ftatutcs of each kingdom (hall remain in 
full force, ami (hall be duly put in execution, whether 
they relate to commerce and navigation, or to any other 
right, thoie cafes only being excepted, concerning which 
it is otherwile determined in Che artides of this prefeoc 
treaty. 

VI. The fubjefts of each party (ball pay the tolls, cu& 

toms, and duties of import and export through all the do- 
minions and provinces of either party, as arc uue and ac- 
cuftomed. And, that it m;iy be certainly known to every 
one what are all the faid toils, cudoms, and duties of im^ 
port and export, it is likewife agreed, that tables (beving 
the cuftohMy port-duties» and impoiftsy fliall be kept in 
public places, both at London, and in other towns within 
the dominions of the Queen of Great Britain, and at Roan, 
and other towns of France, where trading is uTed, where- 
unto recourfe may b^- hsvi, as often as any cjiifll:i<:n or dif- 
' pute ariles concerning iuch port-duties, cuiLoinSj and loi- 
pofts, which are to be demanded in fuch manner, and no 
ocherwife^ as (hall be agreeable to the plain words, and ge- 
nuine fenfe of the abovefaid tables. And if any officer, 
or other perfon in liis name, lliall, under any pretence, 
publicly or privately, diredly or indirectly, aOi or take of 
a merchant, or of any other perlon, any fum of money, 
or any thing elfe on account of right, dues, ftipend^ ex- 

* hibition, or compenfation, although it be under the name 
of a free gift, or in any other manner, or under any other 
pretence, more, or otherwife, than what, is prefcribed 
above, in li.cii cafe the faid officer, or his deputy, if he be 

• found guilty, and convicled of the lame before a compe- 
tent, judge, in the country where the crlfiit' was com- 
mitted, fliall give full fatisfa&ion to the party that is 
wron^edj and (hall iikewife be puoi0ied according CO the 
direftion of the lawa. 

VII. Merchants, mafters of ftips, owners, mariners, 
men of ail kinds, fnips, and all nicichandizes in general, 
and efFe6l:s of one of the confederates, and of his fubjtt^ls ^ 
and inhabitants, (hall on no public or private account, by 
virtue of any general or fpecial edid, be (eised in any the 
lands, port8» hawos, flsorea, or dominions whatlbevcr of 
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the other confederate ' for puplic ufe^ for warlike expe- 
ditions, or for any other caufe, much lefs for the private 

ufe of any one, fhall they be detained by arrefts, com- 
pel led by violence, or under any colour thereof, or in any 
wife molefted or injured. Moreover, it fhall be unlawful 
for tbe fubjeds of both parties, to take any thing, or to 
C3dx>rt it by force^ except the perfon to whom it btlongs 
coQ&nt^ and it be paid for with ready money. Which, 
boweyer is not to i)e underftood of that detentionr and 

feizure which lhall be made by the command and autho- 
rity of juftice, and by the ordinary methods, on account 
of debt, or crimes, in refpeft whereof the proceeding muit 
be by way of law;, according to the form of juitice. 

Vill. Furthermore, it is agreed and concluded as a 

Smerai rule, that all and fingular the fubje&sof the moft 
rene Queen t)f Great Britain, and of tlie moft ierene 

the nioii. Chnllian King, in all countries and places fub- 
jeft to their power on each fide, as to all duties, impofi- 
tions, or cuftoms, whatioever, concerning perfons, goods 
and aierchandizes, (hips, frei^ts, feamen, navigation and 
commerce, (hall ufe and enjoy' the fame privileges, li- 
bertiea, and immunities at leaft, and have the likd favour 
in all things, as well in the courts of juftice, as in all fuch 
things as rclaic euher to commerce, or to any other right 
whatever, with any foreign nation, the moft favoured, 
has, ufes, and enjoys, o^ may hereafter have, uie, and 
enjoy. 

IX» It is further agreed, that within the fpace of two 
months after a law fliall be made in Great Britain^ wfaere-- 
by it (hall be fufficiently provided, that no more cuftoms 

or duties be paid lor guuds and merchandifes brought 
from France to Great Britain, than what are payable for 
goods and merchandizes of the like nature, imported into 
Great Britaii^ from any other country in Eurpe^ and 
that all laws nuule in Great Britain dnce the year 1664, 
for prohibiun^ the importation of any goods and mer- 
chandizes coming from France, which are not prohibit- 
ed before that time, be repealed, the general tariff made 
in France the 1 8th day of September, in the year 1664, 
(hall take place there agam, ai\d the duties payable in 

aooe by the ful^ycfta of Grf at Britain^ for goods im* 
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ported and exported, fhall be paid nccorciing to the tenor of J 
til- tarifT abovcmentioned, and fhal! not exceed the rule j 
therein Icttlid, in the provincf^'? whereor rntntion is there . 
made, and in the other prgvinces the duty (ball not be | 
payable, otherwife than according to the ri !e at that time j 
* prefcribcd ; and all piohib'rdons^ tahfis, cdi6b» declarati** 
ens or decrees, made id France fincc the faid tariff of I 
I he year 1664, and contrary thereto in refped to the ^ 
goods and merchandizes of Great Britain, fliall be repeal- 
ed. But whereas it is urged on the p:!rr of France, that I 
certain merchandizes, that is to Uy, manufactures ot wool» 1 
fogar» faltcd fifh, and thcproduftof whales, be excepted ! 
out of the rule of the abovementioned tarifi; and likewHe 
other heads of matters belonging to this treaty remain, < 
which having been propofed on the part of Great Britain, 
have not yet been mutually adjiifted, a fpcci^ication of all 1 
which is contained in a feperate inflrument fubfcribcd by ^ 
the Ambaffadors Extraordinary and ir^ienipoientiaries on 
both fides it is hereby provided and agrml, that within 1 
two months from the escchange of iht raiiBcations of this 
treaty, commiflaries on both fides fliall meet at London, 
to coniider of and remove the difficulties concerning the 
merchandizes to be excepted out of the tariff of ti;c \'ear 
1664, and concerning the other heads, which, as is above- 
faid, are not yet wholly adjufted. And at the lame time 
the fatdGommifiaries fliall likewife endeavour, (which fcems 
to be very much for the intereft of both nations) to have 
the methods of commerce on one parr, and of the other, 
more thoroughly examined, and to find out and eftablifh 
juft and beneficial means on both fides for rernovinj? the I 
difficulties in this matter, and for regulating the duties ir j- 
tuaUy.' But it is always underilood and provided, that.ail 
and Angular the articles trf this treaty, do in the mean 
while remain in their full force, and efpecially that nothing 
be deemed, under any pretence whatfoever, to hinder the 
benefit of the general tariff of the year 1664^ from being 
granted to the fubjc6ls of her royal Majefly of Great Bri- 
tain, and the faid Britifti fubjefts, from having and enjoy- 
ing the lame, without any delay or tergivcrfation, within 
the fpace of two months after a law is made in Great Brt* 
tain, as .abavcf»d» in as dmple manoer and §otm as the 
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fubjefls of anv nation, the moft favoured might have 
and enjoy the benefit of the afordaid tariff, any thing to 
be done or difcuficd by the fatd commilfioners, to the con- 
trary in any wife' dotwithftandmg. 

X. The duties on tobacco, imported into France, either 
in the leaf, or prepared, fhall be reduced hereafter to the 
fame moderate rate as the lame tobacco, of the growth of 
any country in Europe or America being brought into 
France^ does or (hall pay. The fubjeAs on both iides 
(hall alfo pay the fame duties in France for the faid^to- 
bacco i there fhall be likcwilc an equal liberty of felling 
it-, and the Britifh fubjefb fhall have the fame laws as the 
merchants of France themlcives have and enjoy, 

XL It is likewife concludecl, that the impofition or tax 
of 50 .Sols Tourms^ laid on Britifh (hips in France for 
every tun^ (hall wholly ceafe, and be from henceforward 
annulled. In like manner the tax of five (h llino-s llciiircr 
kid on French Ihips in Great Britain for every run, fliall 
ceafe ; neither (hall the fame, or any the I ke impofr- 
tions, be laid hereafter on the Ihips of the fubjtdbs oa 
either Gde. 

XII. It is further agreed and ooAcltided; that it (hall 

be wholl\ free for all merchants, coninianck rs of (hips, 
and other the fubjefts of the Queen of Great Britain, in 
all places of France, to manage their own Bufincls them* 
felves, or to commit them to the management of whomfc- 
ever ^ey pleafe, nor (hall they be obliged to make ufc of 
any interpreter, or broker, nor to pay them any falary, 
unlcfs the\ chuie to make ufe of them. Moreover maf- 
ters of fliips fliall not be obli^ied, in loading cr unloading 
their (hips, to make ufe of thofe workmen, cither at 
Boordeaux, or in any other places, as may be appointed 
by public authority ibr that purpofe^ but it (h^U be en- 
tirely free for them to load or unload th^ir (hips by them- 
felves, or to make ufe of fuch perfons in loading or un- 
loading the lame, as they (hall think fit, without the pav- 
ment of any falary to any other whomlocveri neither ihaU 
they be forced to unload any fort of merchandizes, either 
into other (hips, or to receive them into their own, or 
to wait for their being loaded longer than they pleafe. 
And all aad every the lubjcdU of the moft ChriftianKins*, 
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fivall reciprocally have and ciyoy the fame privileges and 
iil>erty, in all places in Europe fubjed to cbe domioioa of i 
Great Britain, 

XIII. It fhall be wholly lawful aod free for nierchants ; 

and others, being fubjeds either to the Qute ii of Grtrat i3ri. 
tain, (T to the mcH Chrifti^n King, by will, and any other ! 
cfilpofition made, either during the time of fickr.cfs, or at 
any oiher time before, or at the point of death,.to devife ' 
tir give away their merchandizes, elFcdU, money, debts, ! 
belc^nging to them, and all moveable goods, which they 
ikve, or ought to have at the time of their death, within | 
tliC dominions, aiid any other { Ucts belong: niz to the Queen | 
of Great Britain, and to the niOfl Cl.rifl.ian King. More- ' 
ever, whether they die, having ipadc their will, or inrtrf- 
i:!rc% their lawful heirs and executors, or adminiilrators, 
fciiding in either of the kingdoms, or coming from any 
other part, although they be not naturalized, "(hall freely 
and quic^tly receive and take pofleflion of all thcfaid goods 
and 'tffccls whatiocvcr, according to the laws of Gvtut 
Britain and France refpec^livcly; in fiich manner however, 
that the wills and rights of entering upon the inheritances I 
of ptribns inteftate, muft be proved according to law, as 
veil by the fubjefts of the Queen of Great Britain, as by 
the fubjeAs of the moft Chriftian King, in tbofe places | 
where each perfon died, whether that may happen in Great I 
t;;c.Jn, or in France, any law, iuiuic, edicb, cuil(;m, 
e: Brmt d^^Jubenc whatever to the contrary notwith- 
ttanding. I 

XIV» A difpute ariiing between any commander of 
the. ihips OR both lides, and his feamen in any port of the 
other party, concerning wages due to the faid ieamen, or 
ciher civil caufes, the magiftrate of the place {hall require 
no more fruin the perfon accufed, than that he give to the 
accufer a declaration in writing, witnefil-d by the mai;if- 
irate, whereby he lhall be bound to anfwer that mat- 
ter before a competent judge in his own country, 
which being done^ it (hall not be lawful either for the fea« 
men to delert their fliip, or to hinder the commander 
frorii prolccuting his voyage. It (hall moreover be lawful 
for the merchants on both fides, in the places of their , 

abode, or tlfewkre, to keep books of their accounts, and | 
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affairs, as they Hiall think fir, and to have an intercoiiffe 
of letters, in fuch language or idiom, as they (hall piea/e,' 
without any .moleltation or fearch whacfaever« But if it 
fhould happen to be neceflary for them to produce their 
books of accounts for deciding any difpute or controvt* r- 
ly, in fuch cafe th^y fhall be obliged to bring into court - 
the entire books or writings, but fo as that the judge may 
not have liberty to infpect any other articles in the faid 
books, than fuch as fhall relate to the tcftimony or au- 
thority in queftion, or fuch as fhall be neceflary to give 
credit to the faid books % neither (hall it be lawful, under 
any pretence, to take the faid books or writings forcibly 
out of the hands of the owners, or to rc:. n them ; the: 
cafe of bankruptcy only excepted : neither (hall tl faid 
fubjefts of the Queen of Great Britain be obliged to 
write their accounts, copies of letters, ads or inftrumenis 
relating to trade, on ftamped paper, in French, Papier 
Timire^ except their day-book, which, that it may be pro* 
. duced as evidence in any law-fuit, oiiglir, according to 
the laws, which all perfons trading in Frcince are to ob- 
ferve, to be fubfcribcd gratis by the judge, and figned 
with his own h.and. 

XV. It fhall not be lawful for any foreign privateers, 
not being fubjedts of one or the other of the confederates, 
who have commtflions fro(n any other prince or ftate, 
in enmity with either nation, to fit their (hips in the pons 
one or lU^ other of the aforefaid parties, to fell what 
they have taken, or in any other manner whatever to ex- 
change eitJitr (liips, merchandizes, or any other ladings; 
neither lhail they be allowed even to purchafe viftuais, 
except fuch as (hall be neceiTary for their going to the 
next port of that prince from whom they have com- 
miflions. 

' XVI, The fliips of both parties being laden, failing 
long the coafls or lhore< of the other, and being forced 
by ftorm into the haver. s or ports, or coming to land ia 
any other 'manner, (hall not be obliged there ra unlade 
their goods, or any part thereof, or to pay any duty, 
unlefs they do, of their own accord, unlade their gc^ods 
there, ordrfoofc of any part of their lading: but it may 
be lawiui to Lake oui ui luc ihiy^ aau to icil, leave be 
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» 

^rft obtained from thofe who have t|ie Inipcftioo of iea 
affairs, a fmall part of their lading, for this end only, that 
neceflarieSy either for the rcfrcfhmcnt or vsftualing of the 

fhip may be piirchafcd; and in that cal'e the whole lading 
of the Ihip Ihall n<>t he fuhjcifl to pav th« duties, b^t that' 
fmall part onl* w;;ich has been taken out and fold. 

XVIL It lhall be lawful for all and Angular the fub- 
jefts of thcQiu^en of Great Britain, and of the mod Chrif- 
ttan Kiiigi to fail with^ their Ibips with all manner of li- 
berty and fecnrity, no' diftihAion being made, who are 
the proprietors of the merchandizes laden thereon, frci.. 
■ any port to the places of thole wiio are now, or fhall be 
hereafter at enmity with the Qiieen of Great Britain, or 
the moil Chriftian King^ it lhall I ike wife be lawful for 
the fubjeds and inhabitants aforefaid, to fail with the Ihips 
and merchandizes aforementioned, and to trade with the 
fame liberty and fecurity from the places, ports, and ha- 
vens of thofe who are enemies of both, or of cither par- 
ty, v»4thout any oppofition or ditlurbance whatfoever, not 
only diredly from the places of the enemy aforemention- 
ed to neutral places^ but alfo from one place belonging to 
an enemy, to anothar place belonginsr to an enemy, whc* 
thcr they be under the jurifdidion of the fame prince, or 
under feveral. And it is now fVipulated concerning Ihips 
' ' and goods,that free fhips thall alfo give a freedom to goods, 
and "that every thinii; fnail be deemed to he free and ex- 
empt, which fliall be found on board the fiiips belonging 
tp the fubjcfts of cither of the confederates, although the 
whole lading, or any part thereof, (hould appertain to the 
enemies of either of their Majefties, contraband goods be- 
' incr always excepted, m the difcovery whereof matters 
lhall be nuna^cu according to the lenic of th« fubfequent 
articles. It is alio agreed in like manner, that the Uiv.t 
liberty be extended to pcrions who are on board a free 
(hip, with this eftcO, that although they be enemies to 
both, or either party, they are not to be taken out of 
that free (hip, unlefs they are foldiers, and io aAual fer- 

vice of the ei»cniics. 

XVIIL The liberty of navigation and commerce ftall 
extend to all kinds of mcrcbaadizes, excepting thofe only 

which 
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which foUow in the Mxt article^ and which* an lignified bf ^ 
the name of okntraband. 

XIX. - Under thtf name of contraband, or pmhtbited 

goods, fliall be comprehtadcd arms, great guns, bombs, 
with their fuiees and other th'ngs belonging to them ; 
fire-balls, gunpowder, match, cannoii-ball, pikes, fwords, 
laoces, fpears^ balbo'ds, mortars, peurds, graoadoes, lak- 
pctre, mufkets, muftctball, helmets, hcad-pieces>'breafl:- 
plates^ coau of mail, and the like kinds of arms, proper 
for arming foldier?, muflcct-refts, belts, horfes with their 
furniture, airj all other warlike i:*r::uments whatever. 

XX. Tlieie merchandizes which follow fliall not be 
reckoned among prohibited goods, that is to fay, all forts 
of cl tlies, and all other manufadures wovea of any, 
wool, flax, filk, cotton, or any other materials whatever ; 
all kinds of clothes and wearing apparel, together with the 
fpecies whereof they are ufed to bc made • gold and filver, 
as well coined as uncoined, tin, iron, lead, copper, bral^, 
coals i as alfo wheat and barley, and any other kind of 
corn, and pulfe; tobacco, and likewife all manner of fpices,' 
falted and fmoakcd flefli, faked fiih, cheefe and butcer, 
beer, oils, wines, fugars, and all forts of fait, and^ in ge^ 
neral, all provifions which Icrve for the nourifiiment ^f 
mankind, and the fuftenance of life. Furthermore, all 
kinds of cotton, hemp, flax, tar, pitch, ropes, cables, fails, 
failcloths, anchors, and any parts of aneiiurs ; alfo (hip^ 
marts, planks, boards and beams of what trees Ibevers 
and all other things proper either for building or repairing 
(hips i and all other goods whatever, which have not been 
worked into the form of any inftrumenr, or thing pre- 
pared for war, by land or by fea, fhall not be reputed 
contraband, much lels fuch as have been alr.^ady wrought 
2nd made up for any other ufe j all which fliall v/.N.clly be 
reckoned among free goods, as likewifc all other merchan- 
dises and things which are not comprehended, and par- 
ticularly mentioned in the .preceding article, fo that they 
may be^ cranfported, and carried in the freeft manner by 
the fub^efts of both confederates, even to places belongs 
'n^ to an enemy, fuch towns or places being only except- 
ed, as are at that tmc bciie^cd, blocked up round about, 
orinvcHcd, . " ' 

XXI. To 
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XXI. To the encl that al! manner of dflentions and 

quarrels may be avoided and prevented on one fide, and 
the other, it is agreed, that in cafe either of their roval 
Majellies who are allied, (hould be engaged in war, the 
ftiips and vcffels belonging to the fubjcfts of the other ally, 
muft be fumilhed with fea-letters or paflpons, expiefllng 
the name, property, and bulk of the (hip, ai alfo the 
name of the place df habitation of the mailer or command- 
er of the laid fliip, that ic may appear thereby, that the 
fhip rt^ally and truly belongs to the fubjects of cntr of tp.e 
princes 5 which pailports (hall be made out and granted, 
according to the form annexed to this treaty; they ftiall 
Itkewiie be recalled every year, that is, if the fliip happens 
to return home within die fpace of a year. It is likewife 
agreed, that fuch fliips being laden, are to be provid J, 
not only, with paflports, as abovementioned, but alfo wuli 
certificates containing the feveral particulars of the cargo, 
the place whence the ihip iailed, and whither ftic is bound, 
that fo it may be known, whether any forbidden or contra- 
b'and goods, as are enumerated in the 19th article of this 
treaty, oe on board the fame, which certificates fliall be 
made out by the officers of the place whence the fhip fet 
fail, in the acciillomeci form. And if any one (hall think 
it fir, or advifable, to cxprcfs in the faid certificates, the 
pcribn to whom they belong, he may freely do fo. 

* XXII. The (hips of the fubjefts and inhabitants of 
both cheii' moft ferene royal Majefties, x:oming to any of 
the fea-coafts within the dominions of either of the confe- 
derates, but not willing to enter into port, or being enter- 
ed, yet not being willing to (hew or to fell the cargoes 
of their (hips, (hall not be obliged to give an account of 
their lading, unlefs they are fuipedtcd upon lure evidence, 
of carrying to the enemies of the other confederate prohi- 
bited goods, called contraband* 

XXIII. And in cafe of the faid manifeft fufjpicion, the 
faid fubiefts and inhabitants of the dominions or both their 
moft fercne royal Maje(1-5es, (hall be obliged to exhibit in 
the ports their paffports and certificates, in the manner be- 
forie fpeclfied. 

XXIV. But in cafe the (hips of the fubjefts and inha- 
bitants of both their moft ferene royal Majefties, either on 

. the 
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the fea-coaft» or on the hig^ feas^ ihall meet vfith the meil 
of war oFthe other, or with privateersi the faid nien of 

war and privateers, for preventing any inconvenicftcies, 
are to remain out of cannon-fliot, and to fend a boat to 
the mcrchant-ihipj wJueh has been met \vith, and lliall 
enter her with two or three men only, to whom the mafter 
6r commander of fuch fiiip or veffel fliall fhew his paff* 
port, concerning the property thereof, made out siccording 
to the form annexed to this prefent treaty ; and the (hip 
which fhall exhibit one, fliall have free paflage, and ic 
ihall be wholl) unlawful any way to molcft her, fearch> 
•or compel her to quit her intended courfe* ' 

XXV. . But that merchant (hips of the other party* 
l¥hich intends to go -to a port at enmity with the other" 
confederate, or concerning whofe voyage, and the fort o^ 
goods on board, there ma)' be juft fufpicion, Ihall b6 
obliged to exhibit, either on the high feas> or in the ports 
and havens, not only her paflports, but her certificates^ 
expreiBng that the)' ate not of the kind of goods prohi* 
bited, which are fpecified iii the f 9th article* 

XXVI. But if one party, on the exhibiting the above-' 
faid certificates, mentioning the particulars of the things 
on board, fhould difcover any goods of that kind which 
are declared contraband or prohibited by the 19th article 
of this treaty, defigqed for a port fubjedk to the enemy o£* 
the other, it fliall be unlawful to break up the hatdies d£ 
that fhip, wherein the fame (hall happen to be found, whe- 
ther fl\e belong to the fuhjefts ot Great Britain, or o^ 
France, to open the cheiis, packs, or caftcs therein, or to 
remove even the fmallett parcel of the goods, unlcis the 
lading be brought on fliore, in the prefence of tbeofiiceri 
of the court of Admiralty, and an inventory thereof made} 
but there lhall be rto dlowance to fell, exchange, or alie- 
ndie the fame in any manner, unlefs after that due and 
lawful proceib fhall have been had n^alnft fitch prohibited 
goods, and thejudge^ of the Admiralty refpettively fliall^ 
by afentence pronounced, have cOnfifcated the fame, fav«* 
ing always a^well the fhip itfelf^ as the other goods fouticl 
therein, which by this treaty are to be eftecmcd free > nei- 
ther iiuy they be detulacJ on pretence uf their being, ad 
it were, infefted by the proliibited goods, much iefs (hall 
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they be confifcaced as lawful prke : but if not the whcSe 1 
dargo> but only oait thereof, mall confift of prohibited oi 

contraband goods, and the commander of u\e fhip fhall 
be rctidy and wiliing to deliver them to the captor, who 
has difcovered them, in fuch cafe the captor having re- • 
ccived thole goods, (hall forthwith difcharge the ihip, 
and not hinder her, by any meansi freely to proiecute 
the voyage on which ffae was bound. 

XXVli. On the contrary it is agreed, that whatevter 
Ihall be found to be laden by the fubjefts and inhabitants 
of cither party, on any fhip belonging to the enemy of 
the other, and his fubjcds the whole, although it be not 
6f the fort of prohibited goods, may be confifcated, in 
the fame mrnner as if it belonged to the enemy himfelf ^ 
except thofe goods and merdiandtzes as were put on 
board fuch Ihip before the declaration of war, or even ^ 
ter fuch declaration, 5f fo be it were done witfitn Ae time 
and liii.its following: that is to fay, if they were put on 
board fuch flTin, in any port and place within the fpace of 
fix weeks after fuch declaration, within the bounds Called ' 
the Naze in Norway, and the Soundings ; of two, months j 
from the Soundings to the city of Gibraltar j of ten weeks j 
in theMediterranean'Seai and .of eight months in any 
other country or place in the world j lo that the goods of 
the fubje6ts of either prince, whether they be cf the nature 
fji furh as are prohibited, or othcrwife, which, as is afore- 
faidj were put on board anv fhip belonging to an enemy 
before the war, or after tlic declaration of the fame, with- | 
in the time and limits abovcfaid, fliall no ways be liable ! 
to coofifcationji but ihall well and truly be reftored, with- | 
cut delay, to the proprietors demanding the fame; but 
fo as that if the faid merchandizes be contraband, it ihall 
not be any wa\ s lawful to carry them afterwards to the 
ports belonging to the enemy. 

XXVlll. Anti that more abundant care may be taken 
for the fecurity of the fubjefts of both their moft ferene 
royal Majefties, that they fuffer no injury by the men of 
war or privateers of the other party, all the commanders 
of the fliips of the Queen of Great Britain, and of the . ' 
moft Chrilliaa King, and all their fubjedls, fhall be forbid 
^xag any injury or damage to th« other iidc^ aod if they

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aft io liie ceAtrarf, they fluiU bi j^i&cdi tud ihaU 
moreover be bound to make fktkfafiion for flU ciUife Q| 

damage, and the intcrcll thereof, by reparation, under 
the bond and obligation of their perfon and goods. 

XXIX. For this caulc ail commanders of privateers, 
before they receive their paioMb or fpecial cooimiffionsi 
ihall hereaicer be obliged give, before a competent 
judge, fu^ieot fecufity by ^ood batl^ who aremeaabki 
CO pavj and have 00 iit^veft in the &id (bip, and are aach 
bound in the whole, for the fum of 1500I. fterling. Off 
16500 Livres Tournois; or if fuch Ihip be provided with 
above one hundred and fifty feamen or foldiers, for the 
fum of 3000I. fterling, or. 33000 £Jvr$s fW^iM^t thai 
ihejr wilt make amire facisfa^km fofr any damages aaa 
injttriaa mbMshtitt, which they, or dwir officeray or ottea 
in thfirlbirke^ comnnit duriag chetr coorfe at fea» co^ 

trary to this prcfent treaty, or the edifts of either of thcIlJ 
nioft fercne royal MajelVies, publiflied by virtue there- 
of ; under penalty iikewifc of having their ipecial CQIB* 
tnifHons and patents revoked and annulled. 

XXX. Both the abovenamed royal MajeAies beinp; 
^^off €0 fliew'a mutual and eq^ial favour in all thekr • 
dominiMa lefpeftivety, to th<^ {nbjc&i of each otfierj iii 
the fame manner as if they were their own fubjedts, will 
give fuch orders as fliall be neccflary and efFedual, that 
juftice be adminiftcred concerning prizes in the court oC 
Adtniraltyy according to tho ruk of equity and righi;, and 
the articles of this treaty, by judges who art above all 
fufpkioiii and who havst ao manner of intertft in the 
c^fe in difpute; 

XXXI. Whenfoever the AmbanTadors of each of their 
royal Majefties abovenamed, and other ihcir miniftcrs> 
having a public charader, and refiding in the court of 
the other Prince^ fhall go^iiplain of the unjuilnefs of the . 
fentenees tvhich h^a baeit ffmn, their Majefties on eiich 
fide fliaU tak^l'Car^ thac the fame be revifed and r6-eza^ 
miaed in their vdfpeAivt cotmcils; that k may appear 
whether the diredions and provifions piefcribed in this , 
treaty have been obferved, stnd have had their due effed: 
they fhall llkewife take care, that this matter be cffcdu- 

all/ provided for^ and that right be done to every com- 

£ i ^ainant 
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pla'inft&t widiin the fpoce of three months* However, 
oefore or after judgnniefit given, the revifion theitof ffiill 

depending, for the avoiding of all dannage, it fhall not 
be lawful to fell th^ goods in difpute, or to unla.de theai, 
unlefs Vi^ith the confent of the perfons concerned. 

XXX1|. A iuic being commenced between the captors 
of prizes on one part, and the reclaimers of the fame oa 
the other, ahd a lencence or decree being given in favour 
of the reclaimer, that fame fentenceor ctecree, fecuritjr 
being given, (hall be put in execution, the appeal of the 
• captor to a lupcrior jud^c in any wife nocwithftanding ; 
which, however, is not to be obferved when judgment haa 
been given againft: the reclaimer. 

XXXIII. In caie that either ihips of war, or merchant^ 
tnen, forced by ftorm, or other misfortune, be driven on 
fockff or ibelves on the coafts of one or the other party» 
and are there broken to pieces and fhip-wredced^ whatr 
ever part of the Ihips, or tackling thereof, as alfo of the 
goods and merchandizes fliall be favcd, or the produce 
thereof, fhall be faithfully reftored to the proprietors, re- 
claimers, or their fadors, paying only the expences of 
preferving the iame, in fuch manner as it may be fettled 
on both fides concerning the rate of iidva« : faving, at 
the fame time, the rights and tnftoms <3* each nation: 
and both their moft fercne roval Majeftics will interpofc 
their authority, that fuch of tlieir fubjecfts may be icvcrel/ 
puniihed, who in the like accident , ^all be found guilty 
of inhumanity, 

XXXiV. It (hall be free for the fub)e&s of each party, 
to employ fuch advocates, attornies, notaries, folicitors, 
and fadors, as they ihall think fit; to which end tbe^ faid 
advocates, and others abovementioned, may be appointed 
by the ordinar) jud^cs, if it be needful, and the judges 
be required tbereuiuo. 

XXXV. And that commerce and navigation may be 
more fecurely luid freely followed, it is further agreed, 
that neither the Queen of Great Britain, nor the moft 
Chriftian Kiiig> fhm receive any pirates and robbers, into 
any of their ports, havens, cities or towns, neither fliaU 
they permit them to be received into their ports to be 

protcClcd or aCifted, by any aiaaacr of barbQuring, or 

' fupportj 
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fupport, by any the fubjeds or inhabitants of cither bfi 
them ; but they fhall rather caufe all fuch pirates and fea- 
robbers, or whoever fhall receive, conceal, or aflift them, 
to be apprehended and pwiihed as they defer ve, for a 
terror and example to others. And all the (hipsj goodly 
or merchandises, being piratically taken by themj and 
brought into the ports of the kingdom of either, ai 
much as can be found, although they have by fale been 
convex ed to others, fhall be reilored to the lawf ul owners, 
or their deputies, having inftruments of deiegation, and 
an authority of procuration for reclaiming the ianie j and 
indemnifation lhall be made, proper evidence being grft 
given in the court of Admiralty, for proving the property. 
And all {hips and merchandizes, or what nature foever, 
which can be refcued out of their hands on the high feas, 
(hall be brought into loaie port of cither kingdom, and 
fhall be delivered to the cuftody of the officers of that 
port, with this intention, that they be delivered entire to 
the true proprietor,, as Ibon as due and fufBcient proof 
ihaUhaTC been made concerning the property thereof. 

XXXVI. it (hall be lawful, as well for rhe (hips of war 
of both their moft ferene royal Majefties, as for priva- 
teers, to carry whitherfoever they pleafe, the (hips and 
goods taken from their enemies, neither fhall they be 
obliged to pay any thing to the officers of the Admiralty, 
or to any other judges, nor fhall the, aforementioned 
priz^ when they come to and enter the ports of either of 
their moft feroie royal Majefties, be detained by arreft, 
neither fliall fearchers, or other officers of thofe places, 
make examination concerning them, or the validity there- 
of ; but rather they fliall have liberty to hoifl: fail at any 
time, to depart, and to carry their prizes to that place, 
which is mentioned in their commiiEon of patent, which 
the icommiandm of fuch ihips of war lhall be obliged ta 
(hew : on the contrary, no melter or refuge fhall be given 
in their ports to ibch as have made a priz^ upon the fub* 
jefts of either of their Royal Majefties. And if perchance

untOi neither will the aforefaid Catholic King, or any 
of his fucccffors, give at any time any aid, iuccour, fa-. , 
rout, or GDunfelf dire&ly or mdire&ly, by land or by \ 
in money, arms, ammunition^ warlike inftruments, fliips^ 
foldiers, feamcn, or in any other manner whatever, to any 
pcrfgft 01 i)eiiunsj whofoever they be, who on any caufe

Of pretence ifaould hereafter endeavour to oppofe the faid 
fu'cceffion, either by open war, or by encotmipne ied}« 
tion^ and forming cqnfptracies againft fuch prince and prin- 
ces, who arc in pofTeffion of the throne of Great Britain, 
by virtue of the adls of parliament there made, or againft 
that prince or princefs to whom the fucccflion to the crowa 
of Great Britain lhall belongs according to the a£t$-oi pat* 
Ham en ^1s abovcfaid» 

VII« That the ordinary diftribution of juftice be «re« 
flored, and open again through the kingdoms and domi* 
nions of each of their royal inajefties, fo that it may be free 
for all the fubjcds on both fides, to profecute and obtaia 
their rights^ pretenfions and aftions, according to the 
laws, condtrutions and ftatutes of each kiagdooi. And 
efpeciaily if there be any complaints concerning Injuries of 
grievances, which have been done contrary to the tenor of 
the treaties, either in time of peace^ or at toe beginning of 
the war lately ended, care lhall be taken that the damages 
be fortkvvith made good, according to the rule of juilicc. 

VJIL That there be a free utc of navigation and com- 
merce between the fubjedis of each kingdom, as it was 
beretotbre, in time of peace, and before the declaratioa 
of this late .>var, in the reign of Charles IK of glorious 
memory, Catholic King of Spain, accordbg to the trea- 
ties of friendihip, confcderarion, and commerce, Which 
Were formerly made between both nations, according to 
'^lucicnt cuilunis, letters patents, cedulas, and other par- 
ticular afts : and alfo according: to the treaty or treaties of 
commerce which ape now, or will forthwith be made at 
Madrid. And whereas, among other conditions of the 
general peace^ it is by common confent eftablifi^ed as a 
chief and fundamental ru*e, that the exercife of naviga« 
tion and commerce to the Spanifli Weft-Indies, ihould re* 
"main la the fame il:at>- ns it was in che time ot the aiorcfaid 
King Ch: rles IL Thst tlicrcfore this lule may hereafter 
be oblerved with .inviolable faith, and in a manner never 
to be broken, and thereby all caufes of difirull and fufpU 
€1011, concerning that matter may be prevented .and re* 
moved^ it is efpeciaily agreed and concluded, that no U* 
cence, nor any permiffion at lhall at anytime be givcot 
either to the l^'vuiKh, or to any nation whatever, in any

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hame, or imc'ir anv pretence, direfth'' or indircdir, 
fail, to tratiick in, or introduce negroes, goods, merchan- 
dizes, or any things whatfocver into the dominions iub- 
lc& to the crown of Spain in Americai except what may 
be agreed by the treaty or treaties of commerce above- 
iaid^ aod tht rights and privileges granted in a certain 
invention, commonly called il JjHenfo de Negros^ where- 
of mention is niad<; in the tweltth aiiiclc; cxccpr alfo 
whatfoever the faid Catholic King, or his heirs or fcc- 
cefTors, fhall promifc by an\' contraft or contrails for the 
imroduition of negros into the Spaailh WelUIndits to 
be ihade afier that the convention, or the AJjtento de Ni' 

Sipjrabovementioned ihall be determined. And that more 
rong and full precautions may be takefi on all Gdes, aa 
abpv^faid, concerning the navigation and commerce to the 
,^^eft-Indies, it is hereby furtner agrccci and concluiiLu_, 
that neither the Catholic King, nor any of bts heirs and 
fucceffors whatfocver, fhall fell, yield, pawn, transfer, or 
. by any meand, or under any name, alienate from them 
and the cfOwn of Spain, to the French^ or to any other 
nations wfiatever, any lands, dominions, or terntories> or 
any part thereof belonolng to Spain in America* On the 
contrary, that the Spanish dominions in the Well-Idies 
may be preferired whole and entire, the Queen of Great 
Britain engages, that flic will endeavour, and give afTi't- 
ance to the Spaniards, that the ancient limits or ihcir do- 
minions in the Weft Indies be reftored, and fettled as they 
flood in tlie time of tbe aboyeiaid Catholic King Charles 
IL if k ibalt appear tbat^tliey have in any manner, or w* 
dcr any pretence, been broken into, and leflcned in any 
part, lince the dcaui of liic aiorciaiti Caiiiuiic King 
Charles IL 

LX. It is further agreed and concluded as a general 
fule, that all and Angular the fubjeds of each kingdom 
' Iball, in all countries and places on both (ides, have and 
enjoy at leaft the fame privileges, liberties and immunities^ 

as to all duties, impofuions, or cuftoms whatfocver, rela- 
ting to pcrions, guoJs, and merchandizes, fhips, freight, 
feamen, navigation, and commerce; and fhall have the 
like favour in all things, the fubjeCls of France, or any 
Other foreign nation^ the moil favomed^ have, poifti^, 

and 
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abif enjoy, or at any time hereafter may have, poffcfs, or 
enjoy. • 

X. The Catholic King does hereby, for himlclf, his 
heirs and fucceflbrs, yield to the crown of Great Briraia 
the full atfd entire propriety of the tow/i and caftle of Gib* 
raltar; together with the portt fortificatlpns^ and forts 
thereunto bdonjs^ihg ; and ne gives tip the faid propriety 
to be held and enjoyed ablbluiely with all manner of ntihc 
i )r ever, without any exception-or impediment whutioevcr. 
But that abufcs and frauds may be avoided by importing 
any kinds of goods, the Catholic King wills, and tak«. it 
to be underfimd, that the abovenamed propriety be yield- 
ed to Great Britain, without any territorial jurifdiAion^ 
and without any open communication by land with the 
country round about. Yet whereas the communication 
by Tea with the coaft of Spain, may not at all times be fafe 
or open, and thereby it may happen that the garrifoDf and 
other inhabitants of Gibraltar, may be brought to great 
firaits ; and as it is the intention of the Catholic King, on* 
]y that fraudulent importations of goods Ihould, as is above* 
faivl, be hindered by an inhind communication, it is there- - 
tore provided, that in fuch cafes it may be lawful to pur- 
.ciiafe, tor Kady money, in the neighbouring territories of 
^pain, provifions, and other things neceflary for the ufe of 
the garrifon, the inhabitasits^ and the Ihips which \[e In the 
harbour. But if any goods be found imported by Gibral* 
tar, either by way oi barter for purchafmg provifions, or . 
under any other pretence, the lame fhall be confi feared, 
and complaint being made thereof, thofe pcrlbns who have 
acted contrary to the faith of this treaty, lhail be feverely • 
puniihed. And her Britannic Mnjefty, at the requeft of 
the Catholic King, does conient and agree, that no leave 
' ftiall be given, under any pretence whatfoever, either to 
jews or Muois, to refule, or have their dwebings, in the 
faid town of Gibraltar; iukI that no refuge or Ihelrerfhall ' 
be allowed %o any Mooridi fliips of war in the harbour of 
the iaid town, whe/eby the conimiinication between Spain 
and Cedta may be obOru&ed, or the coafts of Spain be in* 
fefted *by the excursions of the Moors. But whereas trea- 
ties of ] rier.diliip, and a liberty and intercourfe of cona- 
ii^erce, arc between the Britilh and certain ten itories 
^- Fa, fitutte 
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Etuatc on the coaft of Africa^ it is al ways tb be undcrflcr6d, 
that the Brithh fubjeds cannot refufe the Mo6rs» aad tbrir 
Ihips, entry into the poit of Gibraltar, purely upon the ac- 
count of merchandizing. Her Mujefty the Queen of Great' 
Britain does further proitiifc, thut the free ex'ercife of th^ir 
religion fliall be indulged to the Romnn Catholic inRahi- 
t'ants of the aforefaid town. And in caie it fliali ht rca! i cr 
feem meet to the crown of Great BrtcatDy to grant, fell^ 
6r by any means to alienate therefrom- the propriety of the 
ftid town of Gibraltar, it ia henby agreed; and eoodudedy 
that the preference of havUig tfte* feme, fliaU -always be 
given to the crown of Spain before any others'. 

XI. Moreover, the Catholic King doth in like manner 
for hirrrfelf/ his heirs and fncccflbrs, yield to the crown of 
Great Britain, the whok illand of Minorca, and doth- 
transfer therc^into for ever, all right, abd the moft abfoiute* 
^dominiofi over the faid iiland, and in* piittcular over the- 
town^ caftle,^ Ii^bonf, and fortifieations ^ the bay of Mt^ 
norca, commonly called Port Mahon, together with the 
other ports, places, aiui towns, fitiiatcd in the aforefaid 
ifland. But it is provided, a<rin thfc above-written article, 
diat no refuge or fhchcr (hall be open te any (hips of war 
ef the Moors in Port Mahon-, or in any other port of th» 
faid iiland of Minorcay whereby the Spanifh coafts may &e 
itifefted by their exeur&ms : and the llfoors and tbek* 
Ihips fhall ol^]f be aHowed to* entet the iiknd aforefaid, oti- 
account of traffick, according to the agreement of treaties. 
'The Queen of Great Britain promifes a1fo on her part, that 
if at any time ir ftiall happen, that the iiland of Minorc:i,. 
and the ports, towns, and places therein fituaicd, be by any 
^means hereafter alienated (torn the erown of her kingdum>y 
the ptefefence fhall- be gtven tO'the crown of ^pain^ be- 
fore any other tMltftk whateVeTi of redeeming the poHelEoiv 
and propriety of the aforefaid iliand*- Her royal Majefty 
of Great Britain moreover engages, rhai Ih: wiUtukc care, 
that all the iiihabitants of the laid illand, boih CLclciiaiii- 
eal and fecuiar, lhall fafely and pe:iccably ciuov M their 
eiitatea and honours, a»d the free ule of the Koaian Ca. 
thoUc religion lhaU be permitted i- and meafures Ih di be 
taken for preferving the aforefaid religion in that iffaindy. 
provided the fanne be cotifiAent with the civil government 

and 
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imA Um of Great Britain* Thofe likewifc who are now 
in the fervid of bis datholic Majefly, 'ihall cnjoy^ their 
honours and efiattrs, though they continue in the faJd fer- 

^vice; and it ilaall be lawful for any perfon who is defirous 
to leave the faid iflaml, to fell his efiate, and pafs freely 
with the value thereof into Spain^ 

XII, ThcCatholic King doth furthermore hereby give 
and grant to her Britannic Majefty, and to the company 
«of her fubjeAa appointed for that purpofe, ts weU the ful^ 
JeAs of Spain, as all others, being excluded, the contraft 
ior introducing negrocsinto feveral parts of the dominioos 
of his Catholic iVlajefty in Aiiicrica, commonly called ei 
■Pn^o d: el J£iento de Ne^rvs, for the fpacc of thirty years 
*4uccelhvely, bcgiaaing irooi the firft day of the month of 

1 Alay, in the year 1715, with the fame conditionson wbicb 

! -the French enjoyed iT^-or-at any time might or ought 

I enjoy the fame^ together with a xxz& or tra^ of land to 
fee allotted 'by the faid£!atbolic:King, and to be granted* 

■ to the company aforefaid, commonly called la Co/iipama de 
el jlJfhiUOy in fome convcniciit place on the river of Plata, 
(no duties or revenues being .payable by the faid company 
on that account^ dunae the 'time of the aUovementioned 
€oiitra£tj and no longe^ and this fettlement'of iheXaid fo- 
4ciety, m thofe trads of iand^ fliall be pro^>or and fufficieoit 
for planting, -and (owing, and for ^feeding ^cattle for the . 
fubliftcnce of thofe who arc In the fcrvicc of the faid com- 
pany, and of their negroes ; and that the faid negroes 

I Jiiay be there kept in fafety till they arc fold ; and more- 
over, that the Ihips belonging to the laid company may 
come cloie to land, and be fecure from any danger. Bi^ 

> it ihall always be lawful for .the CathoUc King* to appoint 
^.officer in the iaid .place or Settlement, who may take 
4carc that nothing be done or pra<ftifed contrary to his royal 
interefts. And ail \vi,o manage the aliairs of the faid 
--company there, or belong to it, Ihall be fubjcdl to the in- 

! fpedtion of the afore fud officer, as to all matters relating to 
the trads^f land abovementioned. But if any doubts, 
difHculties, or ^controverfies^ fhould arife between the faid 
^officer ,and the qianagets for the faid company, they ihall • 
be. referred to the determination of the governor of Buenos 
Ayres* The Catholic King haii beeji Ukewife pleafed to 

f 3 • ^raor 
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grant to the fakl compnny, fevcral otl^er extraordinary 
vantnges, which arc more fully and atnply ex[:>lained in 
the c oiitrad: of the Afliento, which was made antl concKul' 
ed at Madrid, the 26th day of the month of March, ot 
this prefent year 1713. Which contra^, oi Affiento de 
Jiegns^ and all the claufes, conditions, privileges and im« 
snunities contained therein, and which ar^ not contrary to 
this articlfj are and lhall be dcLmcd, and taken to be, part 
of rhis treaty, in the fame manner as it they had been here 
iufc itcd word for word. 

XIII. Whereas the Queen of Great Britain has conti- 
nually preflcd, and infilled with the greateft earneftnefs, 
that a-1 the inhabitants of the principality of <^atalonia, 
of whatever ftate or condition they may I5e, -fhould not 
only ohtam a full and pci petual oblivion of all that was 
done in the lute \vjr, and enjoy the eniirc ponifnou of all 
their eftates and honours bur fhould alfo have thtir nn- 
cienr privileges prelervcd la!e and untouched \ the Catho- 
lic King, in compliance with the faid Queen of Great 
Britain, hereby grants and confirms to all the inhabitants of 
Catalonia whatloever, not only the amnefiy defiredj to^ 
gether with the full poflTclIion of all their eftates and ho* 
liours, bur alfo gives and grants to them all the privileges 
which the inhabitants of both CafHles, who, of nil the Spa-' 
riirds, are the moft dear to the Catholic Kuig, have and 
cnjov, or may hereafter have and enjoy* 

XiV. And whereas the Catholic Ktng» at the requeft 
of her royal Britannic Majefty^ has been pleafed to yield 
the kingdom of Sicily to his royal htghnefs Vi&or Ama* 
deus, Duke of Savoy, and by the treaty this day entered 
into LeiAecn his royal C^'tholic Alajcfty, and his ro}'al 
liighnefs of Savoy, does make a ceflion of the faid kiiig- 
dom, her royal Majefty of Great Britiun aibrefaid, pro^ 
niilcs and enga^jcs, that Ihe will take great caret that in de- 
fault of the heirs male of the houfe of Savoy, the poffct 
fion of the aforefaid kingdom of Sicily^ lhall r^ert agai^ 
to the crown of Spain ; and her abovefaid royal Britan- 
nic Majefly, doth further coafent, that the kindom of 
Sicily may not, under any pretence, or in any manner 
V hntevcr, be alienated or given to any prince or flate, unlefs

far*. 
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Ibrfi. Aad whereas the Catholic King hath made koowii 
to her royal Britannic Majefty, that it would be both re^r 
iboable in idelf, and acceptable to hiin> that not only the 
fiibjeds of tlic kingdom of Sicily, although they may re* 
fide in the duiuinions of Spain, And be in the icrvicc of 
his faid Catholic Mnjefty, but al/o the Spaniards and 
other fubje^s of Spain, who may peiha[)s have c dates 
I and honours in the aforelaid kingdom of Sicily, ihoulci 
I without any dtmiauttoot entirely enjoy their faid eftates 
I and honoura, and ihould in no wife, under pretence of 
I peribnal abience out of th^ faid kingdom, be troubled or 
I difquicted. And whereas the abovefaid Catholic King 
freely promiies hkewife on his part, that he will confenr^ 
that the fubjeds of the fiid kingdom of Sicily, and other 
UibjecSis of his faid Royal Highnefs, if they ihould chaacc 
Co have eftates and honours in Spr.in, or other the domi- 
aioos belonging to Spain, ihall in like manner, without 
any diminution, intirely enjoy the fame, and that they 
fliall in no wife be ttoubkd or difturbed under pretence 
of pci'fon:.! abkncc; therefore her royal liiiLinnic Ma-^ 
jefty proniifes, that flie will endeavour, and will in- 
iiru(ftions to her Aniballadors extraordinary, and Plenipo- 
. tcntiaries at Ucrechr, that they intcrpofe themoft effed:u4 
good offices, that the Catholic ISLing and his S.oyal Htgh^ 
nets may mutually agree, concerning this matter, and may 
take care and provide for the £mie, in fuch manner as 
fliall be mod commodious on both fules* 

XV. Their royal Majciiies on both parts renew and 
CuiUii ui all treaties of peace, fricndfliip, confederation, and 
commerce, made heretofore, and concluded between th$ 
crowns of Great Britain and Spain, and the faid treaticfs 
are. hereby renewed and confirmed in as full and ample 
manner, aa if they were now particularly here inferted ; 
that is to lay, as far as they are not found to be contrary 
to the treaties of peace and commerce v. hich were the laft 
4nade apd figned. And efpccialiy b^^ this aoaty thofe 
agreement^;, treaties, and conventions are confirmed and 
itrcngthened, which relate as well to the exercife of com- 
merce and navigation in Europe, and elfewhere, as to the 
iotrodnStion of negroes into the Spanilh Weft Indies, and 
^Hick eitlver are already made^ or will forcbwUb be made 
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between borli nations at M^idrlJ. An J vvhci\:as it is in- 
fjOcd on the part of Spain, that certain rights of fifhing 
at die ifland of Ncwfo'jndland belong to the Guipufcoan*;, 
or other lubieds oi the Catholic King, her Briumui^ 
jMajefly cohfenti and agreeSf that ali fuoh priTtle^^^-s as 
the Gutpufeoana and other people of Sprin are able to 
make claim to by right, ihall-be allowed and prefervcd to 
thctn. 

XVI. Whereas, in the convention for making a fufpen- 
ffon of arms, from the 4t day of the month of AiiguH: laft 
J>aft, for four nionths, between the Queen of Great Bricain, 
$nd the mod ChriHian King; which ibe Catholic King «1« 
jh approved by his confent, and doea hereby further ap* 
prove ; and which by another eonvention was prolongra 
to the li of the month of April of thisprefrnt year, amoog 
other conditions it is cxprefsly iUpulated, in what cafes the 
{hips, merchandizes, and other moveables taken on one 
$dc and the other, fhould cither became prize to the caj-*- 
tor, or be rcftored to the former owner-; it is therefore a- 
greed, that in ihofe cafes the conditlona of the aforcfaid 
Uifpenfibn of arms ihali remain in fvli force, and all thinga 
relating to fuch captures, mad^ either in the Britifli and 
isJorthern feas, or elfetvhere, (hall be well and truly exe» 
CVted according to the tenor thereof. 

XV iL Bui if it happen through inadvcrtencv, or im- 
prudence, or any other caiife, that any fubje^^of either of 
their aforefaid royal Majeities, do or coumut any thing by 
land* fea, or on frefli wat^s^ in any (mrt of the worlds 
thereby this prefent treaty be not obferved, or whareby 
imy pafticulilr article of the fame hath not its efiA^ thia 
peace and good correfpondence between the Qi]cen of 
Great Britain and the Catholic King, fliall not therefore 
be interrupted or broken, but fhall remain in its former 
llfeogth, torcc, and vigour. And that lubjc<5l only lhall 
be anfwerable for his own fa&, and ibaU ii^ffer fuch puniih* 
tneni: i» is inflicted by law, and according to the prckrip- 
tion of the law of ^ationa« \ 

' ' XVIII. But if (which God forbid) the dilutes which 

sre compofed, fliould at any time be renewed between 
their laid roval MajeiHcs, and break out into open war, the 

flkipSy merchaodi»eS| and |j;ood^j botk naomble and im* 

moveab^ 
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m^eable, of the fiibjedt on both fideS ^hfch mall be - 

found to be and remain in the ports and dominions of the 
adverfe party, fhall not be confifcated, or fnffer any da- 
||[)age ; but the fpaceot fix months, on the one part, and on 
the other Iball be granted to the faid fobjefts of each of 
their &id 'royal M^^ics, in order to their feUing the 
afbrafi»d things, or any other their efibdis, or ctrrying 
away and transporting the fame from thence, whitherfocver 
they pleafe, without any moleilation. 

XIX. 1 he Kings, Princes, and States, mentioned in the 
fbUowing article^, aiid all others who ihall be nominated 
on dtber fide, by totnmoA coidiMir» before the rattficatioos 
are exchanged, or withtn'iix moiith* after, ihall, for a mark 
of mutual friendihip, be included and comprehended in 
this treaty, their roval Majeities aforenamed being per- 
fuaded, that they wili approve all the letdemencs c^ade 
and eftablilhed by it, 

XX. Whatsoever (hall be contsuned in the treat}' of 
peace next entered into between hia facred royal Majefly 
of. Spain, and htf facred royal Majefty of Portugal, with 
the previous approbation of her royal Majefty of Great 
Britain, fliall be deemed an eflential part of this treaty, in 
the fame manoer as if it was tranfcribed here word for 
word. Moreover, her facred royal Majefty of Gifeat 
Britain, offers herfelf to be a forety, or guarantee of the 
afore&td agferment of peace, whioh fhe promifes to ful- 
fil according to the fubftancc and words thereof, to the 
end that ic may be obfervcd the naore facred and in- 
violable. 

XXI. The treaty of peace this day entered into be- 
tween hsB royal Catholic Majefty, and his royal hiehnefs 
^e Dokeof Savoy, is fpecially ioelodcd in, and confirmed- 

by this treaty, as an eflential part thereof, as fully as if it 
was inierted therein word for word, her royal Majclly of 
Great Britain exprefsly declaring, that flie wiU be obliged 
by the terms of the promife and guarantee tber^n made. 

XXIL The nioft ferene King of Sweden, together with 
hiancalin^i; doannicms, provinces, and rights, and the moft 
lerene princes tlie Great Duke of Tufcany , and the Duke 
of Parma, together with their people and fubjeds, and the 

Uberdes and advantages of their fubje^ls in matcersof trade, 

ihall 
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nan Tier* 

XXUI. The nioft (mtie repoblk of Ventoe, for the fiJce 

of the neutrality, which durins: the war they exactly ob-w 
fervcd Ixtwcen the parties in hoTtili'^v, and for the fake of 
mnny acls of humanity perfornu ti oy ir,(thedic^nirv, power, 
aod fecuritf of the eilates at\d domiuions tiicreot, remain^ 
ii^ ever inviolable) ihall be particulartf comprehended, 
and included in chts treaty, in dbe faeft maiitter pebble as 
. « common friend ^ and one to whom their royal Majeftics, 
at all times, dcfire to repay the offices of a fattbftil fricyod-* 
Ihip, according to the exigencies of the faid rcpubiic. 

XXIV» It has been thought ^ood to comprehend in the 
prefent treaty, the moft ferene Republic of Genoa, which 
hy a conftanc neutrality, during the war, hath cultivated 
the ;incient friendihip with the craarns of Great Britain and 
Spain, that the benefit of this peace may be extended to 
every thing that concerns that republic, and the fubje(^s 
thereof, may in nil things, and every where, fully enjoy 
the fame liberty ot commerce hereafter, as they enjoyed 
formerly, and during the life of Charles II. the CathoUfi 
King of Spain. < 

XXV. The city of Geneva is likewife included in this 
agieement, to the end that it may, for the ftiture^ enjoy alt 
the advantages in trade, which it has heretofore enjoyed ia 
cither kingdom, either by treaties or ancient ctiftom. 

XXVI. Solemn ratificaiious of this treat^ , ^nd diawa 
lip in the proper form, (hall be duly and rccipiocally ex^ 
changed on both fides, within iix weeks, to be computed 
frbm the time of figning, or fooner, if poffible* 

In witnefs whereof the Ambafiadors £Ktraordinary and 
Plenipotentiaries abovenamedy having on each fide exhi«r 
bited and duly exchanged their letters of full powers, figned 
and kaled this prefent treaty at Utrecht, the day ot 
month of July, in the year of our Lord 13.

I. # a ^HE treaty of peace, commerce, and alliance, conn 
X eluded at Madrid, between the crowns of Grcae 
Britain and Spain, the 44 day of May, 1667, is ratified 
and confirmed by this treaty, and for the greater ftrcngth- 
ening and confirmation of the fame, it has been thought 
proper to infert ic word for word in this place, together 
with the toy^ fcheduics or ordinations annexed to ai 
ioUowa; 



The treaty of peace and friendfliip i>etwecii the crowM 

of G reat Br Lain and Spain, concluded at Madrid tlie Hi 
day of May, in the year of our Lord, 1667, entered inta 
and concluded by the molt excellent Lord Edwaid, Earl of 
Sandwich, privy-counfellor to the moft ferene aad pocsM 
iCing of Gfeat Britain^ and his ambafiador extraocdinar^ 
to Spain^ in the name of the moft ie^cne King hk maAeri 
and the moft excellent Lords Don John Ebcrardo Nidar.* 
do, confeffor to the moil ferene Catholic Queen, inqui* 
fitor general and counfcllor of ftate, Don Ramiro Pheli- 
pez Nunez dc Guzaian, duke of San Lucar Mayor, and 
of Medina de las Torres, counfellorof ftatCi and preGdoit 
<iS ItaJy^ and Don Gafpar of Braeamonti and Qtszmkiri 
covmt of Penaranda, counfellar of ftat€^ and prefident of 
thc'Indies, in nhe name of the moft ferene and potent 
King and Qutax of Spain, at Madrid the H day of May^ 
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In the 7:am? cf the mojl Holy Trim'ty, FiUher^ S&ft, at?d Holy 
Ci^Jt, thru difiiitl^ Per/ons, and Om mij inu Godm' 

ARTICLE 1. 

FIRST, it is agreed and concluded^ that from this day 
forward there fhall be, between the two crowns of 

Great Britain niu] Spain, a gf ieral, good, finccre, true, 
firm, and perlcct ainity, coiil<;:dcrcitioii and peace, whicli 
lhall endure for ever, and be obferved inviolably, as well 
by land, as by ica, and frclb-waters j and aifo between 
the lands, countries, kingdomt» dominions, and terri* 
tories, belonging unto, or under the obedience of either of 
them* And that their fubje(f\s, people, and inhabitants 
fCfpeftivcly, of what condition, degree, or quality (bcver, 
'from LcaccfonK reciprcKallv, lhall help, alijll, and fhew 
to one anotlicr ail manner of love, goodufticcs, s|nd friend- 
ihip. 

II. That neither of the faid Kings, nor their ref^e^ve 
people, fubje^ts, or inhabitants, within their dominions, 
upon any pretence, may in public or fccret, do, or pro* 
cure to be done, any thing againft the other, in any place, 
by fea or land, nor in the ports or rivers of the one or the 
other, but (hall treat one aaocher with all love friend- 
\\-\\\) \ and may, by water and by land, freely aiid fecurely 
pais into the confines, countries, lands, kingdoms, iflands, 
dominions, cities, towns, villages, walled or without wall, 
fortified or unfortified, their havens and ports (where hi- 
therto trade and commerce hath been accuftftmed) and 
there trade, buy and fell, as well of and to the inhabitants 
of the refpe^Hve places, as thofe of their own nadon, or 
any other nation that iliall be or con^e there. 

HI. That the fv.d Kings of Great Britain and Spain, . 
iball take care that their refpedive people and fubjedls, 
from henceforward, do abftain from all force, violence, 
or wrong i and if any injury ihali be done hv either of 
the faid Kings, or by die people or fubjefts or either of 
them, to the people or fubjem of the other, againft the 
articles of thii alliance, or againft common right, there 
fhall not therefore be given letters of reprifal, marque, 

or countcr-marque, by aa][ of the coufcderates, until fuch 

. time 
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itime as jufticc is fought and followed ia the ordinary 
^ourfe of law. But if juftice be denied or defayed, then 

'the King whofe people or -inhabitants have ; cccived harra, 
fliall afk it of the other, by whom (as is laid) the Jiillice 
ihftll have been denied or delayed, or of the cominiirion^ 
<TB that Qaall be, by the one King or the other^ appointed 
Jto receive and hear fiioh demands, to the end that all fuch 
diflFcrence« may be -compounded in friendfliip, or accord- 
ing to law. But if there Ibould be yet a delay, or juC- 
vtice fhould not be done, nor fatisfadion given within Cix 
-aioftths after having the fame fo demanded, then may bc^ 
given letters of j«prifal, marque or coisnter-iaiarqiie. 

IV. That between the King of Great Britain, and the 
King of Spain^ and their refpe^ve people, fubje&saod in- 
liabitants, as well tipon fea ao upon land, and frefe-waters, 
in all and every their kingdoms, lands, coiintries, domi- 
nions, con&nes, territories, provinces, iflands, plantations, 
cities, yillageti-iownfi, pores, rWcra, creeks, bays> freights, 
and currents, wh^e htcherto trade and commerce hat^ 
been accHftonned, theiie (hatt be trade and conmercc^ 
in fuch way and manner, that without fafeconduft, and 
without general or pai ticuiar licciice, the peofMe p<nd iub* 
ieds of each oth^ may freely, as well by land as 'j\ fea, 
and frefh'Waters, -navigate and go into their faid councnes^ 
' kiagdoms, dooMnions, and all the cities, ports, purrentSj 
bays^ diftri&s^ and otjiet places thereof s and may enter 
into any port- with their Aips laden or empty, carriage or 
carriages, wfiercin to jri:ig their ineix:handas!e, and there 
buy and feW w^iat, and how much they pleafe, and alfo at * 
juft and reafonabie r^tes provide themlclvf's with provii* 
iions, and other neceflary things, for their fubliiiience and > 
voj^i and alfo snay repaij- dieir ifaips and carriages, and 
fronn thence again freely depart with their Ihips, carriapaes, 
goods, merchandize and eftate, and return to uic'ii own 
countries, or -to fuch other places as they (hall think fit^ 
without any moleftation or imjxrdii^icnt, lb that they pay 
the duties and cultpms which ibaU be due, and faving .to . 
either fide the laws and ordinances of their country. 

V* lim^ It is likewife agreed, that for the merchant* 
dizes which the fubjefts of the King of Great Britain jliall • 
bijy in S^ain^ or oUier the kingdoms or dominions of the ■

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King of Spain, and (hall carry in their own (hips, or in (hi pa 
hired or knt unto them, no new cuftonis, toll, tenths, lub- 
fidies, or other rights or duties whatfbever, ftall be taken 
or increafed, other than thofe which in the like caft the 

natives themfclves, and all other (Grangers are obliged to 
pay ; and the fubjcdts af'orelaid buying, felling and con- 
trafting for their merchandizes, as well in rcfpecfl of th<i 
prices, as of all duties to be paid, (hall enjoy the fame pri- 
vileges which ^e allowed to the natural fubjedts of Spain i 
Itnd may buy, and lade their fliips with tuch goods and 
lAerchandizesi which faid ihips being laden, ami eoftoim 
paid for the goods, lhall not be detained in port upon any 

J)retencc whatfoever; nor (hall the laders, merchants, or 
a6tors, who bought and loaded the goods aforefaid, be 
queitioned after the departure of the faid (hips, for any 
jpnatter or thing whatfoever concerning the fame. 

YL And to the end that the officers and minifttrs of ail 
ctties^iaiwns, and villages belonging to either, may nei- 
ther demand nor take fixmi the refpeftive merchants and 
people, greater taxes, duties, ftipends, rccompences, gifts, 
or any other charges, than what ought to be taken by vir- 
tue of this treaty ; and that the laid merchants and people 
may know and underftand with certainty what is ordained 
in all things touching this, it is agreed ^nd concluded,^ 
diat^tahles and lifts (hal l be put up at the doors of the cul^' 
lom-houfcs and rc^iftnes of all the cttics« villages, and 
towns of, or pertaining to one or the other King, where 
fuch rights and cxcifes, or cuftoms, arc ufually paid; in 
\vhich, how much, and of what quality, fuch rights, cuf- 
toms, fuhfidies;, and payments, either to the Kings, or any 
i|he aforefaid officers are allowed, Ihali be put down in wri-r 
ting, declaring as w^ll the (pecies of what is imported, as 
wbar lis carried out. And if any officer, or any Other in 
bis name, upon any pretence whatfoever, in public or 
fecret, diredlly or indireftly, (hall alk or receive of any 
^nerchant, or other perfon refpe6lively, any fum of mo- 
l^y or other thing, by the name of right, due, ftipend, 
fUowaoce, or rccompcnge, (though it be by the way of 
voluntary donative) more or otherwife thaja aforefaid, the 
^id ofliccror his deputy being in fuch manner guilty^ andi-. 
CQ^iyiOcd Ijcfpc? ^ qowpctcnt judge in th^couqtfjrwhwe" 
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the criipe is committed, fliaU be put in prlfojti :(br thftf 
month)) and fiiall pay thrice the value of the .thing To re? 
ceived ; of which, the half lhall be for the King of the 
country where the crime is committed, and the other half 
for the deniinci'iLor, for the which he may fne his rlcrht 
before any compefient judge of ibe couacry whe^e ic jO^U 
happen. ' r ' 

Vll. That fliaH be lawful for the ftibjefts of the King 
of Great Briiaift, to bring out and carrf into Spain, and all 
or any lands and dominions of the Kuigof Spain, (wher^ 
heretofore they have ufed trade and commerce) and trade 
there with all kind of merchandize, clothes, map u failure*, 
and things of the kingdom of Great Britain, and the ma- 
nufa&uresj, goods, fruits, and kinds of the ifla'ndsj tovoSa 
and plantations to him appertaining, and what /ball have 
been bought by English faftors on this fide, or farther on 
the other fide of the cape of Buena Efperanca, without 
being enforced to declare to whom, or for what price they 
fell their faid merchandize and provifions, or beiog mo« 
lefted for the errors of the mailers of the ihips, orotherjt» 
in -the entry of the goods i and- at their pleafure to recurn. 
again out of the dominions of the King of Spain, with all, 
or any goods, cllates, and merchandize, to any of the 
terrlrorics, iflands^ dominions, and countries of the King 
of England, or to any other place, paying the rights and 
tributes mentioned in the antecedent chapters j and there.ft 
of all their ladihg which is not brought to land^.tjlqr m^y 
detain, keep and carry away in their faid (hip or Ihips, vcf- 
fel or veflTels, again, without paying any right or inipoQ- ' 
tion w baLlbever for it, as if therewith they had never been 
within any bay or port of the Catholic Kipg.. And aH 
the goods, eftates, merchandize, fliips, or other Ycfiels* 
with any things introduced into the dominion$ pr pUces ok* 
the croWn-of Oreal Britain prize3, and judged for fuchi^ 
in the faid donpiinjons and places, fhall be taken for goods 
and merchandize of Great Britain^ fOPSprejieAd^d. fq bjj 
ihe intention of this article. 

VIII. That the fybjcds and vaffkls of the mo& feren^ 
King of Great Britainj, may bring and carry to all and fio^ 
galar the dominkms of the King of Spain, any ftnits an(i 
^oromoiin?? oC the ]gaft Jndi^s^it^ppe^ing by teltimonyv 
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«f the depiuifS of the £aft*India Company in I^ndoii« 
that they m of, or have come from the £ngli(hconquefl:s, 

plantations or factories, with like privilege^ and according 
to what is allowed to the fiibjtrcbs of the United Provinces, 
by the royal r( luias of Contravando, bearing date the 
27th of June, and the 3d of July, 1663, and publiflied on 
the 30th of June, and 4th of July, the fame fear«. And 
for what may conccro both the Indies^ and any other patts 
whatfbever» the crowa of Spain doth grant to the Ki n^^ of 
Great Britain and his iub|eds» idl that is granted to 
tlic Unkcd States of tac llow Coy n tries, and tiixjir iub- 
jccts, in their ueaty of Mu-aftcr, 164B, point for point, 
in as full and ample maiiner as if the fame were herei/3 
particularly inkrccd, the fame rules being to be obferved* 
^hereunto the fobjeds of tJie faid United States are 
obliged^ and mutuid officea of friendihip to be performed 
from one fide to the othen 

IX. That the fisbjefts of the King of Great Britain, 
trading, buying^ and Jllling in any ot the kingdoms, go- 
vernments, ifl:mds, ports, or territories, of the faid King 
of Spain, lhalJ Iiave, ufe, and enjoy all the privileges unci 
immunities, which the faid King hath grani:ed and con* 
firmed to die Engliib merchants that refide m Aodakizi % 
by his TOJ2I cedialas or orders^ dated the 19th day of 
March, the 26tii day of Jone, aod the 9th day of No^ 
vember, 1645, his Catholic Majefty, by thefe prefents, re- 
confirming the fame as a part of this treaty between the 
two crowns. And to the end that it may be Rianifell to 
all, it is conlmted, that the faid ichedules (as to the whole 
ibbftance thereof) be paffied ^od transferred to the body of 
the prefent articles, in the name and favour of all and fin-* 
gular At fubje^ta of the King of Great Britain^ refiding 
and trading in any places wjiatibever^ within bis Catholic 

Ivl i'iefty's doaiinioiis. ' . ' 

X. That the fhijps, or any other ve (Tel s thatfhall be- 
long to tiie Km\x of Great Britain, or his fubjeds, navi- 
gating mto the King of Spain'3 dominions^ or any of hi's 

Eorts, ihall not be vifited by the judges of counterband^ or 
y any othier officer or perfon, by htsown, or by any other 
authority $ nor fhall any foldierst armed men, or other of^ 
ficer-s or perfonsj be put on board any of the faid fliips or 
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ve/Tels ; nor fhall the officers of the cufl-om-houfe of the 
one or the other party, fearch in any vtlTels or fhips be- 
longing to the people of the one or the other, which fhall 
enter into their regions, dominions, or refpedive ports, 
until their faid fhips or vefTels are unladen, or until they 
have carried on fhore all the lading and merchaodize 
which they declare they refolve to diiembark in the faid 
port ; nor (hall the captain, mafter, or any other of the 
company of the faid fhips, be imprifoned, or they or their 
boats detained on fhore ; but in the interim, officers of the 
cuilom-houfe may be put on board the faid veflels or 
iliips, fo they exceed not the number of three for each • 
fliip, to fee that no goods or merchandize be landed out of 
the faid fhips and vefTels, without paying fuch duties as 6y 
thefe articles either party is obliged to pay $ which faid on 
ficcrs are to be without anv^ charge to the fhip or fhips, 
veficl or vefTels, their commandcr^j mariners^ company, 
merchants, fadors, or proprietors. And when it happens 
that the mafler or owner of any Hiip fliall declare the ' 
whole lading of his faid (hip is to be difcharged in any 
portj the entry of the faid lading (hall be made in the cut. 
com-hoofe, after the ufual manner; and if, after the entry 
' made, any other goods be found in the faid fhip or fhips, 
more than what are contained in the faid entry, eight 
working days fhall be a]!o\vcd them, on which they may 
work, (which fhall l)e reckoned from the day they began 
to unlade) to the end that the concealed goods may be en- 
tered, and the confifcation of them prevented : and in cafe 
that in the time limited, the entry or manifeflatioiT of 
them, Iball not have been made, then- fuch particular 
goods only, which fhall be found, as afbr^faid, though the 
Uiiiadiiig be not finifhed, fliall be confifcated, and not 
any other, nor fhall other trouble be given, or punifliment 
in Aided on the merchant or owner of the fhipj and when 
the fhips or veiicls are reiaden, they may have freedom to 
go out again. 

XI. That the fhip or fhips appertaining to the one or ' 
the other King, or to their refpediye people and fubjefts 
that fhall enter into any ports, lands, or dominions of the 

one or the other, and Hull dllcharge any part of their r^oods 
and merchandizes in any port or haven, being coaiigned 

with 
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v;ich the reft to other piaces, within or without the laid do- 
minions, {kdh J30C be obliged lo rcgiiier or pay the riglits 
of any other goods or merchandizea, than of that whicH 
ihcy lliall unlade ia the faid port or luiven^ oor be con-- 
ftrained to give bond for the goodft they flitU cany tx» 
other places, nor any mher fccurity, if it be not in cafe 
ol ftrlony, ilcbt, treafon, or oi hrr c . spiral ciime. 

Xii. \\ htrcas, tlic Otic moitry ot the cuilom of all fo- 
reign goods and merchandizes iatporied into ii,ngland, is 
allowed and returned back to the importer* if the faid 
goodft be exported out of the fakl kingdom within twelve 
months afttr the firft landings upon oath made that,thejr 
are the fame goods which paid cuftom inwards, and that if 
they be not re{hip*d within the faid twelve months, yet 
thev nuiV at all times be exported without paying any cui- 
tom or duly outwards : it is ilicrefore agreed, that if anv 
the fubjeds of the King of Great Britain, fliall hereafter 
land any goods or merchandized, of what growth or nature- 
ibever thej be, in any of the ports of his Catholic Majefly, 
tnd having entered them, and paid the cuftom which by 
this treaty ought to be paid, and (hall afterwards defire to 
tiMnfport them, or any part of them, to iiny oiher place 
whatlbever, for a better market, it {hall and may be law- 
ful, for him or them, fo to do freely, wuiiout paying, or 
hciog doiianded aay oiber cuilom or duty at all for the 
fame, he or they making oath, if required tho^unto* that- < 
they are thf (ame goods for which cuftom was paid at the 
landing : and ia cafe that the fubjeds, people^ and inha»i 
bitants of the dominions of either part (hall unlade, or 
|iave in any city, town, or village refp.eLlively, any 
goods, merchandizes, frui.s, or ellates, and have paid the 
^^uftoms due, according to what hath been declared, anci 
flfter thal;» ^ot being a^le go put themofif, fliall refolve to 
^mit them to Ibme other pity, town, or village of the fai4 
liominiohs, they may not only do it iritbo^t difficutQr or . 
impediment, and without paying other rights than whaf 
were due a: iiiC:r entry, but likewife the cuftom or right$ 
fliail not be paid again in any otber part of the faid do- 
l^iinions, bringing certifica*^es from the olticers of the cuf- 
tom-houfe, that they were paid before in the due forn% 

cbi^f %mer^. Qooamii&oafit of the King of 
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Spain's rents In rJl places, or fume other officer or officers 
to be appointed for that purpofc, fhall at all times permit 
and ibffer the tranfportation of all fuch goods and mer- 
chandises from place to place, and giTC fufficient certifi«< 
cate to the owners thereof, or their amgns, ot their hav- 
ing paid their cvftom at their firft landing whereby they 
may be carried to,» and landed at any other port or place 
of the fa id jiiriidi(ftion, free from all dutcs or impediments- 
whatfoevcr, as aforefaid, faving always the right of any 
third perfon. - 

XIII. That it lhairbe lawful for the fiiips belonging tof 
the fijbjeAs of the one or the other King, to anchor in the 
roads or bays of* either, without being conftrained to enter 
into port; and in cafe they be neceffitated to enter there- 
into, either by diftrefs of weather, fear of enemies, pi- 
rates, or any other accident^ in cafe the faid fbips be nor 
bound to an cnemy*B p6rt, and carrying thither contra- 
band goods, (whereof withont fome clear proof .they lhaif 
not be queftioned) it (hall be lawfolforthe faid fubjecls to 
rLtura to lea freely when thev plc:de, with their fhips and 
goods, fo as tl\ey do not break bulk, or expofe any thing 
to fak; and that when they call anchor, or enter the por^^y 
aforefaid, they be not molefted or vifited ; and it (hall 
fufiicc, that in this cafe they ihcw their paflpprts, or fta^ 
papers, which being feen by the refpeftivc officers of 
either King, the faid fhips fliail return freely to lea witli- 
out any moleftation. 

XIV. And if any ftiip or fhips belonging to the fubjeds 
and merchants of the one or the otherf entering into bays, 
or in the orpen ftfi, iball be encountered by the Ihips of 
the faid'ktngs, or of privateers their fubjefts, the faid 
fhips, to prevent all diforders, fhall not come within can- 
non (hot, but fhall fend their long-boat, or pinnace, to 
the merchant-fliip, and only two or three men on board/ 
to whom the flatter or owner lhall fhew his paflports and 
fea-letters, according to the form which fliaii be inferted' 
at the end of this treaty, whereby not only the fhip's lading, 
but the place to which fhe belongs, and as well the mafler 
and owner's name, as the name of the fhip, may appear ; 
bv which means tlie quality of the iliip, and her maiter or 

owner^ wiU be fu^icntly known> as alfo tiiccoounodftica 
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fhc carries, whether they be contrabanc!, or not ; to thr 
mrhich paiTports and iea-letrers, entire iaith aad credit ihall 
be given. To much the rather, for that as well on the part 
of the Kin^ oTEngland, as of the King of Spain, fome 
counter-figns fliall be ^itcd, if it ilhall be found neceflary^ 
-whereby tiuir authenticalnefs may the better appear, and 
ihat they may not be in any ways falfificd. 

XV. If any prohibited nicrciiandize or goods (hall be 
exported from the kingdoms, dominions, and territories of 
cither of the laid Kings, by the refpeftlve people or fub- 
jefii of the one or the other, in fuch cafe the prohibired 
goods (hall be only confilcated, and not the other goods ; 
neither fliall the delinquent incur any other puniftimenr, 
encept tlie faid delinquent lliall can y out: from the refpec- 
tive Kingdoms or dominions of the King of Great Britain, 
the proper coin, wool, or fullers-earth of tlie laid king- 
doms J or lliall carry out of the rcfpcftivc kingdoms, or 
dominions of the iaid King of Spain, any gold or filver, 
wrought or unwroughts in either of which cafes, the laws 
of the rcfpedive countries are to take place. 

XVI. That it fhall be lawful for the people and fub- 
jcds of both Kings, to have accefs to the reipedive ports 
of the one and the other, and there remain, and depart 
again with the fame freedom, not only with their (hips, and 
other veffels for trade and commerce, but alfo with their 
other (hips fitted for war, armed, and dtfpofed to refift and 
enchase the enemy, and arriving by ftrcfs of weather to re- 
pair tlieir (hips, or fun;:!]! themlclvcs with provifions ; fb 
thai entering willingly, they be not fo numerous, that they 
give juft occafion of fufpicion, to which end they arc not 
to exceed the number of eight, nor continue in their ha* 
▼ens, nor about their ports, longer time than they (hall 
have |uft caufe for the repair of their (hips, to take in 
provihofii, or other neceffary things, much lefs be. the oc. 
cafion of interrupting uic iicc commerce, and coming in 
of other (hips, of nations in amity wuii either King; and 
when an unuluai number of men of war by accident fliall 
come unto any port, it ihall not be lawful for them to 
come into the lai^ ports or havens, not having firft ob- 
rained permtffion of the King unto whom the faid ports do 
beloogji or ihc governor of the faid ports, if they be not 

, . forced 
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. forcec! tfiereinto by ftrefs of v/caiher, oi ciLcr neccitity-y 
fo avoid the dang^^r of the fea ; and in Tuch cafe tlicy fhali' 
prefentiy acquaint the governor, or chief magillrate of t^e 
place, with the cawfe of their coming; nor AaU they re- 
main there any longer tiiflt than the faid governor or ma» 
I giftracte fli»H think convenient, or do any aft of boftilicf 
I tn Ibch ports, that may prove of prejudice to the one or 

the other of the faid Kings. 
, X\'II. That neither the faid King of Great Britain^ 
! nor the King of Spain, by any mandate general, nor par- 
1 ticular, nor for any caofc whatfoever, lhall embark or 
i detain, hinder or take, for his refpeftive fervite, any mcr- 
I chant, tnafter oP a fhip, pilot, or ro^iner, their Ihips, 
mcrchandree, cloaths, or other goOds befonging' unto the 
one or the oihcr, ir. tht ir ports or waters, if it be not that 
either of the faid Kings, or the perfons to whom the fhips 
belong, be firft advertifed thereof and do agree thereun- 
to: provided that this iball not be conftrued to hinder or 
ratermpt the ordinary conrie of jufttce and Isew in either 
countrv. 

XVfll. That tlie merchants and ftbjefts of the one 

and the other King, tlicir factors and fervants, as aiio 
their fhips, mafters, or mariners, may as well going as 
coming, upon fea and other waters, as in the havens and 
ports of the one and the other refpeclively> carry and ufe 
all kind of arms, defenfive and oflfenfive, without beincr 
obliged to regifter them, as alfb upon land to carry anS 
nfc them for their defence, accordiilg to the cufton:i of the 
place. 

XIX. That the captains, ofliccrs, and mariners, of the 

I Ihips belonging to the people and fubjctU of either party, 
may not commence an adion, nor hinder or bring trouble*

and mariners, the compofing thereof ihall be left to the

lhali not fubmit to the arbicrement, may appeal co the or- 
dinary jufticc of the place where he i% iubje&i 

XK» And to the end that all iaq3cdimeiits be taKen 
away» and that die mercha&ta and adventiurers of the king- 
dom's of Great Britain, be perrnittcd to return to Brabant, 
Flanckrs, and c:[!-.cr trie |:)ruvinces of the Low Countries, 
under the jurifcUction of die King of Spain ; fornfmuch as 
it hath been thought convenient, that all, and any the 
lawsj edi(5ls> and a&s» by which the importation of clotb^ 
or any cloth» or any other woollen manufadure, of what 
kind- foever^ dyed or xindycd» nulled or unmilled, into 
Flanders, or the other provinces, hath been prohibited, 
be revoked and diUnaulkdi and ih^il if any right, tii- 
bute, impofition, charge, or money, hath been, with per- 
million, or otherwiff, put upon cloths, or any of the afore- 
faid woollen manufa^ures fo importedj (except the ancient 
tribute upon every piece of cloth, and proportionably upon 
every oiner woollen manufa&ure, agreeable to the an- 
cient treaties and -agreements between the then Kings of 
England, and die Dukes of iiurgundy, and Governors of 
the Low Countries) the fame fhould be altogedier void, 
and no fuch tribute or impofition from henceforth impoled, 
Cr put upon the faid clows or manufadlures, for any cauic 
or pretext whatfoever ; and that all the Fngliflinncrchants, 
trading in any of the faid provinces, their iafiors, fervants, 
or comnnifBoners, fhoijd enjoy from henceforward, all the 
privileges, exemptions, immur»itics, and bcnciits, which 
formerly have been agreed and given by the alurefaid an- 
cient treaties and agreements, between the then Kings of 
England, and the Duke& of Burgundy, and Governors of 
the Low-Countries ; it is therefore agreed, that deputies 
Jhall be named by the King of Great Britain, who meet- 
ing with the Marquis of Caftel-Rodrigo, or the governor 
of thofc [ r{jv incLS for the time being, or any other minif- 
ters of the King of Spain, fufriciently authoriled in this be- 
half, fhali friendly treat and conclude hereupon ; and 
alfo fuch further privileges^ immunities, and neccliary ex- 
emptions, fuitable to the prefent ftate of affairs, Ihall be

The fiibjcCls and inhabitants of the kingdoms 
and dominions ot the mott ferene King ot Great Britain 
and Spsuti refpe^tfvely, lhall with all iccuricy and liberty, 
fail to, and traffic in all the kingdoms^ eftatest or coun* 
tries, wBidi are or lhall be in peace^ amityi or nciitralit]r» 
with the one or the othen . 

XXII. And they lhall not be dillurbed or difquieted 
in that liberty, by the Ihips or fubjcfts of the faid kings 
refpeii^vely, by reaiba of the holtilities which are^ or ma/ 
be hereafter^ between either of the faid kiogSs and the

XXIV. Moreover, for better prevention of the dif-

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whom fluU contnidift them, and not obfcnre them ; and 
tbat it way be kmmh what chcy arc, that there be given 

copies of thviii, of what i r. our I have f^ia^.ted them, hav- 
in^ a due regard to rh ; aioTclaid, and bccaufe that for the 
o'cLafions which I have of wafs, you have offered to alTiIt 
me with two tboufand five hundred ducats ot fiiver, pay- 
fng one ihoufend down, and the other thoufr^nd five hmw 
dred remaining, in the month of April, of thia preient 
f car, for which Don Franctfco Moreno, witk the inter* 
vention of Don Antonio de Campo-Redoiidoy Rio, Knight 
of the order or bi. James, of jiiV privy council, and of my 
exchequer, in vour ivmtic, and bv virtue of your power, 
palled a wriung or obiigatiott in iorm, before John Cortcz 
dc )a Cruz« my notary, I bave tiMNighc fit» and by tliefe 
prefents, of my own proper motive, certain knowled^ 
and royat and abfolute power, which in this part I will 
life, aiid do ufe, as King and natural Lord, not acknow« 
led^^iDg any fupciior in temporals, I confirm and approve 
the faid privileges of excniprions, and liberties which ap- 
pertain to you, as well by tlie articles of the faid peace, 
m by the confirmations of them, and the reil of the fa« 
vours, indultos, which the King my Lord and father 
gjmattd yoti, and any others whatfocver, which have been 
granted by my crowns of Caftile and Portugal, to the faid 
vaflals in all, and thror^^^h all, a& thtitin, and in every 
thing, and in part c.iLof is fpecified, contained, and 
declared, that they may be firm, ilabie, and valid to you> 
and be obferved to you, kept and fulfilled, becaufc that 
iny intention and deliberafie will i$p that all thofe of the faid 
satioD- may enjoy, and do enjoy them without any Umi-* 
tatton, with condition, that during the time they ihall refide 
in Andakizia, liic faid Enr<Iifli niay not be put upon any 
ofiice, or in ai^y public poit, nor made guardians, trut-

tax ; and as to oLlier things and merchandizes, as youfhall 
covenant and agree for, without raking them from you till 
they have paid you tor them, and that they ihail not, upon 
the account aforefaid, ^ve you any manner of trouble or 
vexation. ' 

And becaufe that many of you trade in bringing to the 
ports of Andaluzin, city of Scvilla, and other parts, a great 
quantity ot bacallao, and other kinds of fifh dry and fair- 
ed, which being the moil neccilary provifions that can be, 
and creates you a great deal of coft and trouble, I will 
and commalid that you enjoy the cuftom of the city of 
Sevilla, in which it is ordered, that thofe which arrive . 
with any fifli dry and faked there, ma}' not be impoied 
any rate, but that they fell at thepiice they will, without 
that it be necelTnry that they manifeft it to more than to 
the minifters which recovers my royal revenues, and that 
if tfaefhips in which they brin^ the faid bacallao be greats 
that they cannot come up the river, and fliall unload them 
in barks, the Judge of the Admiralty, or any other, may 
not put in the faid barks any guards at the coft of the 
owners of them. In like fort 1 command, that in cafe it 
appears that the faid fifh is rotten, and cannot be fpent, it 
be burnt cfr caft into the fea, without that by reafon there* 
of there may be made any procefs againft the owners, 
or perfons that fold it^ or be imprifoned or informed 
againft. 

And becaufe that the adminiflrator of the Almonari- 
fargos, and divers other duties, which are recovered oa ' 
^oods and hierchandizes, have been ufed, upon informa* 
tton given, to feize the perfbn they fufpeft, which, ta 
men of trade, occafions much difcredit, cofts, and vexa- 
tions ; my will is^ and I command^ that upon the faid in- 
form

kingdom ; biii: ^hat the laid condition be fully obferved,* 
Wthoiir r.v k'ng ihcm any fucfa queftlons^ and to the oath 
you ihaH tender them m court, the fame faith and credit 
ihall be g^ven, as if they were natoral Spaniarids^ without i 
that upon this account they arc molefted, or troubled, or 
Receive any gvi'^vancc. , , . | 

And by rcafon that for iuftlfication of fome caiiics, the i 
judges aiid juftices pretend that the merchants ihouldejc-^ | 
iiibit their books of trade, and thereupon they receive 
Yexatlon and trouble, I command and wiii« that the booktf 
of the merchants pf the faid nation be hot taken from fhem; 
tut that they produce them in" their own houfes, to take out ' 
the aiLick which fliall be appointed, without demanding , 
others ; nor may be taken from them any oti.cr papers, 
upon puniibaienc of him that fliali contravene herein, to

And becaufc fikcwilc the merchants enter their goodsr 
In the cuftom-houfe of the city bf Sevi^la, of ^ the duties,' 
uhicb, bccaufe they are .many, is made upon one flieet of 
paper, an^l lirmcd and ligned by all the officers, and re- 
mains in poircfiion of the warchoufc kccjicroUhe cufloni- 
koufe, that by virtue thereof, he may deliver fuch goods 
as go in bales, packs, trunks, and chcfts ; and after they, 
have taken them out, and put them in their houiibs and 
warehouies, the head waiter of the cpftonvhoufe, and the 
officers of the halt per cent, IhaH notfcarch your houfes^ 
nor gooub, caufing you trouble and vexation, afking of 
you the difpatches, it bcino; manifeft that you cannot have j 
tbemi having left them in the power of the faid head waiter. I 
I pcokibit therefore and cpmmandp that ik^ houfes of the 

£aid 
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faid merchants fliall not be vifned, nor be nfkcd of theitr 
the difpatches of their goods, which dotii not remain in 
heir cuftody, fo that this b to be underftood, and is nnder-» 
ftood of tbe hottfci which m.witbm the walltof the faid 
ctty. And th«t U tmy be known^ tbofc who arc of the faid 
nation, ict copies be given of the faid piivikges, and ex- 
emptions which concerns you, and were granted you, a» 
wcii by the articles of the faid peace, as in any other man- 
ner whatfoever ; and for the execution and accoinpUftang^ 
of all th« afore&id» I commaod tbofe of my pAvy council^

THEIR royal Majeftics do inutually prbmife, tbst 
they will faithfully perform and fulfil all and every 

one of the articles of tl^c foregoing treaty, and all privileges, 
conceflions, agreements, or other advantages whatfoever,- 
arifing to the fubjects on cither fide, which are contained 
in them, or m the annexed fcheduies^ and that they will 
at all times caufe the fame to be performed and fulfilled 
by their minifters, officers^ or other fubjeAs, fo chat the 
fubjeds on each fide may enjoy the full efioSkof all and: 
^vciry one q£ ihcm, (ihofc only .excepted, concerning 

which 
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^bh fomeehiog dfe fliall be eflablifhed b the follow, 
ing aitkkst to the mytiMl iatis£iU^oo of each paitv) aiid 
oTflii thofe likewifenrhich ire contained in the fom^iotg 

articles. Moreover, the treaty of 1670, made between the 
crowns of Great Britain and Spain, for preventing all dif- 
ferences, rcftraining depredations, and eftablifhing peace 
ij^tweeo the faid crowns in America^ is, agaia ratified aad 
CQftfimied, without any prgudice^ however, to any contraft 
or other privilege or leave gramed by his Catholic Majefty 
to the Qi^u:en et Gicftt Britain, or her fubjeftf^ in the late 
treaty of peace, or in the contradt of Afliento, as likewifc 
without prejudice to any liberty or power, which the fub- 
je<Sts of Grc»at Britain enjoyod before, cither tiuough r^^^ 
fttfferancc, or indulgence. 

II. The fubjc^ of their Majefties, trading refpcftivcly j 
in the dominioas of their dud Majefties^ fbaU not be bound 

to pay greater duties, or other imports whatfoerer, for 
their imports or exports, than (hall beexaded of, and paid 
by the lubjeds of the nioft favourtd nation j and if it Ihali 
happen m time to come, that any d-miniitions of dutiep^ olr 
oibtf advant^es, (hall be granted by either iide, to any 
fereign nation, the fubje&s of each crown fhall recjpro-^ 
caUy and fully enjoy the fame. And as it has been agreed^ I 
9 is abovementtonod, concerning the rates of duties, fo it ! 
IS ord^i.icd as a general rule between their Majefties, tliae 
ali and everv one of their fubjefts fhall, in all lands and 
places lubject to the command of their refpeiSbive Majeftjes, 
life and enjoy at kaik the iamc privileges, hberues, and 
immunities, concerning all impofts or duties whatfoever, 
^hich relate to perfons, wares, merchandize, (hips, freight-

III. Whereas by the treaty of peace lately concluded 
between their royal Majeibes, it was laid as the bafis and 
fejujulation of the laid treaty, that the fubjccfs of Great Bri- 

«un ihottU aoii snjoy tj^e lune ^mikgc^ and iib^y 
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of trade throughout all the dominions of Spain, which thty 
enjoyed in the time of Charles II, and therefore the imiic 
rule is likewlfe,- «iid ought to be, ifae bafis and foundat on . 
of the preftnt * treaty i6t comtnerce, (which is imderftood 
to cjetfcnd'redprocftHy to the fut9C(Ssof 'Sp«intsadiog.iii 
Great Britain, in regard to whatlbever, by agreement^ be- 
longs to them :) and whereas a certain, clear, and expe- 
ditious method of paying the duties, is of the grcateft ufc 
in fettlkig trade upon a good foot, and to the mutual Jul- 
vantagc of each nation $ it is theitfare agiced asnl con* 
cloded, that within the fpace of three months ffom the ra- 
tification of this treaty, commiflirifes appointed for that 
purpofe by their refpeftive Majtfties, fliaii nieei on the

the force of laws, nor without the too great prejudice of 
their King and mafter; it is therefore thought proper to 
leave this matter to the detfrmination of the conimif-

Bur his Catholic Majefty promifb, thaC ho wili iancae^ 

diatdy take off all augmentations of duties in the faid 
ports, which haVe been introdiKed there fmce the time of 
Charles II. on occafion of the war, or under the title of 
haiilkdtions^ or any other whatfoever, and that either tlic 
lame rule fliatt be obferved in thofis pom,* which !s agreed 
to io the pons of Sc. Mary^s aod Cadiz, or elfc at leafl: 
that the fame rule (hall* be obferved^ ae well before am 
after the laid new book of rates lliall be made, which h. d 

' obtained in ench rtripe^rive port in the time of King 
Charles II. ib thai hereaicer no greater ducks (ball be ex- 
afted there, or in any other {dace of paflage, tha;i what 
were paid io the faid places in the time of Charles J I. 
In the fame places (hall be Ukewife obferved, what has 
been above appointed in this article concerning the rights 
de Alcavfilos, CfC^to:, and Millones. 

As CO the ports ol Guipufcoa and Bifpaya, aud others, 
fiot fubjed: to the laws of Caftile, in which leis duties 
were paid in the time of Charka 11, thai^ at Cadis, or in 
the port of St. Mary's, his Catholic Majefty promifcs^ 
that tliulc duties Ib.iil not be auariicated in the fa;d places 
by the new book or rates, but Ihjli, in the mean time, re- 
main as they were in the time of Cliarka II. Aii v/ares, 

' however, brought into the ports of Bifcaya and Gciipufcoa,

The ^Catholio King confeats aifd promifo, that 
for the futufe, it (hall always be lawful for the I'ubjccts of 
Great Britain, living in rhe provinces of Bilcaya and Gui- 
pufcoa, CO hke iiouks or warehouftf; fit for the prefecva- 
riooof thiir 'neiclMKidWe; and his Majeily wiU^ by 
fieming hit oidm lo chat purpofe^ take affic^td care that 
it fliaU be in their pomt to dn chis in the Kke manner, 
and with the fame privileges, with which the faid Bricilh 
fubjefts, by virtue of the aforefaid treuiy of 1667, or of 
any diploma or ordinance granted by their Catholic Ma- 
jefties, did enjoy^ or ougi^c to- have enjoyed, that liberty ' 
in jindalHfi0^ or in any other ports and places of Spain 
whatToeYen The fub}«&s of Spain ihall enjoy che fanne

Y. To prevent abufcs in colleding the rights called j 
de Alcavabs and Cientos^ hit Catholic Majeft v coofencs that 1 
the fubjeAi of Great Britain^ who Ihall bring their wares 
into any pore of Spain; wee or dry, in otider to fell them 
by wholefale, (hall haw their choice whether they will pay 
the faid rights de At^avulos cind Cioitos^ in tlic hrll place or ' 
port that they arrive at, or elk according to the laws of 
Cailile, at the place where, and at the time when they 
itre fold ; which faid rights (hall be the fame as wcnj jMud 
in the time of King Charles II. And it is further agreed, 
that the fubjedii of Giear Britain noay fend or carry the 
wares, for which the* find rights di JUcavdos have once 
been paid, into any pert or p'ii.cc wh^uloever, belonging 
to his Catholic Majefty's doinidions in Europe, (in order 
to fell them there by whoieiale) without any nioleitacion 
orrepet'tion of the iaid duties, or cxadion of any ochem . 
for the firft falei provided^ however, 'that they wiio carry 
the faid wares, fliall bring receipta or certificaces frona the 
fiinncrs, or commiflloners of the cuftom-houfes, from 
whence it may appear, tliat the faid rights have been paid 
for thole ware's, and like wife other certificates, proving 
that the faid wares have not yet been fold ; but if any mer- 
chant fells his 'wares by retail, he ihall be bound und^^r 
fuch penalties as are infli^ed by law, to pay all ,the local 
and municipal dotics which are due and cuftomary at the 
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iale of them, together with the rights JgAkavaks (JQMos^ 
And all others whacfoever. 

Hisi Caeboiic Majeiiy farther cooTencst ^^^^ 
certificates abovementioned have been (Kewii> aoy officer^ 
or gatherer of duties, fhaU cxad the faid rights again^ or 
fhall give any trouble, or ftop thcpaflage of the wares oa 
that account, the officer guilty of the faid fault, {hall in- 
cur the penalty of 2000 ducats, payable to the ufe of his 
JM^ftf 's chamber, or of the general hofpUal at Madrid '; 
che notaries cf the cuftom^houfes, or the contraband, fhall 
not receive above 15 Ry^ds VUlmt^ for difpatching the faid 
certificates, unlefs it fliall be othcrwifc agreed in fettling

VL And as the fubjedls of their Majeftics are to enjoy* 
on both fides an entire, fecure, and unmoiefted ufe and 
liberty of navigatioo and comnierce, as long as the peace 
and friendlbip, entered into by their Majefties, and their 
crowns, ftiall continue, fo like wife their Majefties have 
provided, that the laid fubjefls fhall not be deprived of 
that fecurity for an little dilierencc which may poflibly 
arile, but that they fliaii, oa the contrary, enjoy all the* 
benefits of peace> uocil war be declared between the two 
crowns. 

And it is further agreed, that if it (hould happen, 
(which God prevent) that war ihould arife, and be de- 
clared between their Majefties and their kingdonns, thea

moveable and immoveable goods, and freely, andwiLhouc 
any difturbance, to carrv away the price of them, nor lhall 
their goods, wealth, mercjiandizes, or effefts, much lefs 
their perfoos, be in the mean time detained or molefted, 
by any feiaure or arrcft* Moreover, the fubjefts of each 
fideihall, in the mean time, enjoy and obtain quick and 
VaL.

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impartial jufticc, by means of which they mav, before 
the expiration of the fix inonths, recover the goods and 
tfYcCts which tliey have lent, either to the public, or to 
private perlbns. 

VIL And it is further agreed, that all the lofles which 
the fubjefU of either crown lhall duly prove, that they 
have fuftained in the beginning of the late war, (contrarv 
to the tenor of the 36th article of the abovcmentioncd 
treaty) whether they confided of moveable or immoveable 
goods, fliall be reciprocally made good, without any delay 
to them, their lawful procurators, heirs, or thofe to whom 
their caufe is intruftea, and reftitution ihall be made of 
thofe goods^ whether lands, buildings, or inheritance, or 
of what fort lbc?er they are, which remain and were con- 
lifcated, andthe juft and lawful price of thole goodt, whica 
cannot be recovered, whether moveable or immoveable, 
fhall be paid ; and their Mnjeilies have articled and agreed, 
that the faid payments, the pretenfions to them being, as 
Is aforefaid, fully proved, Ihall faithfully be performed, 
and made by their treafurers on each part. - 

VliL It is agreed) and his Catholic Majefly will give 
«efFe6tu.'l orders to that purpofe, that the duties upon hlh, 
and other provifion, called Millon, fhall not be demanded 
in the place where the laid wares firH: arrive, but the faid 
duties fhall be paid according to the ancient cuftom efta- 
blifhed by law, only in the place of confumption, and 
when the wares are fold, and not before* 

IX. His Catholic Majefty promifcs that thofe mer- 
chandizes, which are not particulurly mentioned in the ca- 
talogue of rates, which is to be made according to the 
third article of this treaty, fliall be charged with tiie fame 
duties in proportion to their value, and no greater than 
thoie which are laid upon merchandizes named in th^iaid 
catalogue of rates. And if any difference ariics betwem 
the farnnersof the cuftom-hooies or commiflaries, and 
any iiiei ciiaat, cortcerning the value of any wares, it (hall 
be in the choice of the merchant to fell his wares to the

X. It is agreed, that in calc the Britiili iubjedts fhaH 
bring any wares froin any part of tlie coafts of Africa, in- 
to Spaia> and the fame iiiali be admitted to pay the duties,^ 
thofe being duly paid, the faid wares Iball not afterward* 
be charged^ cither by the captains-general of the coafts^ 
or connnnanders of the harbours, or any body elfe, with 
any other duties, under what f^ame or tide focver, except- 
ing fuch as are payable in general, for all warc^ oi tiie 
iame fort, at the time of their fale. 
i XI. The mailers of merchant-fhips, who fhall enter 
into any. port of Spain with their (hips, (ball be obliged^ 
within ^enty^^fbur hours after their arrival^ to deliver two 
cieclaraciohs or inventories of their wares, or of that part 
of thcQi which they arc to unlade there, viz, one declarar 
tion 16 the farmer of the ciiftom-houfes or commiflaryj 
and -another to the judgre of the contraband, nor fliall they 
open the hatches of their fhips, till they either have fearch- 
with theifi, or have leave given them by the farmer of 
the cuftoiii-houfcs to do it. No wares fiiall be unladed 
with any other view than that of being immediately car-' 
ried to the cuftom-houfes, according to a perminion which 
fliall be given in writing for that end. It lliall not be law^. 
ful however for any of the judges of contraband, or other 
oihcers of the cuitpm-houfes, under any pretence whatfo- 
ever, to open any bags, chcfts, hogfheads, or other covers 
of any wares whatfocver» belonging to the fubjedts of ^ 
Great Britain, while they are carrying to thecuitoni-houle>. ' 
and before they are brought thither, and the proprietor of 
then}, or his faftor, is.alfo come, who may difcharge the; 
duties, and take tlie (roods into hisov/n cuflody. But the 
faid judges of contraband, or their deputies, may be pre- 
• lent when the wares are taken out of the fhips, and alfci 
when they ^e declared and laid open in the cuftom-houtci 
and if there be fufpicion of deceit, as that it is defigned ta

hogfhcads, or other co\ crs containing them, have been 
marked with the fign cr fejl of the proper officer^ no 
judge of the contraband, or other officer, fhali prelume 
to open tfaem again; or to hirnler them from being carried 
to the merchant's houfe* Neither fliall it be Imful for 
. ffiem^ under any pretence whatibever, to hinder the faid 
goods from being carried from one houfe or warehoufe to 
another, \r i:hia rhe walls oc compals of the faid city or 
place; provided that be done between the hours of eight ! 
in the morning, and hve in the evening, and previous 
l^otice be given to the farmers of the rights diAianmbs & 
' tSinW^ of the intent with which thofe goods afe remoTcdy i 
to Wit, whether it be that they Ihotud be fold, that in 
that cafe thofe duties, if not paid before, may be paid 
there, or at the place of fafe ; or, if they are not to be 
fold, then a certificate may be given, after the ufual man- 
Eor> to the merchant.

The duties upon merchandize brought into the 
Canary i Hands, exported from thence b ' Britifh fubje<5lS;, j 
fliall not be greater than thofe that were paid in the reign 
of the late King Charks II. or fuch as ihall become 
payable by the new book of rates. 

XII!. The fub}efts of each of their Majefties, who are 
in debt to the fubjed^s of the other, whether the debts 
were contracted before the beginning of the faid war, or 
within the fpace of fix months after it was begun, or du- 
ring the War^ under the procedion of letters of fafe con* 
du£t, or laftly, after a truce was made between the two 
crowns, Ihali be bound and obliged faithfully to pav the

XV. As to die judge confervacor, and others to b« 
fubftitutcd by hiai, if this privilege be panted to any 
other foreign nation wbatfoever, the fub]eds of Great 
Britain fiidl likewife enjoy it. In the mean time, bow« 
ever, and until fomething certain flinll be determined im 
this matter, his Catholic Majelly wiii give exprefs ordcrf

XVI. If anv- minilier, or other fubjeft of her Majefty- 
of Great Britain, or of bis Catholic Majcfty, fliall violate 
this treaty, or any article of it, he lhall be refponfible for 
all the damage occafioned by it; and if he be placed in 
any public office, he fliall, befides making fati&faftton to 
the injured party, (as is alorciaiu) be dcpiivcd of his of- 
fice alfo. 

XVII. The fubjcdts of Great Britain having brought 
by lea from any other port in Spain, wine, brandy, oil,- 
feap, dried grapes, or other merchandizes, and producing 
certificates that the duties were paid at the place whence 

they itz iVil, fliall be fuffered to put the fame into their 
fiiips lying at Cadiz, or there to remove them from one 
fhip to another (with the conient of the infpedtors of the

WE havfng fecn and confidered the above- written 
treaty, have approved, ratified, and confirmed the 
fame, as v;e do b'^ thele prt^fents, for ourfelves, our heirs 
and fucceflbrs, approve, ratify, and confirm it, excepting 
only three articles thereof, viz, the third, fifth, and eighth, 
concluded at Utrecht, which are to be obferved and un* 
4erftood in the nnanner and form following : 

IIL W] III: RF AS, by the late treaty of peace it is 
W agreed and ellablilhed as a bafis and founda- 
tion, that the fubjefts of Great Britain, in what regard* 
commerce, fliall enjoy the fanie liberties and privileges 
which they enjoyed in the reign of King Charles II. in all 
parts of the King of Spain^s donninions,. which rule is what 
is alfo to ferve for a bafis and foundation of the prefent 
-treaty of con ;pr. tree, and is to be underllood reciprocally 
in favour of the Kinp; of Spain's fubjeds trading in the 
dominions of Great Britain. And as nothing can contri- 
bute more to eAabliih the commerce to ^ mutual benefit 
' than a fixed, clear, and eafy rule in paying the duties, 
efpecially on a moderate footing, and proportionable to 
the value of the merchandize, in order to prevent the 
frauds thai orherwlfc would be pra(!:tifed, to the prejudice 
of the revenues of either crown, which has been often ex- 
•^iienced in Spain, where the eitabiiuied duties by the 
ancient books of rates are cxcellive % in cohfidemioa 
Y^hereof his Catholic Majeity^ being defirous to avoid 
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the like confecfvencet, and to favour, augment, and faci- 

litate, in d\l that depends upon him, the commerce, in as 
am})]t- a manner, as her Britannic Majefly defircs, hath 
coniented^ on his part, to fuppreis and make void the dif- 
ferent duties payable upoa tnnportation and exportation^ 
contained in toe ancient booka of rates, as alfo thdie that 
have been impofed fince, under any n^me or pretence 

whatfoever, and content himlclt wiili one only duty to be 
paid on import. IT ion of all goods and n.^'i cliaadizCj after 
the rate of lo per cent, of their value and the like dutv 
upon all goods and merchandize, which fliall be exported 
out of his dominions^ whether the yaluation . made by 
weight, meaiure, piece, or ad vabrmi and the fame duty 
fhall be colksftcd m all the ports of entry in Spain, com- 
prehending thofe of Arragon, Valencia,, and Catalonia, ■ 
excepting out of this general rule, Bifcaya and Guipufcoa^ - 
whofe duties of importation and expor^a^^on are to re- 
main as they were in the time of Charles IK And th%t the 
faid ID per cent, being once paid, the farmers or dfficers 
of the cuiioiii-houks wiiere thoic goods iliaii be entered, 
fhall be obliged to mark the fame with the proper feala 
and marks of their office, and alio give the reqUifite dif- 
patches) by virtue of which, the proprietors of the goods 
may freely tranlport them to all the other parts of Spain 
where they pleale, without being liable to pay any other 
duty, impofition, or charges, to the ufe or benefit of his 
Catholic Majcftyj in any ports or parts of Spain whatibr^ 
ever, in refpeft of tranfporting the laid merchandize, over 
and above what they have paid, in purfuance of drs new 
aranccl, provided the receipts and marks are produced % 
in default of which, they fhall be eftcemed to be fraudu- 
kntly tianfported. -But ifis to be undci ilood, that this 
is not to extend to the Alcavalas, Cientos, and Millones, 
in relation to which, proviiion is made in the hfth and 
eighth articles of this tVeaty, 

And forafmuch as the Ambaflbdor of England hath re- 
prefented, that to avoid all diflTerences and difputes for the 
. future, it is abfolutely ncccilary to ellablilL a cecta'n va- 
luation or rate of the fcveral forts of merchandive, by 
which the faid duty of lo per cent, fliall always be paid, 
^d not peered, either by meaps of the augmentation or 
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diminmion of die price of the fiud mtrchmiiaic^ which 
may hereafter happen in the commerce, in toy tkne, or in 
any part of the kingdom i it is agreed hf their Cadiolic 

and Bricinnic Majellics, by their A-mbafiailoi^^ :i;aL in the 
term of three months, from the r:i: fication of this treaty, 
or fconer, if poiTiblc, commiffaries named and aurhoril'ed 
by both their MajeiUes in due form, ibali meet at Madrid, 
or in Cadiz, who, without lofa of time, ftiaU proceed to 
the ibrnning a new book of rates, in fitch a manner, as to 
fix and limit what (hall be paid for the futore, on all ferta 
of merch^adizf , as well upon :;npo.tiiition as cxpcrtaLion i 
and fo as rhtt all the* different dnties which were payable, 
either bctpre or in the time of Chnr'es II. or fince, under

fortifications, and that they be not perfons who may be 
disagreeable or fufpe<£ked to his Majefty^ for particular cea« 
ions that may be given. 

VIL Which governors^ commaodan and oflkm, fliall 
be entirely and fcpaiately dependent on, and fubjeft to 
the ioie orders and jurifdidlion of the States General, for 
all that concerns the defence, guard, fe curity, and all other 
militiry affairs of tbeit places. But the iaid governors, as 

well aa thdr fubalterns. iball be iMsfiA la ukfn on oa(h to 

' - ' bii 
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Ills Imperial and Catholic Majeftyvto keep the iaid plsu 
ces true to the fovertignt^r of the houie of Auftria, and nc^ 
CO intermeddle )n any other afFairs, according to thb 

form that is agreed upon and inferted at the end of this 
treaty. 

VIII. The generals fhall give to one another recipro- 
cally, as well in the towns where his Imperial and Catho- 
lic Majeftv has a garrifon, as in thofe intruded to the 
guard cf tne troops of their High Mightinefles the States - 
General, the honours ufually paid according to their cha- 
rafter, and the nature of their fervice"; and in cafe the go- 
vernor-general of the Netherlands come into places com- 
mitted to the guard of their High Mightinefles, the fame 
honours fliail be paid to him which he ufually receives in 
theplac^ garrifoned by the troops of his Imperial and 
Catholic Majefty; and he fliall even give the word there : 
but all this without prejudice to the 6th article?. And 
the governors, or in their ablence the commanders, fliall 
give notice to thefaid governor-general of the difpofitions 
by them made for the fecurity and guard of the places 
comitted to their carc; iind they fltiall have a due regard 
for the changes which the laid governor-general (ball judge 
proper to make. ^ 

IX. His Imperial Catholic Majeily grants to the troops 
of the States General, wherever they are in j^rrifon, the 
free exercife of their religion, fo as to be in particular plt^ 
CCS convenient and' proponionable to the number of the 

garnlon, which the magiftraies lhali ailign and maintain m 
every town and place where there has been none alngned 
already, and to which places no external mark of a church 
fliall be civen : and it fhall be ftriflly enjoined by both par* 
ties, to the civil and military officers, as alio to ecclefial^ 
tics, and all others concerned, to^ hinder all occafion of 
Icandal and coanoverfies that may ariie upon the lubjeft 
of religion ; and when any difpute or difficulty (liall hap- 
pen, both parties fliall amicably accommodate it. And as 
for religion, with regard to the inhabitants of the Auftriaia 
Netherlands, ail things (hall continue and remain on the 
fame fcot diey were during the reiga of Charles 11. of 
gloiious memory, ' " • 
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X* AU -the arnmiinidon, artillery, and arms of the 
.States General, a$ alfo nsaceruis &»r the forciiicatioiK;, coro 
in time of rcarcic}%^provifians to- put' into the magazines^ 
when there is an appearance of war j and moreover, the 
cloth and furniture for death ing the foldiers, which fhall 
be certified to be dtfigned for that ufe, fhall pafs freely, 
and without paying any culloa^s or tolis^ by virtue ot pafi^ 
ports which fliall b« demanded and granted, upon the fpe- 
cification figned'; on condition oeverthekis, that at the 
firft cuftom-noufe of his Imperial and Catholic Matefty, 
where the faid provifions, material?, arms and mountings 
fhall enter, and at the place whtre they are to be unladen, 
the boats and other carr'ages may be duly viritcd,to hin- 
der the mixture of other merchandize therewith, and to 

f>revent fraud and abufc, agaioft which it (hall be aiwaya 
awful CO take fuch precautions, as length of time and ex- 
perience (hall (hew to be neceflary *, ^ the governors and 
iheir fubalterns fliall not be permitted in any manner whac- 
Ibever, to hinder the efftd: of this article, 

Xl. The Suite^. General may change their garrifons, and ' 
the difpofitioQ of the troops in the cowds and places com- 
mitted to their particular guard, according as they ihall 
judge proper, and no body ihall on any pretence whatib- 
ever, hinder or ftop the-paflage of the troops, which they 
fhall l.om time to time lend t .iii.er, or uraw lioin thence. 
And the faid troops may even, in cafe it be required, pafs 
thro' all the towns of Brabant and Flanders, and thro* all 
the opep country^ and make bridges as well over the ca<» • 
nal betwixt Bruges and Ghent, as overall other canals and 
rivers which they (hall find in their road ^ on condittoa 
neverthelefs, that they (hall be the troops of* a prince or 
nation not in war with his In.pcii.il and Cathalic Majc!ly, 
nor fufptcfted to be in any engagement or league contrary 
to his interefls, as is faid above ir\ the fourth article, and 
that nodce (hall be given of it beforehand, and requed; 
made to the governor-general of the Netherlands^ with 
whom the routs and other affairs fhall be rep;ulateds by 
feme perfon who (ball have their High Mightincfles cdm- 
tniflion. 1 lie regulation made by the States General 
for the paiTage of the troops, (hall be obferved here, 
as it is obicrved in thci{ own country ; and the States 

- General 
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General fhall obfefve to make the faid change of garrt- 
fbns, as well as the difpofitions neceflary to it, with as 
little ctiargjc aad incoavexiieacy as pofiibie to the inha- 
bitants, 

XII. For 98 mtKh as the fiifety demands in 
time of war, or in iauninent danger of war, that the States 
General fliould fend their troops to places that are moft ex- 

pofed to the danger of being aitacked or furprized, it is 
agreed between his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, and 
the States General, that their troops lliaii be received into 
this faid places, ns far. as fhall be neceifary for their de- 
feace^ whea it (haU be evideiitly the cafe t always prcmded^ 
thart this be done by agreetnent and concert with tbe gover* 
nor-general of the Netherlands. 

XIII. The States General may, at their own coft and 
; expence, caufe the faid towns and places to be fortified, 

either by new works, or by cauiing the old to b^: repaired, 
I and maintain them, and generally provide sXl that they 

0iall find neceffary for the fecurity and defence of the faid 

towns and places, excepting that they fliall not caufe new 
I fortifications to be builr, without giving notice of it before- 
' hand, to the governor-general of the Netherlands, and 
I having his opinion and advice thLrcupon, nor bring the 
! charges thereof to the account ot his Imperial and Ca<^ 

tholic Majefty, or the country, without lua faid j^diajefty'a 
I ^ient. 

XIV. For the (ecurity of the communication between 

the United Provinces, and the places of the barrier, his Im- 
perial and Catholic Majefty fhall take Care lb to order ir, 
that the ktters and melfengers, as well ordinary as extra- 
ordinary, may pa£i freely to and from the towns and pla* 
oes of the barrier, and tbofe of other countries i on coodi-» 
tion that the faid Meflengers carry no letters or packets for 
merchants, or bther private perfons, which as well for the 
places of the barrier, as for all other countries, lliall be 
put in at the poft-officcs of his imperial and Catholic 
Majefty. 

' XV. As for the artillery, magazines and military proi^ 
vifions which thehr High MightineiTes have in the towns 
and places which they remit to his Imperial and Catho* 

|ic Majefty, they QiaU be allowed to c^rry tliciu out with- 
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gny hindfiftce^ ind liritluMie paying any cdftoins4>r €oIb» 
tt well thoft which they broughc ibicber thtmlelves, as die 

artillery marked with their arms, and loft in the late war, 
or otherwile belonging to them, and found in the laid pla- 
ces when taken ; unlefs his Imperial and Catholic Ala- 
jcfty dcfirc to uke the iakl arciUery and ammunition up- 
on his own account, and agree with their High Might!* 
lieffes for the pric^ befim the places aie furrendcrcd. And 
as for the artillery aiid amcMinidoa at tHat time in the places 
committed to the guard of the troops of the States Ge- 
neral, they (hall be kfc to their keeping and dircdion, ac- 
cording to the inventories that (hall be drawn up and fign- 
ed on both lides, beio^e tbeexchangepf the ratifications 
• of the prefent treaty i but they ibaU not be traufportcd 
cUewhere without coojfent, and the property ftiall 

femain to his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, for as much 
as thev ^u c found in ihefaid places at the time of their ccf- 
fion or lui render. 

XVI. In cafe the provinces of the Auftrian Netherlands 
h€ attacked^ and it happen (which God forbki) that the 
ctvrmy'a forces fliould enter Brabant, to aft there^ and lay 
fiege to siny place in the iaid province^ or any of thole 
chat form the barrier, their High Mightineiles flfnll be 
permitted to caule thtir troops to enter and take poft irt 
the towns and places on the Demer, from the Scheldc to 
the Maefe, as alfo to make retrenchments, Imes and inun- 
flations there, as much as the ckcuroftances of the war fliall 
require^.to hinder the farther progrefs of the enemy*, pro«» 
yided the whole be done in concert with the govemor-ge* 
lieral of the Netherlands. 

XVII. As it appears by the experience of the laft war, 
that for fecuring the frontieri of the Stares General in Flan- ' 
«ier$, it was nectllary to leave lo many confiderabk bodies

. weakened : to prevent this inconTcnience, and the better 
CO fecuie the find frontiers for the future, t is Impefial mil 
Catholic Majefty yields to the States General fuch fort% 
and as much of the territory of the Auftrian Flanders bor-

. ^ the D«ce0ary inundationa, and for covering them from the

fufficiently fecured, and where they cannot be fee u red hy 
making inundations upon thofc lands only that already bc^

for this purpok his Imperial and Catholic Majeftjc 
agrees and approved, that the limits of the States General 
in Flander^ fhall here«lter begin at iht fea between Blaiw 
kenberg and Heyft, at the place where there are no downs i 
provided they do not caufe or permit any villages or houTes 
lo be built near that poft, nor lufrVr fifhermcn to fettle 
there, nor make any fluices to the ica there. 

And their High MighcincfTes promife moreover, that if 
they thiok fit so eaofe any fbrtificattoqs to be built at the 
head of their new limits, riiey will take care not to weakdi 
the dyke ; and they will not only defray the extraordinary 
cxpences that may be incurred on account of the faid for- 
ti tic at ions, but will alio indemnify the inhabitants of the 
Audrian Netherlands from all loiies they may iuitain, in 
cafe thefeaconaes to make inundations through the fani > 
fortifications. 

Theie (hall be drawn from the. poft abor e name J , a fi« 
reft line to Grootewcge, from whence the line fn a 11 be 
continued towards Heyft, and fromHeyft it fhall go to the 
Drie-hoeck and Swarte-fluice, from thence to Fort St. Do* 
nas, which his imperial and Catholic Majefty yields In 
full propriety and fdvcreigntyto their High Mightinefles, 
(prorided the ^ates of the fluices of the faid fort be left 
open in time of. peaee;) and in like manner he gives tip 
the land iituatc on the rioiih Ldc of the above-nfcntiontcl 
line. 

Grom fort Sc. Donas, the new limits of the States Ge- 
neral (hall extend to fort St. Job, from whence they ihall 
fM in with the old ones near the town of Middleburg; * 
which Itmits^fhall be continued along the Zydelings t)yke» 
as far as the place where the Eckclofc Watercourfe and 
the Water- loop nu rt at a flu ice.

His Imperial and Catholic Majefty gives up alfo, in 
full and entire lovereignty to the States General, the tCK^ 
ritury fituate on the north fide of the line. 

And in regard ic is necefiary for their entire fe.curitijr^ 
that the Inundanon be oootioucd from Bouchout, as far as 
the canal, of Sas van Ghent» tlong theGraaf-JaaasDyk^ 
their H igh Migbtinefles (hall be permitoed« in ttaie of war^ 
to take poflcflion of, and fortify all the fluiccs that they 
ihali find in the Giaai-Jaans i)yke» aiid the Zydciia^^* 

As for the town of Sas van Gbent^ the limits (hall 
.be extended to the didance of two thoufand geoaiecri- 
cal pai» i {provided that no villages be included in thac 
fpace. 

And for the prcfervation of the lower Sclit'lde, and tiic 
communication between iiiabant and Dutch Flanders, his 
Irhperial and Catholic Majefly gives up to the States Ge- 
neral^ the full and entire property and fovereignty of the 
village and Polder of Dgel, together with the folders <dt 
Sc. Anne and Ketenifle, - ' 

And whereas, in time of war it will be neceflfary, for the 
better fecurity, to make inundations through the iluicci, 
between the forts of the Meer and the Perle, his Imperial 
and Catholic Majefty fliall, as loon as the barrier is at* 
tacked, or a war beguo» remit the guard of the Perle fort, 
and the iluices, to their High .Mightin^Hes; provided 
that as foon as the war is over their High MighiineiKs 
fbail reftore the faid Quices and fort to his Imperial and 
Catholic Majeily, together with thole which they fhall, ia 
that time liave taken poficfilon of on the Graaf-Jaans 
dyke^ and Zydelings dyke. The States General (hall not 
make any inundation in time of peace, and when they find 
themfelves obliged to make any in tinae of war^* they (ball 
give previous notice of ic to* the governor-general of the 
Netherlands, and concert the affair with the generals that 
command the armies in the Netherlands*, promifing more- 
over, that if upon ocrafion of the giving up to them fome 
flu ices (whereof the inhabiunts of the Auitrian Flanders

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The rig^t of collation to benefices, whkb has beeo ti^ 
therto m the fovereijgn^ihall hereafter belong to die biflbop 

of Ruremonde ; on condition that the faid benefices fliaU 
noi be given to perfons diiagreeable to the States General^ 
for particular reaions that may be alledged. 

It is alio ftipulacedy that the States General fliall n<^ 
pretend to have acquired by the ceffion of the town of Ecfa^ 
taif right of judicature or appeal, with refpcA to the chap* 
ter of Thorn, or other lands of the Empire; and k fhali 
be free for his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, to no- 
minate luch place as he ihaU think &t for the iaid judica« 
ture or appeal. 

Afid becauie the inhabitants of chat part of .the vppec 
qviancr which is hereby furrendered, can no longer carry 
their proccfs, in cafe of appeal, to the Court of Ruremonde, 
it ftiall be free for their High IXLghtinefles toeftabliili ^ 
court of appeal for their fubjects^ in what part of the ffto-i 
vincre they think 

It is moreover agreed, that all the duties on import mad 
export, which ate levied along the Maefe, (hall not be en« 
creakd or leffened, in the whole or in part but by com-* 
iVion confent of which duties his Imperial and Catholic 
Majefty Ihali receive to his own prp&t, tbofc which are col- 
Iccled at Ruremonde and Navai^ne^ and the Lords the - 
States General thofe which are paid atVenlo*, and for as 
much as the faid duties upon the Maefe in general, as alfii 
thulc upon the Schcklc by way of fuuiid\, aic appropri- 
ated to the payment of two diftiftinft ajmuitie^ viz. one cf 
bo,ooo florins a ^ ear, and ancthtrr of 70,000, bv virtue ct ' ' 
a traafaftion pafled and 'concluded the 26th of December, 
i6ijr with his late Majedy of Great Britain King Wil« 
liam III, it is agreed that their High Mightincflcs, by rea- 
iua of the ccfTion abovemciiLioiicd, fliall give a yearly iup- 
ply to his Impcr ai and Catholic Majefty in the paymtmt:

ihe docufp.cnts and papers wliich concern the upper quar- 
ter of Guelderland, fhall remain as heretofore in the ar- 
chives- of Rurcmonde. But it is agreed, thac an inven- 
tory, or Regifter of them (hall be formed at the meeting of 
commiffaries from his Imperial and Catholic Majcfty, hfs 
MajiPiy of Prufliay and the i^ords the States General ; and 
an dtirhentic copy of the faid inventory fliall be given to 
each of tliofe three powers, Lhat they may always have free 
accefs to all the papers and documents, whereof they mav 
have occafion, for the part which they leverally poflete 
in the faid upper quarter of Guelderland ; and an authen- 
tic copy of fucb papers ihall ^be delivered to them on the 
firft demand. 

XIX. In confideration of the great charge and extraoru.- 
nary expence which the States General are unavoidably 
obliged to be at, as wcil for maintaining the great number 
of troops which they are engaged by the prcfeoc treaty to 
keep in the towns above named, as for fupplying the great 
fums ablblutely neceflary for the maintenance and repair 
of the fortifications of the faid place?, and forfbrmftiing 
them w".th ammunition arid proviUons, his cnal iij.J 
Catholic Mnjrfty engages and promiles to raufe to be an- 
nually paid CO the States General, the Sum of 500,000 
crowns^ or 1,250,000 florins Dutch money over and above 
the revenue of the part of the upper quarter of Guel- 
derland, given up by his Imperial and Catholic Majefty in 
propritcy to the States General, by the i8th artidc of the 
prdent treaty, as alfo over and above the c^ll: of lodging 
the tcoops, according to the regulation made in the year 
1698, in the manner as Ihaii be particularly agreed upon : 
which fum of 500,000 crowns, or 1,250,000 florins butch 
money, fliall be fecured and mortgagolt as it is by this ar* 
tide fecured and mor^ged upon all the revenues of the 
Auuiian Netherlands in general, including therein the 
countries yielded up by France ; and in pai ticular, upon 
the clear neat revenues of the provinces ot Brabant and

XX. His Imperii! and Catholic Majefty> by this article, 

i confirms and ratifies the capitulations granted to the 
provinces and towns of the Netherlands, heretofore called , 
Spanilh, at the time of their reduction to the obedience 
of his (aid Majeftyi together with the general ad miniftra* 
cion of the faid country' therein, czercifed by Great Bri«« 
tain, and the States General cf -the United Provinces, the' 
iuwful lovcreign having been reprefented by their mini- 
fters who refided at BrulTch, and by the council of ftate 
commilliuncd to the general government of the faid Ne- 
therlands, in purfuance of the power and inftrui^ions that 
were gi^n them, and of the requefts that were made on 
the part of the two powers^ as well matters of regale, 
iuftice and police, as of the finances; as alfo the parcicu- 
kr admia (tratiofi of the dates, prjv;nccs, colleges^ towns 
and comniunifies in the open country, as alfo in the fove- 
reign courts juftice^ and the other fubakera courts and 
judges* 

Which a£te of police, regale, juftice, and the financet; 
fliall fubfift and have their full and entire effect, according 

to the tenor of the faid a(5bs and fentences j^afledz-the 
whole in the fame manner, as if they had been done by 
the lawful fovereign of the country, and under Lis go* 
vernmenr.

plori*)Us memory, there rviuaincd Hill Ibnie differences 
al^out trade and the coiirfe thereof ; and his Catholic 
Alajefty and the Kmg of Great Britain, being inclined to 
maintain and cultivate a firm and inviolable peace aad 
fFlendfhtpy ta order to attain to this good end they have 
fay theic two mintftsrs underwritten, mutually and duly 
qualifiedy cauled the following articles to be concluded and 
figncd. 

I. The Britiili fubjeds fnall not be obliged to pay higher 
or other duties, for goods coming in or going out ot the 
feveral ports of his Catholic M jefly, than thofe they paid

BE it known to all and every one whom it may con- 
cern. The augufl Emperor of the Romans, Charles 
VI. King of Spain, Hungary and Bohemia, Archduke of 
Auftria, Duke of BurguiKly, &c. and the moil ferene and 
moil potent Prince George, by the Grace of God, King 
of Great Britain^ Frnce axtd Ireland, Duke of BrunfwicK 
aad Luaoiburgh^EleQor of theHoljRom;an Empire, &c. 

leaving 
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having rdlectetl on the eminent advantages v%'hich were 
derived from the fnicere and conftant union oi their 
prcdccefibrs, and therefore confidering the more attentively 
the circumllances of the prcfent time, they applied their 
minds to the renewing of the fame for the common g^d* 
Whereupon, by the blelling of God, concerting coun- 
fels, they hftve agreed in form upon a treaty and mutual 
alliance' confiftinf^ oi the ioilowiiiir articles, 

I. That tlicre be between his abovementioncd Imperial

II. 1 hat the d^ fi^Mi and Ciid of this defenfivc alii incc be 
no other than mutually to defend each other, and to pre- 
fer vcthemfc Ives in the pofl'cfiion of thckingdoms, provinces 
and rights^ in the condition they now are, which either of 
ti^m aduali) has and enjoys ; if therefore it (hall hap- 
pen, that the one or the other of thefe allies fhall be hoftlle- 
ly invaded or molcfted by any j^ovv'er, it is agr'.cJ, thuL the 
honour, dignity, as :\\\o the kingdoms, provinces, and 
lights abovementioncd, which that ally poiiefTcs in any pait 
oi Europe fit the time of this alliance, or which during the 
iame they fhall by mutual confent acquire, lhali with com- 
mon aid and afSftance by lantl and by fea, be preferred, 
defended and maintained inviolable, againft all aggreflbrs 
uhatlocvtT ; and likewife that a juit latistactioa Ihall be 
procured for any injury which fhall hi^ppen to be done. 

III. For obtaining this wholefome end, in the aforeiaid 
cafe of any hortile invafion, the party attacked ilhallQOfity 
the fame to his ally, who ihall ufe all his endeavours with 
the aggreflbr, to induce hitn to abftain without delay from 
farther hoftility, to make due fatisfaftion for the damage 
done, and lhali take care for the iuiure fecurity oi iin 
ally. 

1V» If this fair means do not fucceed within the fpacc 
of two months, affiftance fhall immediately be fent by the

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V. The fucconrs, which when this cafe happens,, are to 
be furniihcd by the allies, fliaU be as follows : On the 
part of his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, twelve thou« 

fand men, that is to fay, eight thoiiland toot, and four thou- 
Tand horfe. And on the part of his fxcved royal Majefty of 
Great Britain, as many thoufand men ; that is to 
fay, eight thoufaod foot, and four thoufand horle. 
But if the nature of the war Ihould require rather 
maritiiiie fuccours, in whole or in parr, the ally fhall be 
obliged to furnifli, inftcacl ol il..^ land forces, fo many 
{hips of war as fliall be ctjiial in expence to the fa id num- 
ber of men : So like wife in cafe greater fucconrs, cither of 
land or fea forces^ ihould be neceflary, the allies fhall with- 
out delay come to an agreement about them^ and /how aa 
amicable difpofition on both fides. 

VI. It is agreed, thai no other prince or iX)\Vci fhnll be 
invited or admitted into this alliance, unlefs by the unani- 
mous and mutual confentof the allies, and in fuchmaaaer 
as fl^; 11 he ftipulated and agreed between them. 

Vil. But whereas nothing is more deiired by either ally^ 
than, this treaty being made, to fecure by mutual aflliftance 
the CQii.u.c/n. ficty, and prLll-rvc inviolable the public 
peace; and there being no doubt but the might)^ States 
General of the United rrovIiRcs of the Netherlands are 
difpofed moft readily to aiSil and promote, by their ac- 
ceffioD^ fo ufcful and fo neceiTary a work» it is therefore 
. tiow thought fit rtot only willingly to admit the faid 3tates 
General into this prefent : I Ti sncc, but to invite ihem ami- 
cably without dclav, to enter into it.

WHEREAS it is the principal fcopeand intention of 
the treaty of alliance concluded the laft year be- 
tween bis facred Imperial and royal Catholic Majefty 
and his coyal Majefty of Great Britain^ that the union 
and friendfliip betwixt their faid Majefties niay be bound 
ia the clolell LrigagcaiLnis that ai"c poflibk, Liiui that on 
rvery occafion tliat offers they nnv mutually promote each 
oiher's interefts, and may faithfully and lincerely fecure 
ihemfeives againii all enemies whatfocver : and whereas, 
llnce the conclufion of the faid alliance^ t^any of his Bri* 
tannic Majcfiy's rebel fubjeds have come into federal

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Jin<l the Indtes, was concluded and figned by Mtoifters Pic* 

nipuLL-ntiarics impowercd with luiFiciciu uLiihority on both 
fides, nt Madrid on the ^4 dav of the month^c^ Ma)'" l^ll, 
ia the torm and words following : 

After a long war, which hadafflidkedalmoftall Europe, 
tnd bad produced diimal efieds, it appearing that the con- 
tinoance of it would create yet tuore, it was agreed with 
the Queen of Great Britain of glorious memorf, to put a 
flop to it, by a goou ana luiccic peace; and m order to 
render it lirta and folid, and to maintain the union be- 
tween the two nations, it was- determined that the Aliiento 
iat turniihing our Weft Indies with Negroes, Ihould for the 
future, and during the time expreflid in the treaty of A^Ti- 
ento, be on the accompt of ihe royal company of Eng- 
land ; which faid company having thereupon made fcvc- 
lal iC[)rcr€ntutiQns to us by the Mir/ifler of Great Britain, 
after thcv hnd made the fame to the Kinc; their mailer,

His Maj^fty being willing to*give the King of Great 
Britain new proofs of his friendihip, and to corroborate the 
union and good correlpondencc between the two nations, 
has declared, and declares, that the fair (hall be held re- 
gularly every ye^r, either in Peru, or in New Spain, and 
that notice fliali be given to the cotutof England of the 
exaA time when the Flota or Galleons will fail for the In* 
dies, to the end the company |Tiay at the fame time di& 
patch the fl^iip granted by his Catholic Majefty ; and ia 
cafe the Floca and Galleons lhall not depart from Cadiz 
before the month of June expires, the faid company fhali 
be allowed to fend away their (hip, giving notice of the

The laid company has alio reprcfentcd, that the num* 
bcr and price of Negroes to be bought in Africa being 
tticert^in % and as thejr muft be purchalcd with goods^ 
with money, the quaHtitjr of iherdhandt ze to be car* 
lied to that country cannot be exaftfy fettkd ; and it be- 
ing improper to run any hazard oi liaving too frw goods 
for that trade, it may happen that there wif ! be an overplus : 
-vt'herefore the iaid company defirc that the goods which 
lhali remain uftdiipofed of in exchange for the Negroes, 
hiay be carried to the indies, otherwife their flioOld be ob* 
liged to caft them into the fea ; fof obtaining this the faid 
cortipany <5fftr, fof the greater feeurity, to dcpofit the faid 
goods which il^all remain overplus, in the firft port belong- 
ing^ to his Catholic Majefty which their fhip fhall reach, 
and in the King's warehoufes, to take the fame on board 
again when the (hip ihall be on her return to Europe. 

As to the article, importing that the overplus goods 
which fliall not be diipofcd of in purchafing Negroes, and

II. And forafmuch as it is known by experience, that 
the near abode of the perfon, whoii^ the life-time of King 
James n. did take upon him the title of Prince of 
Wales, and fince the death of the faid King has taken the 
tick of King of Great Britain, may excite commotions 
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Znd troubles in Great Britain, and the dominions de- 
pending thereon, it is agreed upon and dcrfrmined, that 
his nnolt fcrcne Majefty the motiChriftian King do oblige 
lumiclfi by the imtem treaty, to engage the faidperfon to 
ctefmit out of the comttry ot Avisnon, and tso go and cake 
lip Ma refidence on die other fide of -the Alps, immedU 
atcly after the figning of the treaty, and before the ex- 
change of the ratirications.

ney, arms, annmunition, niiiitary ftores, fhips, foidiers,

empire on the other part. To the cod that the great dif-i 
piicesp and the €vil» arifii^ fromtbem* may be timely ob«< 
viatMrd's, k is agited- that the ftates and duchies at prefent 
poffeffed by the grand Duke of Tufcaoy, and Duke of 
i^arma and Placentia aforefaid, fliall in time to c jmc be 
held and acknowledged by all the contrndllng powers a3 
undoubcf d male fiet& ol the Ho^y Roman £m])ire. Hi9 
Imperial Majefty on his part doth confent by himfelf a^ 
bead af the empire^ that whenever it ihaU happen that the 
iaid duchies ihall He open for want of heirs male, th<| 
firfl-born Ion of ihe faid queen of Spain, and his uefcen- 
dents, being males, born in lawful matrimony ; and in de- 
fault of them the fecond born, or other the younger ions 
of the faid queen, if any ihall be bornj together with their 
mak deCcendentSy born in lawful marria^, lhall in likp 
manner fucceed to all the provinces afore£id« To which 
end it being necelTary that the consent of the empire be 
alio given, his Imperial Majefty will ufc all his endeavours

idand Elba, which he actually pofl&flet therein ; and fliall

his terruorics. 

It IS moreover aereed to, and provided by folemn coo* 
traAy that none of the aforefatd duchiea or domnimi9t 
at any time, or in any cafe, may of ought tobe pofleft by 
a prince, who at the ftme time holds the kingdom of Spain ; 
and that no king of Spain c:in ever take upon him the 
guardianlhip 01 that prince, or may be allowed to excrcifc 
the lame. 

Lailly it is agreed, and thereto all and fingular theparties 
contracting have equally bound themftlves, that it never 
lhall be allowed during the lives of theprrfent poficflbrs of 
the duchies of Tufcany and Parma, or of their male fuc- 

• ceflbrs, that any forces of any country vvhatfoevcr, whether 
their own or hired, fh-jil cither by the emperor, the king 
of Spain and France, or even by the prince appointed, as 
above, to the fucceffion, be introduced into the provinces 

* and lands of the faid duchies ; nor lhall any of them place 
^ny garrifen in the cities^ ports, towns, or fortrefles there* 
2b fituated* 

Bui the faid fon of the queen of Spain, appointed by 
this trcaiy to the fncceflion of the great duke ot Tufciny 
and the duF:c ol l^arina and Placcntia, may be more 
fuiiy fccured againil all events, and may more certainly 
■depend on the execnt'on of the fucceffion pfomiAd him ; 
and likewife that the fief, confiitut^ aa above, may remain 
inviolable to the Emperor and empire ; it is agreed on both 
Tides, that aarrifons, not exceeding however the nun. bet 
of 6,ooo men, which lhall be put into the principal towns 
thereof, viz. Lcf^horii, Porto Ferrnro, P.irnia, and Pla- 
cenrta, be taken trom among the Swifs Cantons, which 
Cantons are for this puqxsfe ro be payed by the three con- 
trading powers, who have taken U|H>n them the part of 
mediators* And the faid garrtibns are therein to be con- 
tinued till the cafe ofthe faid fucceffion fliall happen, when 
•they ihall bs obliged to deliver the towns to the faid prince 
appointed the fuccellion, ^cvertheleis wiiiiouc any 
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troul^Ie or charge to the prefcnt pofleffors, and their fiic* 
celTors be males, to whom likewife the faid garri?ons arc to 
take an oath ot fidelity, and are to aflumc to themfclv€$ 
no other ainhorlty thm only the guacd of the citiei oooa^ 
mitted to ikeii cbirge. 

But whcreav this beneficial work may be looger delayed 
than is convenient, before an agreement can be made With 
the Swifs Cantons about the nunibcr, pay, and manner of 
eftablilliing luch a force; his facred royal Britannic Ma- 
jefty out of bis fmgular zeal for tbe faid work^ and tbe 
public traDquilliry, imd foe the earlier obtaining the ead 
propc^edy will not id the mcao time refufe to lend his own 
forces for the nfe abovementioned, if the reft of the cofl* 
ti acting powers think good, till the forces to be raifcd ia 
the Swifs Cantons can caJce upon them the guarti ai^i cuf- 
tody of the faid cities. 

VI. His Catholic Maiefty, to teltify his fiocere incU-- 
nattan for tKe public tnmquillitjr, doth confiukt to all chiogr 
hereafter mentioBedy with regard xm what is fettled about 

the kingdoiii of Sitih' for ihc advantage of his Imperial 
Majefty, and doth renounce for hinilclt, his heirs and fuc- 
celibrs male and female, the right of rcverfion of ti^t 
icingdoiD to the crown of Spaioi which he exprelsly re* 
ierved to himfelf by the iniChrument of ceffion dattd the 
loth of June 1713. Out of love to the public good he 
moreover departs from the faid aft of the loth of June 
J 7 13, as far as is ncccfl iry, as likewife from the iixth 
article of the treaty of Utrecht betwixt hinjfelf and his- 
toyai higbnefs the Duke of &ivoy, as iikcwile in ^ueral 
. ^om every thing that may oppoie the retroceifion^ di& 
pofition aod* perniutatioii of tlie abovenniemiooed kihg* 
dom of Sicily by this prefcnt treaty eftablilhed. On con- 
dition nevcrthclefs that the right of rcverfion of the illand 
nnd kuiL^dom of Sardinia to the Liiu crown may be yielded 
and allowed to him, as hcrealter in the iecond article of the 
conventions between hia iacred Imperial Majcily and the 
King of Sicily is farther explained, 

VII* The Emperor and the Catholic King mutually 
promife and bind themkUcs to a rLcij^rocal dclence and 
guaranty of all the kingdoms and paviaccs which they 
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poMy or die poftte wli^^ 
to ifem b7 vktue of the prefent treaty. 

VIII. His Imp erial Majefty and his royal Catholic 
Majcfty fhall iiiinu?tliurch- after exchange of the ratifica-* 
tions of thefe preleot conventions* put in execution ail 
and every the coiiditkms therein compreiiended, and that 
wieb»di« fpaceof two moociw u tbr f«theft, and the in-

It is farther agreed, that in the treaty of peace particu-

Art. I. Whereas the ceffion of Sicily, hr the treaties 

of Utrecht to the home of Savoy, being folely made for 
tendering; that pence foHH, -incl not on the account of any 
ti^bt the King of %cily had thereto, has been io far from 
lirstiging about the end propofed, that, as a)t Europe cail 
wimdsy it has rather prowl the great obftacle which bin* 
Amd the Em^pemr from acceding to the fai4 ttesties, in* 
afiTiuch as the feparatk>n of thelcindoms of Naples and 
Sicily, fo long ufed to remain nnder the fame dominioa 
and to be calkd by the name of Both the Sicilies, has not 
enly been louiui oppoiite to the common intcrefts and mu- 
taaX prcfervation of both ksfigdomS} bot likcwife to th^ 
rejpofe of oil Italyy being conftaotly produdive of nev^ 
etmmotloiis, while nettber the ancient intercourfc and 
mutual relation between the two nations can be dcilroyed, 
nor the inrercds of the diifcrent princes can be cafiiy re- 
conciled : for this rcafon it is that the princes, who tirft 
made the Utrecht treaties, have thought it lawful for them 
cfveiltwichoot the conient of the parties concerned^ toabro* 
race that ode aiticle of tbofe treaties which regards the 
kingdom of Sicily, and is not any principal part of 
the laid trciit} , toundiiig themfclves chiefly upon thefc 
reafons \ that the prefent treaty will receive its incrcafe and 
completion from the Emperor's renunciation ; and that by, 
the eiK€hftage<rf Sicily for Sardinia, the wars which threaten 
Italy may be prevented, inafmuch as the EmpcroMnight 
lighcfoliy Kimck %city» which he neter yet renounced, and 
which fince the infiraftioii of the nentraHty of Italy by the 
feizure oi Sardinia, he niiy right fully rcccjvcr by force of 
arms : befides that the King of Sicily may become pofTeffed 
©f • a certain and durable dominion bv the benefit of io 
folemn a treaty with his Imperial Mc^jefty, and guarantied 
by the chief princes of £ufope» Being moved therefore 
by fo great reafimt they have agreed that the King of Sid-- 
ty ihall reftorq to his- Iinpcri*! Majefty the ifland and 
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luDgdom of Sicily wi(h all iu dependencies and a[fp£t^ 
dages in the Itate wherein they^ i)ow.are* immediately, of 
in two niontht at the farthcft from the exchange of the ra- 
tifications of the prefent treaty. And he fliall in tavour 
of the Eiiipcror, his heirs, and fuccetibrs of both fexes, 
renounce all rights niid pretcnnons wharfuever to th - faid 
kingdom^ as well tor himfclt as his heirs and fucceitbrs, 
male aad female ; the reverfion thereof to the crown of 
Spain being entirely taken away* i 

IL In return his Imperial Majefty ftiali yield to tlie 
King of Sicily iliw iiLincl and kingdom of Sardinia, in the 
' fame condiuon wherein he iliail receive it from the Ca* 
iholic King, and fliall renounce all rights and mterefts 
in the faid kingdom lor himfelf, his heirs and fucceffors 
of both iexeSy in favour of the King of Sicily^ bis heirs and 
fiicceiTors^ that be may hereafter perpetually poflfeis the 
fame with a title of a kingdom, and all other honours aiv* 
nexcd to the royal dignity in the fame n^ianncr as he pof* 
fcifcd the kini^dom of Sicily ; oi"! condition nevertheleft 
that the reverfion of the faid kingdom of Sardinia fliall be 
refcrved to the crown of Spain, whenever it may happen 
tbat the Kins; of Sicily Iball be without heitfs male, aad-all 
the houfe of Savoy lha4 likcwife be dellitute of heirs male^ 
But in the fame manner aUogcihcr as the faid reverfion 
was fetikd and ordained for the kingdom of Sicilv bv 
the treaties of Utrecht, and bv the nil of cefiioa in pur- 
fuan:c thereof nude l)y the Kinp; of Spain. 

III. His Imperial MajcUy iluii confirm to the Kingo£ 
Sicily all the ccilions m^^de to him by the treaty (igned at 

. Turin the 8th day of November 1 703, as well of chat 
pnrt of the d.uchy of Montferrat, as of the provinces, 
ciiics, towns, callles, finds, places, rights, and revenues 
of the llate of Rlilan, which he now doth poflefs, in the 
manner wherein he nctuaiiy doth poilefs them; and ha 
will ilipulate for himfelf, his defcendents, and fucceffors^ 
that he never will diilurb him^ bis heirs^ or fiiccefiorsy in 
• pofleffion aforesaid : on condition neverthelefs that all 
other claims and pretenfions which he may polRbly make 
jn virtue of the fliid trcui) ihall be and remain void. 

IV. iiis inijxriai M.gcfty fhali acknowledge the right 

of the K.iQg of iiidiyi md hii houiie (o iucaecd immediately 
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to the kingdom of Spain ^nd of the Indies, in cafe of the 

failure of King Philip V. and his pofterky, in manner as is 
fettled by the renunciations of the Catholic King, the 
Duke of Berry, and the Duke of Oiicans, and by the 
treaties of Utrecht; and his Imperial Majelly lhall pro* 
tnife as well for himfelf as for his fucceflbrs and defcen-* 
deutSy that at no time he will direftly or indtreftl) oppbfe, 
or any way afl; contrary to the fame. It is declared ne* 
Verthelefs that no prince of the honfe of Savoy who fliall 
fncceed to the crown of Spain, may poll r Is at the fame 
time any province or dominion on the continent of Italy, 
and that in fuch cafe thofe provinces fhall devolve to the* 
collateral princes of that houfe who ihall fucceed theretii 
one after another according to the proximity of blood. 

V. His Imperial Majefty and tlie Ki np; of Sicily fliall. 
give mutual guaranties for all the kingdoins and provinces 
which they actually poilefs in Italy^ or which ihall accrue 
to them by virFiie of this prefent treatv. 
" VI. His Imperial Majefly and the King of Sicily imme<^ 
diately after the csrchangc of the ratifications of thefe con- 
v^ndons fliali put in exccudon all and every the condiiions 
therein contained, and that within the Ipace of two months 
at the farthejtt ; and the inllruments of the ratifications of 
the faid conventions fliail be exchanged at London wlthia 
two months from the dzy of figning, or fooner if poiSble.. 
-And immediately after the previous execution of the faid 
.conditions, their ^inifters and Pk nipotentiarlcs^ by them 
to be named, fliall, in the place of congrcfs they fliall 
agree upon, with all fpeed Icvcrally fettle the other points 
of their particular peace^ under the mediation of the three 
cpntra^ing powers. 

His abovenamed Imperial -and Catholic Majefty be- 
ing extremely inclined to promote the peace piopuled, 
and to avert the dreadful calamities of war, and out of hi^ 
fincere defire to fettle an uniycrfal pacific;Kion, h ith ac- 
cepted the afore-nicntioncd conventions, and all and fia«» 
gular the articles thereof, and hereby dpth accept the fame^ 
aM accordingly has entered into a particular treaty With 
the three powers abovelaid on the following conditions. 

Art. I. That there be end remain between his facred

11. 1 he treaties made at Utrecht and Badeo ifaali tcmain 
in their fuU ftrength and force, and fliail be a part of tbia 
treaty, thofe. articles excepted, from which k has hen 
judged for the public good to depart ; as likewife tbofe 
articles oi the Utrecht treaties excepted, which were aho- 
lifhed by the treaty of Baden. 1 he treaty of alliance made 
at Weftnunfler the 25th day of May 1716, between his fa* 
cred Impcrta) and Catholic Majeity, and his iacredKoyal 
Majefty of Great Britain, as likewife the treaty made at 
the Hague the 4tfa day of January 1 7 1 7, between the king 
of Great Britain and t: e moft Chriltian King, and the 
States General of the UrateU Provinces, ihall neverchekfr 
leoiaiD in full force in every particubr. 

IlL His facred Britannic Majefty, as likewife his fa* 
^red mod Chriftian Majci[ly,aiid the Lords the Suttes Ge« 
neral of the UnitedNetherUnds^ do covenant for themlelvef 
Ibeir heirs and fucccffors, that they never will direOly or 
indiredtly difturb his iaLi\.d lin[Krial aad Catholic Ma^ 
jefty, his heirs and fucccfLbrs, in any of his kingdom?, do* 
miiMons, and provinces, which he pollcfies by virtue of the 
treaties of Utrecht and Baden, or which he {hall gain pof* 
feffion of by virtue of this prefent treaty* On the contrary 
they both will and ought to defend and guarantee pto 
vinces, kingdoms, and jurifdidtons, which henow pofleies, 
or which fliall accrue to liuu in virtue of this tieaiy, as well 
in Germany as in the Netherlands and in Italy, and they 
promife that they lhall defend the faid kingdoms and pro-

Or 
hereafter fhall be by him declared rebels, and in cafe anf- 
fucb fliallbe found in their kingdoms, provinces, or domi-

IV. On the other hand his facred Imperial' and Catho- 
lic Majefty, his facied royal Britannic Majelly, and 
the States General of the United Provinces, promife for 
their.fclvcs, their heirs and fucceffors, that they never wiil^ 
dir«<^ly or indiredly, diflurb hiaiacrcd moft CbrilUan Ma- 
jtily in any of his don^ntons to the crown of Franoe maw 
belonging, Oo the oontrary they will and ought to guard 
and defend the fame againft all and Angular who may at- 
tempt to invade them io a hoflile manner, and in that cafe 
they will and ought to furnifli fuch fuccours as his mod 
Cbridian Majefiy Sk^li waat^ as accordii^ a& hereafter ia 
agreed upon^ 

His facred Imperial and Catholic Majeftyt his facred 
royal Majefty of Grreat Britain, and the Lords the Smes 

General, do likewife promife and oblige themfelves that 
they will and ought to maintain^ guarantee, and defend 
the rio-ht iiicceflion in the kino'dom of France, accord- 
ing to the tenor of the treaties made at Utrecht the ixth 
day of AprU 1713, obliging th^m&lvea to ftand^^by the 
laid fttcceffion plainly according to the form of the re^ 
nunciation made by the king of Spain the 5th day of No- 
vember 1 712, and by a folemn att accepted iu the gene- . 
ral afleniMy of the Hates of Spain the 9th day of the 
month and year aforefaid, whieii thereupon paiTed into a 
law the 18th of March 1713, and lafliy was eftabliflied 
and fctckd by the treaties of Utrecht ; and this they ihaD 
perform againft all perfons whatlqever who may prefumc 
to difturb the order of the faid fucceilion in^contradidlion 
to the previous adts and treaties lubfcqucat thereon. * 
To which ti)d they fhali furnilh the fuccours, according t^

his rojral Britannic Majelty^ and the Scaces General^ 
do Itkewffc proriiife that they will not at any time give 
CT grant any proteftion or refuge in their dominions to 
tbeiubjefts of. his royal moft Chriftian Majefty, who ac- 
tually are, or hereafter fhall be declared rebe ls ; and in 
cafe any fuch fliall be found in their kingdoms, provinces, 
and dominir-ns, they fliall command them to depart the 
fame within the fpacc gt eight days aiitec application made 
hy the faid king. 

V. His facred Imperial royal and Catholic Majcfiy, 
as^alfo his royal moft Chriftian Majefty^ and the States 
General of the United Provinces do bind Lhemfelves, their 
htirs, and fuciicfibrs, to maintain and guarantee the fuc* 
ceflion in the kingdom of Great Britain, as eftablilhed by 
the laws of that kingdom in the houte of his Britannic 
Majefty now reigning, as likewife to defend all the do* 
minions. and provinces pofled'ed by his Majefly. And 
they fliall not give or grant any proteftion or refuge in 
any pan of their dominions to the perfon, or his defcen- 
dents, if he fliould have any, who during the life of 
James il. took on him the title of Prince ot Wales, and 
fince the death of that king, a (fumed the royal title of 
King of Great Britain* Proniifing alike for themfelvc^^ 
their heirs, and fucceifors, that they will not ^ve to tbft 
faid perfon <jr his defccndents, direftly or indtreftiy, by 
feaor by land, any fuccour, council or afliftance \vhauoevcr| 
either in monev, arms, military ftorcs, fliips, foldiers, 
mariners, or any other manner whatfotver. The. fame 
they ihall obfcrvc with regard to thofe who may be ordered 
or commiffioned by the laid ^perfon or his defccndents, to 
difturb the govcirnciient of hts Britannic Majefty, or the 
ti a:u|uillity of his kingdom, whether by open war or clan-^ 
defline confpiracies, by raifing fcditions and rebellions, or 
by excrcifing piracy on . his Britannic Majtfly*s fuhjedts. 
In which lail cafe his Imperial and royal Catholic Ma* 
jc^ly doth piowie^ that be wiU in no wife allow that there 
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be any receptack granted to fuch piratcsi in bU ports la 
the Netherlands.

perial and royal Catholic Majeftf, of his facred royal moft 
Chriftian Mujcily, or of the Lords the Srr.res General, • 
Lallly, . his Imperial and royal Catholic Majefty, his fa* 
cred royal aioH Chrifttan Majeftyj, and the Lords theSutcf 
Genemi oblige theiilfeliresy that they, never will giv< any 
refuge, or protection, in any part ot thdr dominions, to 
fuch of his Britannic Majelly's fubje^^s as adually are, , 
or hereafrer dial I be declared rebels ; and in cafe any liicll 
(ball be found in any of their kingdoms provinces^ or do- • 
mintonSj they, ihali command tiiem, within eight days 
after application made by the faid King, to depart out of 
their territories.

Vlll. The princes and ftates upon whom the contrac-v 
ttng powers fhall unanimoufly agfec, may accede to this 
treaty ; and the Kin^ of Portugal by name. 

This treaty fliall be approved and rat fitd h^; th'^ir Tm- 
perial, Britannic, and n^oft Chr ftian Maje-fi: es, and by 
the high and mighty Lords the Scales General of the 
United Provinces, and the ioftruments of ratification fhall 
be exchanged at London, and reciprocally delivered'with- 
in two months, or fooner, if polGble.

Wher only one of the two Kings aforefaid who have 
not ^ et conlenred to ihc cci.jiLi of peace to be iTiade 
"With his Imperial Majttly fliall accept them, he iikewJ;;,- 
fhail join himJeif with the four contrafting powers, to 
compel hiui that lhall jefulc the fa d conditions, and fhall 
furj)iih his quota of fiiccours according to the diltribution " 
to be nnadc thercii] on. 

V. If the C:r!iolic King cut of regard to the public 
good, and a ptrUiarion that an exch^.n^^e of the kingdoms 
of Sicily and Sardinia is ncci flary for the maintenance of 
the general peace, ihall agree tliereto, and embrace the 
conditions of peace to be made with the Emperor as above; 
and on the other hand, if the King of Sardinia (haH rejeft 
fuch an exchange, and perfjil in retaining Sicily ; in iliat 
cafe the King oi Spain fhall reflore Sardinia to the Em- 
perur, who (faving his fupreme dominion over it) fhall 
put the fame into the cuRody of the molt ferene King of

VL But in cafe the King of Sardinia lhall ponlenc to 
the faid exchange, and the Kinp^ of Spain fhall rcfufe, in 
tiiis calc die Emperor, being aided by the fuccours of the 
reft of the contraftors, fliall attack Sardinia, with which 
fuccours they on their part promife to furniih him as the 
Emperor pi'omifes on his part, that he will not lay dowa " 
his arms till he (hall have pofleficd himfelf of the whole 
kingdom of Sardinia, which immediately after fuch pof- 
feflion he fhall give up to the King of Sardinia. 

VII. But if both the K*ngs of Spain and Sardinia fhall 
oppofe the exchange of Sicily and Sardinia, the Emperor, 
together with the fuccours of the allies, fhall, in the firft 
place attack Sicily, and having reduced it, he lhall turn 
his arms againil Sardinia with fuch a number of forces^ 
befides the fuccours of the ali.es, as he ihall judp;e necef- 
fary for both expeditions : and, having likewifc reduced 
Sardinia, his Imperial Majefty fliall comnait the cuflody

VIII. la cafe ihe Catholic K'ng and theiKing of Sar- 
dinia, or either of thencij fhall refufe to accept anjd execute 
the abovcfaid conditions of peace to them propofed, and 
for that reafoh the four contrafting powers (hould be eo n- 
pelled to proceed againd them, ui either of thcin, by open 
force; it is exprefsly coveaanied, that the Emperor (what 
progrefs ioever his arms may make againlt the iaid two

SOME of the articles of the barrier treaty, amcloded 
oft the 1 5th of November, 17 1 5, between his Impe- 
rial and Catholic Majefty, his Majt'lly the King of Great 
Britain, and the Lords the States General of the United 
Provinces, being impofTibk to be porformed^ by reafon 
of certain difficulties that have occurred { and hia Majefty 
the King of Great Britain^ and their High Mightineffes, be- 
ing alike defirous to remove thofe dilRculties by the n^^oft 
agreenhlc methods, in order to attain to ihc \ "cw propoftd 
by the laid treaty, and the better to eftabiifli the founda- 
tions of a folid friendlhip and a good underftanding, to 
which all the parties are inclinedj bis imperial and Catho- 
lic

Wigbolt vander Does, Lord of iNortwyck, ul die order of 
the nobility of lif^llan'i and Weft Friefland, Hii^h Bailiff 
anJ>Pykegrave of Rhynlandj Anthony Hcinfius, Counfellor 
Penfionary, Keeper of the Great Seal, and Superintendant of 
the Fiefts of the Province of Holland and Weftfriefland i 
Adrian Vehers, lace E<?hevin, fenator and penfionary of 
the towa of Middleburg in. Zealand ; Gerard Godart Taats 
van Amerongen, Canon of the Chapier of Sr. John at 
U'-^^c^r, ATT^f^ r in the Council of Subfidics, conftitating 
the Chief Member of the States of the province of Utrecht, 
Grand Huntfman of the Taid province, and Affcffijr in the 
Couiicd of the Heenirades of the r.v^i ol Leckj Danckcr 
de Kempcnaar, Stnacor of the town of Harlingen, in Frief- 
land; Everard Roufe, Burgomailer of DcVcater in .Ove- 
ryiiel;'and Eger Tamminga, Lord in Zceryp, Enum, 
Leerumus and Zandr, all refptaivcly Deputies in our Af- 
fembly on the part of the States of Guelderland, He Hand, 
4r)d Weft FiicUacJ, OveryficI i^ad Groaingenj and the Oin- 
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tnclands % who by vfrt«e of their refpeftive full powers, af- 
ter having held kvcral conferences together^ b%ve agreed 
fs fbllow$ : 

I, Whereas {cveral difficulties lunre arlien with rcfpe^ 
to the ijth artick of die faid treaty of Barrier, which 

relates to the fecurity of the frontiers, aitd the extending: 
of the limits of their High Mightiheflcs in r iandtrs, fruai 
whence inconveniencies may anfc, which all the parties are 
defirous to prevent, it is agreed to fubiUtute the jprcicat 
article in the|>lace of the faid 17th art'ck. 

His Imperial 'and Catholic Majefty agrees and ap^ 
j)roves, that for the future the boundaries of the States 
General in Flanders fliall begin at the fra to the N. W. of 
'the fort of St. raiil, now utinoli(hed, which his Majefty 
.yields to them together with ten rods of land, each rod 
'<:o»fi&ing of 14 feet round the ditch of ibe counterfcarp^ 
to the weft atid fouth fides ; and a ftraight line fhall be drawn 
from the dyke which is to the fouth of the faid fort, marked 
by the letter A on the map wiiich has been formed and 
figned by all the parties, through the polder called Hafe- 
gras^ as far as where it joins to the dyke of Crommendyke, 
marked pafiing along by a ditch on the weft^Qde of the 
.laid demolilhed dyke, and from thence to the canal tailed 
Neeuwgedhelft marked C, and froiti thence totheNeeuw- 
^gcdhelft Dryhocck marked C; from whence the new li- 
mits fhall rim al )ng a watercourie and ditch, marked IX, 
as far as to the line marked F, which watercourfe and 
ditch (hall remain to his Majefty. From the letter F they 
fhall be continued alon^ the faid line beyond the toll-houfe 
of his Imperial and Catholic Majcfly, marked G, in an 
angle where it fliall enter the dvke ag*«in, and run througii 
the liitle.polder level with a ditch as far as the waterfall of 
the black ftuicei and continued on the top of a redoubt 
, or travcrfe, which is upon the dyke beyond the two canals 
of Saute and Souce, marked near the fort of St. Do- 
nat, which his Imperial and Catholic Majefty yields in 
.full fovereignt^ and propriety ro the States General, toge- 
' ther with the foverei^ntv of the land firuate to the north ot 
the line, marked as above ^ provided that the gates of the 
fluices of the faid fort be, and continue taken down in 
' time of peace, and that the proprietors be permitted to finlc 
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tTie threfliolds level wicli thtt of the black Iluice, and Co in- 
fpe& them as often as they think necelTary, to the end tfaac 
in time of peace the water may always have a free current 
to the lea* 

iMom the faid poll the new limits fhall return back 
along the foot of the dyke, towards the polder, called the 
World's End, and frorn thence along the kadykc^aa icia 
fet down in the map, as far as the anticnt boundaries^ to 
the cut in the dyke^ which ctofes the creek of Lapfchare^ 
marked I ; and the bind on the north fide of the line ihall 
belong to their J Iigh Mightineflcs in fovcreignty. 

From thence the old limits fliall be continued as far as 
the Barbara polder, at which place the new limits ihali 
enter and begin at the foot of the dyke mooing Jilong 
that polder, and the X^raine pokier^ to the kng ftneco 
marked K) and from thence in a ftraighc line ak>ng the faid 
ftreet to the dyke which goes Uoiu Eouckho'jce, to the 
harbour of Bouckhoute, marked ; and irom thence^. ' 
they (ball enter into the Chapel polder, and oontinue ia 
a ftraight line to an angle <xf the GraQanfdyke, marked 
M ; and from thence along the dyke as far as the Rfid 
polden 

His TnM^crial and Cadiolic Majefby yields to their High 
M'9;htinciics in tuli iovereigntv the Rarbary polder, Lau- 
raine polder. Chapel polder, and the lied polder, except 
what is refervcd by the line aboire drawn in the Chapd 
*and the Laorain<i polders, which lhail remain to his Impe*^ 
rial and Catholic Majefty. 

Their High MighiinelTes permit the owners of the 
fiuices of Bouckhoute to replace them where they were 
before, and that the laid iluices may have their curccnta 
diredlly to the fen, n<; they had before the late war. 

Their Hi^h MightiaclTes ihall. be permitted in time it 
war, when ic is neccilarffor the defence and fecurity of 
their fronti(-rs, to occupy and fortify the neceilary poib in 
the Graf Janfdykc and Zydl!ngid\ ke. 

As to the towns of Sas van Ghent, the limits iluU be ex- 
tended to the diftaoce of two-thirds of two geometrical 
' miles round the town, beginning at the angles of the baf- 
tioAs^ which fliall terminate on the fide towards Zelfau^ 

, Qj^ at 
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- And for the prefervation of the lower Schflde, and for 
^ the fake of the coQimunicacion between Dutch BrabaoC 
«nd FlaoderSt his Imperial and Catholic Majeftjr 9ves up 
ID Che Smn Geoend the t'M and cntke fovcfctgnty of tte 
viUftgt and poldrf of Doel^ at alfo the pokkrs of St 
Anne aud Kttcniflfei provided ncvLiLlitkls diat the ter- 
ritory of their High Mightincfics fliall not extend between 
the forts of the Pearl and Lkfkeaihoeck, farther than the 
midwp.y between the two forts. 

' His idipcrfal and Catholic Majefly^ as (bon as the i3ar- 
rier (hail be attacked, or a war begun, (hall deliver op the 

guard ot fui i Pearl to their Fligh Mightincffes ; on con» 
dition neverthelefs, that as Toon as fuch war is at an end, 
they ihall reilore the laid fort Prari to his Imperial and 
Catholic Majcfty^ together with thrpods they fliall have 
in that time taken pofieffioii df, on the Grafjanfdyke and 
Zydlingfdyke. 

Their High MightineHls promife moreover, that if upon 
-occahon of giving up to them fome fluicesj ^ whereof the in- 
habitants of the A uiirian Flanders ihail retain the free in 
tin^eof peace) they (hould fuficr any damage or pr^udice^ 
either from the oomnnandera or other ntiiitary officers^ tht 
Scates General will not 00I7 remedy it imniediately, but 
likewife make fatisfaition to thofc concerned* 
• And becaufe, from this new fit u anon of the limits, 
there will be a neceffity of changing the toll-houies to pre- 
*vent frauds, wherein his Imperial and Catholic Majefiy 
and their High MightindSrs are eqaaUjr mterefiad I otbar 
places for eftablifhing the faid toU-houlea ftiail be agreed 
on, as well as the fariiier prccauiioas that it fhali be thought 
convenient to take. 

It (hali- moreover be Itipulatedt that a juft valuation 
ibaU be made, in three months time, of the revenues which 
the fovereign receives from the laada that ihall be yklded 
up CO their High Mightinefica by this arride^ as alfo what 
have arilcn to the fovereign by the renc v. ing ol the ^ijarits on 
• - the foot they have been agreed to for thirty years pall, 10 be 
dedu&ed and ftruck off from the annual lubfidy of 500,000 
crowns I but the payment of the faid fubfidy (hall (loc be re- 
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carded by reafon of the fiiid valoatiofi) which lands fliaU 
not be charged widi any taxes cnore than what they now . 
contribute in the public aflrflmtnts, according to^be rate 

they are valued at. 

The Roman Catholic relfrrion (hull be prcierved and 
maintained in the places abovementioned, in the fame 
manner and with the fame fFeedom of public exercife as 
* now; and to the fanne extent as this freedom was ftipulated 
by the i8th article of the barrier ueaty. 

The proprietors of the lands and other eftates fituatc 
wiihln the limits of the laid ct iTi Oiall retain the enjoy- 
ment of the fame, in full poliefiion and propriety, with all 
the prerogatives and rights thereunto annexed^none referved 
nor excepted ; and (hall moreover be cor«^inoed panicutar 
lords of the faid lands and eftates, and maintamed in the 
peaceful propriety and poircfiion of the jiUiluxtions apper- 
taining to theni, in ail the (iec^ees of high, mean, and low 
jurifdiftion as they have enjoyed tlie fame hitherto. 

The fort of Rodenhuyfcn fhall be demolillied, and. the 
difputes touching the canal of Bruges (hall be referred to 
the dectiion of neotral arbitrators, to be chofen on both 
lidcs i provided never'jjclefsj that by giving up of the tort 
of St, Dor, at, thole of the tov.n of Sluvs lliall not have 
more right upon that canal than they had before this cefiioik 

In conlequence of rhe ccfnons included in this article^ 
their High Mightinefies defift their pretentions to all other 
lands and places which wcw? yielded to them by the f7th 
article of the bairier treaty, which fnali i^iv/din as they 
did before iinder the dominion of his ImperiaA and Catho- 
lic Majelly. ' 

II. Whereas his Imperial and Cat4iolic Maje(i:jr pr<v 
mifed by the 19th article of the barrier treaty, to cau(e.t» 
be paid to the States General the Sum of 500,000 crowm 

a year, amounting tv) 1,250,000 rlonns of Hollano, at the 
terms fpecified by the faid treaty, in corifideraiifiQ of the 

freat charges and extraordinary expences to which the 
.ords the States General are tndifpenfably obliged as well 
for maintaining the great- numbc»r of troops which thef 
are obliged by the faid treaty to keep in the towns and 
places of the idid barrier, as fur iupporting tht gre it charge 

abfuiutcly aec€ifary for the maintenaace and reparation of 
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the fortilkntion of tlie laid places, and for fupplyuig them ' 
with ammunition and proviiions. 

And his Majefty dcfires that his promife may be pone- 
tually executed acoording; to the tenor of the faid I9tb ar- 
l3cle» having for that end (hewn theirHighMfgbttneffi» the 
difficulties and inconveniences that might ariie in tl*e per- 
formance of the faid article, as alio of the feparate article 
of the faid treaty, with regard to the aflignmcnt n^ade upon 
the fublidics of the province of Brabant and FhiKkrs, and 
the quarters, diftri^ and chatellanies therein mentioned^ 
for the fum-of 640^000 florins of Holland. 

His Imperial and Catholic Majefty and the Lords the 
States General have agreed upon unuilier reparation, and 
upon an'jihcr fprcial mortgage, which fliall be lubUicuted 
in the place of the faid mortgages and alfignnients, upoo 
the fubfidies of the provinces of Brabant aad Flanders, 
over and above the general mortgage upon all the reve- 
nues of the Auftrian Netherlands lUpuUted by the faid 
treaty. 

Namely, that his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, for 
the better fecuring and facilitating the payment of the faid 
fubiidy of 500^000 crowns, or 1,250,00 fli^rins Dutch 
money per annum, afTigns a Turn ot ^00,000 florina, or 
290,000 crowns, in lieu of the fum of 610,000 ih ; ins af- 
felTed upon the countries, cities, chateiLives, and depcrn- 
dcucies, made over again by France, the revenues of whxh 
confifls in the aids and fubfidies payable by the faid towns ; 
and cfaatellanies, in the duties of the four members. of Flan* ! 
ders, and other duties of domains, in that called the four 1 

I'aLars })ar Bonnier, and other taxe^ for the fortiiications, ! 
the ranll>m of thole called Contires Militaries^ ttnd in the 
emoluments and other gratuities, which were paid at the , 
time that the faid towns and chatellanies were in the power 
of France, to the intendancs, governors, and other officers 
oh the eftablifliment in the phces ; and that he does this 
for all cfic duLies and imports in general, which their High 
Mightiiiclfes have enjoyed hitherto in the whole or in pare, 
without any exception whatfcever. ' 

On condition that no diminution or alteratioor be made 
in tton to the prgudioe td the faid M(n rgage. 
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The awardiflg of the in m of the faid duties of thefoul^ 
members of Flanders (hjdi be made in public to the high- 
^ bidders; provided neY^hitkrs,^ that in cafe of infol* 
vency of the farmers and their lecurities, his Imperial and 

Catholic Majefty ftiall make good die dchc cocy out of 
the other branches and revenues of the towns and cha- 
tclianies abovementioned, or ouc oi his denicfnes ia di^ . 
other Auftrian Netherlands, as far as amounu to the fyai' 
of 706,009 florios a year. 

And when any abatement is Iblicited, by which the re« 
venues ot die laid rurm, or or the aids and odiiT duties 
and imports above fpccified, may not be luliicient to pro- 
dace the entire lum of 700,000 flqrins, it (hall not bye, 
granted till provifion be made for the n\id abatement, 
ibme other fufficient way to their fatisfadlion. 

His Imperial and Catholic Majeily aHlgns and makes 
over , the reniaijiing ^^o.c^^o llorins of iiullar,d, or 
aio^ooo crowns uuon all the revenues of the rolls 
above mentioned, ariiing from the duties of jmportatioa 
and exportation paid in the Auftrian Netiierlands, which 
are oiily eng ged by way of fubfidy to their High Migh-« 
ttoeflts for their levies of Money on ieveral occalions; 
or for aaauitics in the couiiLr\» and the like cutaiu 
charges. 

Namely, the loll-houics, of Bruflels, Burgherout, Tir* 
kment, Charleroy, Mons, Aeth, Beaumont, Courtray^i 
Ypres, Tournay/ Newport, of the province of Luxem*^ 
burg, and that of. Mechlin, (hall generally and feverally 

be mortgaged for the lad lum of^ 550,090 florin?. 

And for the better ftcurity and payment of the fai4 
fum his Majedy engages, by the way of a fubGdiary and 
fypplcmentai fund« the fum of 25Q>oco Dutch florins 
per aontun, out of the firft and deareft revenue from the 
duties of import and export of Ghent, Bruges, and Oftend | 
promifing that they fliall be entirely paid in five years, 
out of what remains in arrear of the principal aud in- 
lereft of 1,040,600 florins, whiob- were raifed-upon thofc 
three toll-houfcs in 1710. % 

His Majefty likewife promires that ao alteration £baU 
be made in the duties of import and eicpoc^ which may 

^+ • ' ^^^^^ 
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'eflcn the revenue thereof to the prejudice of tbe inoit* 

And if Mnjefty in prncefs of time judges it neceflf^ry 
to make my alteration in the levy of the faid iluiics, by 
which they may happen to be dirriniflied, luch akeraticn 
ihall not be eftabliflied till a fufficieot fund is appropri- 
ated to make good furh deficiency, 

■ His Imperii! and Catholic Majefly doth by this con- 
vention command the receiver ntral of h;s Mnjefty 's 
finances, and him that (ball be eltablilbed to preiide in 
chief in the countries made over again, that by virtue of 
thefe prefents, and according to a copy here<rf; they pay 
every three months, computing from the firft of this in- 
ftant December, J / 18, to the receiver general of the States 
General, in thofe couiurics that are made over again, in 
fuch coin, or fuch money as is received at the colT-houfes 
,«nd at iiis Majefty's general receiving office, an ex^A 
quarter part of the fum of 280,000 crowns, or 700,000 
Dutch florins; and to t^e receiver general of his ma- 
jefty*s fin:^nr^R in the cltv of Antwerp, to pa\' alfo an ex- 
ad; fourth part of the remaining fum of 550,000 fiorins, or 
S20,ooo crowns, without ihtytng for- any other order or af- 
fignment; thefe prefents being to fcrvc inftead of an crdcr 
or aflignmcnr, both now and hereafter, the Taid payments 
fhall be allowed them in their account with Wis Imperial 
and Catholic Majeity, as much as if tbey bad made them 
to himfelf. 

As for the arrears of the faid fubfidy of 500,000 cro^s, 
or 1,250,000 florins of Holland per annum, to have ac- 
crued from tlie 15th of November 1715, the day on which 
the barrier treaty was figned, on the laft day of November 
laft, it IS agreed^ for avoiding all manner of dtfpute touch* 
ing the produce in that time,* of the revenues of the towns 
ttod chatelhnies made over again by France, which have 
not amounted to above 300,000 crowns per annum, all 
charges deduft^d, as their High Migtine(res have (hewn 
by eitimates thereof, which they have caufed- to be drawn 
and communicarcd, and which have been examined by 
-one of the commiffioners of hi$ Imperial and Catholic 
"Mar fly's finances, and alfo for putting an end to the dif- 

jpuic^ that have ^xika on account of the Aon-performaiice 
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of certain ankles of the faid treaty, with regard to the 
pay of the faid arrears (rf the 15th of Noveaiber 1715,* 
to the 6r& of January, 17189 which on the part of the. 
States are caft up at above 400,000 crowns \ their High 
Mtghtinefles will be content to take for all thefe arrears, 
from the 15th of Novembtfr 1715, to the faid firft of Ja- 
! nuary 1718, 200,000 mwns, or 500,000 iloiins of Hoi* 
laod, payable by 20,000 crowns a year, till the fum total 
I is dilchai^d ; provided that the entire fubfidy be paid to. 
thein from the beginning of the prefent year, in manned 
following. 

Namely, that the arrears of the firft eight months of tl:e 
pvcfcnt year, amounting to the fnm of 333,333 florins, 
fix fous, eigbc denicrs of HoUand money fliali be paid 
in the fame manner by 20,000 crowns a year in part of pay«* 
mcfit, * as is aforefaid, immediately afrer the payment oC 
the faid arrears of the preceding years. 

For lecuring the payment of both the one and the other, 
his Imperial and Catholic Majcfty engag<js, and makes 
over by way of fpecial mortgage, the duties of import and 
export of the toU houfes of Gbent^ Bruges, and Oftend, 
over and above, and without prejudice to the fubiidiarf 
engagement of the faid toll- houfes few the fum of 250,000 
Dutch florins a year, (lipulated by theprefent convention. 

For the greater fecurity whereof, the admin lilrators ge- 
neral of the duties of import and export, lhaU, by the 
bond which they give for the yearly payment of 550,000 
Dutch florins, during the fix years of their adminiftration, 
charge themfelves with the payment of the fix firft portions 
or terms of the faid arrears ; and after the expiration of 
the term of their contrad:, or receipt, the reft fhall be paid 
by quarter parts by the new adqnmifiraiors, or by thofis 
who (hall then have the regio and receipt of the faid du^ 
lies at Ghent, Bruges, and Oftcnd, after the manner and 
under the engagements ftipuiatcd for fccuring the payment 
of the 550,000 fl(;rins. 

The lurpius, or the three months remaining of the nr- 
r^ars of the pr fent year, amounting to the fum of 125,000 
Dutch fiorins (hall be paid in 1720 ; his Imperial and Ca- 
thoUc Majcfty patticidarly appropriating for the paymeac 

thereof^ 
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tlicrcof, the rtvtnue of the towns and chatcllanlcs made 

over again by Francf, over and abovL, and without pre- 
judice to the np[ ronriation the 700,000 florios a yc«ur^ 
made by this convention. 

Their High MigbtinelTtrs (hall enjoy the revenues of the 
eouncries made over again to the Uft day of laft November, 
and (hall be at liberty to proceed by way of exccutioa 
for the recovery of the arrears of the revenues of the 
fa id towns and charellanits, that arc and may become due 
to the lail day of lalt November and for this purpo& la 
make ufe of the fame methods of execution' againR thq 
States (the ecclefiaftics excepted) magiftrates, towns and 
chatcHanies, farmers and others as they have ftipulated, 
for the recovery of the 700,000 florins a year, affigned 
upon the faid revenues, and may alio niake life of the fame 
method with regard to the 125,000 ilorios which are mad« 
.^ver to them, conformably to the foregoing article. 

And whereas his faid Majefty has put his duties of im^ 
port and export into adminiftration and diredtion, and 
bound the adminillrators general or direftors of the faid 
duties, to -pay a fixed fum yearlv for the improvement of 
bis Majefty 's finances^ the adminiftjrators ^neral or direc<« 
fors of the faid duties, (hall enti^r into an obligation, under, 
a voluntary condemnation, which (ball be^ decreed by thq 
grand council of Mechlin, and by ihofe of Brabant anci 
Flanders, to pay every three months during the time of 
their adminiftration the faid fourth part of the fum of 
550,000 ^florins of Holland, to the receiver general of Ui^ . 
United PjrovihceSf or his order, as is faid x and thepic^ 
lent article (ball fuiHce for the difeharge of the faid mttim 
niftrators or direftors, w}t?h the acquittance of the faid iCn 
ceiver general of the United Provinces. 

The laid adminiftrators general, or dircftors^ (hall oblige 
themtelves by the fame a6i, (o pay off, by equal payments 
in five years, what remains to paid to the Sta&es G^ie* 
ral of the faid 1,040,625 floriiis, railed in 1710 upon th^ 
toii-hoLiks of Ghent, Bruges, and OilcnJ, with i:!:e in- 
tereflis that fliall accrue every \ ear to the end, that when 
the Bve years are expired, the faid loU-houfes may be ^ 
tirely difchargcd from the faid levy.

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And on the failure of the payment, after the manner 
above llipulated, as well of the fums of the fubfijy of 
5QO,ooo crowns, or i>250,qoo Dutch florins, as of the 
faid money raifed upon the toll-houfes, the Lords the 
Scaces General fnay proceed to n^ethods of coinpuliion and 
execution even by way of violence againft the receiver, 
general of his Majelly'^ haanccs, and againd the receiver 
j qt the countries yielded back again, who fhali be both rc- 
I fponfibk and liable to an execunon, for the particular and 
lubaltern receivers of tbe funds affigoed to theirirefpe&ive 
provinces i if cither the receivers general, or the others, 
divert any part of their general or particular receipt to 
the prejudice of what is contained in the pre- fen t co.ivrr.- 
tion : provided however, that this article Ihali nut take place 
agaiait the receiver general of the finances^ but in caie of 
{ the imnagement of tbe duties of import and export* 
i His Majcfty grants the fame power to I r'ng an rxeca- 
tlon, as well againil the toll-houlcs, engaged p; evic ufly by' 
fpecial mortgage, as againft the loll-hcules en^gcd lub- 
fidiarily on failure of the fornier, and againd the funds of 
tbe faid country made over again, as alfo againtUhe States 
except the eccleAaftics,' and againft the magift'rates of 
the towns and ch.i[clianies of the laid country, yielded back 
i again, if they make an\ iVriiple or too lon<i; del.iy*i in ai- 
: lefluig and furniihing the impoils, which they arc obliged 
] 10 raife for his Imperial and Catholic Miijefty* 

. And this execution a^aiofl: the faid Stace5, excepting; the 
clergy, and againft the faid magiftrates, Hvall be made in 
, the name, and on the part of his Majefty, and in the 
ufual manner; his Majelty for this end authonfing the go- 
vernors of the barrier towns who have taken an oath to hlm^ 
and fubje&ing the faid States thereto, (except the'ctergy) 
and the faid magiftrates, by virtue of the prefent convcn- 
lic-n, as well as the fuid funds, as thoie were luhjt<ltcd to it 
vhich were fpecially mortgaged and afll-ned for the re- 
ipeCtive fums of the faid lubUdy by ibc 19th article, , and 
the feparate article of the barrier treaty. 

The officers of juftice, to whom it fhall appertai/i 
fliall be obliged to give the neceflary afliftance of their of* 
fice, when thofc who bring the wrir^ ihac fiiall bi- cr^itrt d 
iHued in favour of their High MightinclTes^ againft the 
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admin i (Ira tors of his Maicfty's duties of import and export, 
as, well as againft their aflbcinter, (hall have recourfc to 
tbcm, in order to proceed to the execution of the fdid 
writSy according to the received ufage of the tribunals 
from whence cbey are difpatched^ in the fame manner 
as they are ufed to execute the fentences which the na- 
tives and other inhabitants of the Auftrian Netherlands 
obtain there. And as to the Slates of the Netherlands 
jielded back again, (the ecclefiaftics esccepted) magi^ 
Srates, toil-houfes and fiinds, execution may be iflUcd 
^atnft them in the manner as is aereed by the bairier treaty. 
And finally, befides the orcfcr which (liall be g'ven 
by his MajeRy to the governor general of the Ar.ilrian 
NLchcrland5;, the prefcnt convention fliall ferve inilead of 
a ipccial ai>d irreNrocable ordclr and inilrudtion, for him 
•nd his future fucceflbrs, in purfuance of which they ihall 
perform and caufe to be periformed what is ftipulaced by 
the prefent convention ; and are exprefsly forbid not to 
divert, or fuftcr to be diverted by the council of ftate and 
the finances, by the director general of the finances, 
or by any other pcrlon whatfoever, any fum of the 
revenues abovementioned of the faid towns and cha- - 
tellanies, nor of the fatd adminiftratiop, management and 
receipt of the duties of import and export, fur any occafion 
whatfoever, though never fo material and urgent, unlcis 
of what fhall remain after the payment of the faid quar- 
ters; which payment (hall not be retarded, much lefs re- 
. fufed under colour of compenfations, liquidations^ or 
other pretences of what name or nature foever they be : 
in confequence of which, their High MightihelTes the 
States General renounce, and entirely give up, by virtue 
of the prefent convention, every ailion and mortgage 
which bad been ilipulated by the 19th article of the bar* 
rier treaty^ and its feparate article, againft the provinces 
of Brabant and Flanders, their jurifdifHons, chatellanies, 
the feven quarters of Antwerp, and againft the Staits aad 
receivers oi the provinces. 

III. The arrears due of the intereft of the fums raifed 
upon the revenue of the pofts in the Auftrian Nether- 
lands being very conBderabk, his Imperial and Catbdic 
Mi^cny promifes and engages to remedy ir^*.by caufing

entire payment to be mndc boih ot the interefl: anil principal 
■as ibon asjpofiible ; and till this is perf^Tmcd, his Imperial 
and Catholic Majcfty will give very llr.tt orders that the 
revenue of the pofts may be employed conformably to the 
bonds, and that .na pare of it be diverted to the prejudioc 

of their contents. 

IV. The Lonis the States General having made con- 
fiderable advances towards paying oS the interefl of the 
monies levied, as fpeciiied in the barrier treaty, it has bcea 
agreed and concluded, that the fum of ^05,011 florins, it 
fous and 10 deniers, which his Chtholic Majefty owes to 
their High MightinclTes, according to the liquidation fet- 
tled on this day the 2 2d of December 1718, lhall be paid 
oif by equal portions of 20,000 crowns or 50,000 Dutck 
florins a year, to commence immediately after the fix years 
-of the prefenc general adminiftration of the duties of import 
and export-, his Imperial and Catholic Majefly engaging 
the fa id duties in i iandfr<^ as they are now railed, and as 
they (hall continue to be railed after the end of the Wid 
general admtntilration, for paying off the faid fqm oC 
705,011 florins, 18 fous and x8 deniers, by way of fpecial 
mortgage : and till the fame is cfirftnally paid off, he (hall 
caufe intcrell to be paid for the laid ium, or that pare of it 
which fhall remain unpaid, at the rate of two and a half 
per cent, per annum. 

In order to facilitate the payment of the faid interefl: of 
two and a half per cent, per annum, their High Mighti- 
neilcs coi.feni laaL it be compared by the double canon 
of 8oo,coo fi ;rini; per annum, raif^d upon the revenues 
of the proviiice of Namur, and iubfidianly upon thofe of 
the mayoralty and province of Luxcmburgtk ; on-condition 
that the faid double cancn be continued proportionably to 
the time that the rcimburfcment of the faid ,000 flo- 
rins (hall be retarded by the faid dim ni;tion. 

V. To put an end to the differences touclung the artil- 
lery and the magazines of war> rnd particularly concern- 
ing the propriety of thofe of Venlo, St» Michael and Ste^ 
venfwaert, places yielded to the States General by the 
treaty of b.uucr, his Imperial and Caihoiic Majefly 
gives up all claim to the faid arc.lltry and magazines, on 

condition that their High MightincHiiS r(^cede, as they do 
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by the prcfcot convention, from ihc demand of the money 
due to chem, in purfuance of the bO: paffcd at Antwerp 
the Joth of January 1716, by the Count de Konigfegg, 
•Plenipotentiary of his Imperial and Catholic Majefty took 
for thr powder, ball, and other ammunition which the 
commiifioiiers ot his Imperui and Catholic Majefty 
took for his accompr, agreeable to the fn'd adt, and to 
lifts ligned by the laid commilConers, which amount in 
value to above 100,000 florinj; : but hj8 Imperial and Ca^ 
liiKiliL IMjjcity i.aukcs no tiuiin on account of the pu\vJ<r 
and amniuiiition belonrrinp; to France, wliich was found 
at the reduflion of Antwerp, Mechlin, Ghent, and other 
]placc^ of the Auftrian Netherlands. 
• VI. The States General immediately after the estchan^ 
cf, the ratifications of the prefcnt convention, fliall remit 
to his Imperial and Catholic Majclly the polTcfiion and 
enjoyment of, all the towns, chatellanics, diftncls and ju- 
Fildidions made over again by France, according to the 
tenor of the fiill article of the barrier treatjr. And his 
Imperial and Cathalic Majefly ihall likcwtie remit to 
their High Mighiineifcs, immediately after the exchange 
of the faid ratifications, the polTcflion of the land and pol- 
ders which he has yielded to them in Flanders by the tirft 
article of this convcntiom 

VIL The barrier trrat) , and its feparate article of the 
I5ih of November 17 15, (hall ly^ coniirmcd by dick pre- 
sents, in all and every of its articles. 

VllL Forafniuch as for the greater feciirity and better 
pcribrmance of the barrier treaty, his Britannic Majcfly 
has cbnSrmed and guarantied the faid treaty, fo his faid 
Majefty doth promife and engage to confirm and gua- 
rantee the prclcnt convention, as he doth cgiiiirai and 
guarantee it by this article. 

IX. The prefent treaty (hall be ratified and appjroved 
' bv his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, by his Bntannic 
Majerty^ and by the Lords the States General of the 
"Umted i'uvinccs, and the ratifications fhall be exchanged 
in ii.^ weeks, or fooner if poOible, after the day of its 
being figned. 

In^witnefs whereof, we the Ambaffadors and Plenipo- 
tentiaries of his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, ^d of

BE it known by thcfe prefents : whereas the trouble^ 
of the North, which began without the holy Romaa 
empire^ did likewife in courfe of time infeft fome of the 
provinces depending on tfie fatd empire^ and afccf wards 

penetrated as far as the circle of Lower Saxony, which 
was the reafon that the mod illuftrious and moil potent 
Prince and Lord, George King of Great Britain, France^ 
and Ireland, Defender of theFaicb, Duke of Bruniwick and 
LunenburghyArch-creafurerand EleAorof the holv Roman 
Knripire, as Duke and EkAor of Brunfwick and' Lunen- 
burgh, was involved in the war-, the moft illuflrious and 
moft: potent Princefs Ulrica Elconora, QLieeri of Sweden, 
the Goths and Vandals, Great Duchefs of Finland, Duchefs 
of Schonen, Efthonia^ Livonia, Carelia, Bremen, Ver- 
den; Stetin^ Pomerania, CafiUbiat andVadalina, Prioceis 
of Rugen, Lady of Ingria and Wifmar, Countefs PaldcinC 
of the Rhine ind Bavaria, Duchefs of Juliers, Cleves, and 
Berg, Landgravine and Hereditary Pnaccfs of Heiff, 
Princefs of Hirchsfcld, Countefs of Catzenellebogen, Dictz, 
Ziegenhain, Nidda, and Schaumbourg, &'c. and his faid 
Britannic Majefty have with a Chrifttan and laudable in-» 
tention, conddered by what meafures chry might not only 
prevent greater misfomincs, and the ruin of coLinrr es and 
nations being occafioiud by fuch a war, but cnrcfiv to 
Itftore peace and tranquillity between their faid Majeilies, 
and to edablifh and renew the good harmony and mutual 
linderftanding between the two parties. For this end the 
moft illuftrious and moft potent prince and Lord Lewis XV. 
the moll Chriftian King of Frarxc anwl Navarre, employed 
. bi3 gQod offices and mediation by the noble Lord James 
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de Campredon, his miriiilcr rcfiding at the Svvedifli court 5 
and a preliminary treaty of peace was actually agreed 05 
betwen their faid Majeftis, which was concluded at Stock- 
holm the ix of July l%ft, in which was ItipulaCed thH 
peace vfliould be fonnaliy concluded betwixt them on the 
foot of the faid treaty, and that a foiemn inftrument 
ftiould be drawn up for that purpofe, for the advancing 
and perfefting a work fo dcfirable and falurary, the ple- 
nipotentiary mmiftcrs on both (ides being vcftcd with fuffi* 
cient full powers, have, in the name of God, entered into a 
coftfcrrence, rh. on the part of her Swcdilh majefty, 
the Count Guftavus Croniiiciir,, knator of her majelly 
and the kingdom, prefident of the royal chancerv, and 
chancellor the academy at Upfal ; the Count Charks 
Gu(tavu6 Ducker, fenator of her majefty and the kingdom^ 
vdttisarlhal and.coaaftUor of war; the Count Guftavus 
Adam Taube, fenator of her majefty and the kingdom^ 
and srovernor of Stockholm : the Count Mapnus de la Gar- 
die, fenator of her majefty and the kingdom, and prefi- 
dent of the college of commerce; and the Baron Daniel 
Nicholaa de Hopken, fecretary of ftafie to her Swcdiflft ' 
Majefty ; and on tne part of his Baitionick Majeftf , as difto 
andeleftorof Brunfwick and Lunenburgh, his plenipoten- 
tiary, minifter and colonel, Adolphus Frederick dc Baiie* 
witz I who have agreed ta the following arcicks: 

L A hifting an4 fincere peace and friendlhip fliall be 
eftabliflied and confirmed by thefe preients between his

part, and his Britannick Majefty as duke and eledlor of 
Brunfwick Lunenburgh, and nis ducal and electoral houie 
on t-he other part, both fiiall fiocereljr and conftantly 
do every thing iin their power for ftrragthening the bands 
of union and confidence between therh as much as poffible; 
and ail hoftilities and warlike proceedings of the one part 
againil the other (hall entirely ceafe from this imie. 

II. There ihali alio be on both ikies a perpetual ob*' 
livlon and amnefty of whatever the one has comnutced 
hoftilely againft the other, of what nature focver the stAton 
was, in fuch manner that nothing done by either party, or 
by their fubj^its, lhall be correds or revenged, but every 
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thing (hall hf thtk prefeots be aboliibed« atid'for em

III. As lo ha S wed iih Ivlijefty, by virtp.e of the prtlin j- 
narv treaty of fieace concluded July t4 i/ig, w:th Irs 
Britaanick Majeily, as duke and ckdor ot Branfwick 
and Lunenburg, did then yieki, fo (he does by virtue 
of thefe prdentt t^ain yield for .berfelf, the kingdom of 
Sweden, and her iucceflbrs and defceiidants, to his Bri- 
tjenick Majcfty^ as duke and clcdlor ox i^runiwick and 
L until burgh, and his luccfflbrs iur tvtr, the due hits of 
Bremen and Vcrden, picnu jure, with all their rights and 
dependencies, in the fam^ manner as fkok duchies were 
among .others appropriated, according to the Xth article 
of the treaty of peace at Olnaburgh> dated the H Oftober 
1648, and as the kings and kingdom of Sweden have fince 
that time pollcifecl, do now pufflels, or ought to have poi- 
leilcd the faid duchies, witii their rights, appendages and 
appurtenances, without any exception s and principally the. 
JUS. pigDoris of the bail ywtck and town of VUAiaufen^ 
wixh all its rights and dependencies, which was formerly 
in the hands of the el^or of Brxinfwick ; in fuch man- 
ner, ho\ycver, that no demand lliali be formed upon her 
mnjcily or the kin«zdoni of Sweden for any engagements 
wjth which the fame are, or may be incumbered, either 
now or hereafter: giving up the v/hc{c together, and every 
particular thereof now and for ever, with the fame pre- - 
f[^^tives as* her Swcdifl> M»jefty and her predeceflTors in 
the gc^vernment, as well as ihe kingdf ni of Swca n, had 
poflclTrd them, without any diminution or rerervacion ?.g 
alio without exception of any rights inteiline or foreign,, 
to keep and pol&fs them, in propriety, without any dif- 
pure, hindrance or interruption oii the part of her Swedi& 
Jv^jijefty, or her fucceflbrs; yielding up, and renouncing 
by tbelc prcfeius i*. iavour ot his laid KiiLannick i\Iajeftv,

IV. His Britannick Majefty, as duke and flexor of . 

Brunfwick and Lur.enburgh, does as well fur himielf as his.

I of the faid duciii<s of Bremen and Verden, and all places* 
I that do or may depend thereon, no peribn; osGcepttd^ and 
' can(e<|uently to every one of them, to marntaan and defend 
their ]uftly acq ^.i vd liberties, eftates, rights and priviv . 
l^rges, in general and particular, in the famcmanner ; as the 
laid ftates, fubjefts and inhabitants enjoyed and poflefied

And in caic that e.ehcr the one or the other is not yet 
a6lually confiniu d in the expecTl'ativfs of certain prebends 
oi the chapter ot Hamburg, granted by the former kiogs 
of Sweden, or bought of others, . fuch expeAatives, ac- 
cording to their rights and origin, ihall remain entire ; in 
fuch mtniier neverthelefs, that for liie future "when a va- 
cancy kappens, no body Oiall be preferred to thoie who ar« 
the bearers of them. 

V, The redudion and liquidation eftabliflied every 
mhat by the preceding goiremment of Sweden, having 
given occafion to many grievances of the fubjefts and in- 
habitants, the late king of Sweden, of gbrious nmnory, 
in juilicc to the caufe was determined 10 give a iecunty 
by lettefs patent, that in cafe aiiy of the fubifcts could 
prove, that any ellate juitiy belonging to them had been

has been again confirnned to ihem fmce by their laft aflcm- 
bly of the 30th of May laft. 

It k theiefore agreed and< ftipulated by thefe prefents, 
between the two contradling ibvo-eigns, that the ceflton 
made of the duchies of Bremen and Verden by the afore* 
laid third article of the faid trtraty, {hall nut prejudice 
' the rights and juft pretenfions of the fubjefts and inhabi- 
tants of the faid duchies, or their heirs, living intra vci 
extra territorlum ; but the fame fliall be maintained by his 
Brttuick Majefty, as eledior of Brupfwick and Lunen^ 
burg, to all intents and purpofes in the fame manner as 
thty arc now by her Swedifli Majcfty, and as they may be 
certified now or hereafter. 

VI. In like manner, purfuant to what is flipnlated by 
the feoond article concerning the amnefty, the eftates, 
houfcs and properties of any perfon whatiot^r, who had 
been put untkr'arreft by reafon of the war, (hall be re- 
ilortd and returned to the lawful proprietors, whether they 
iive intra vei-extra tcrritorium.

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VII. Keverthdefs, all ncgbciations aftually mide in the 
fatd dwAics, and during the Swedilh regency, publico no- 

iiiine, till liic 111 d cluuii cs were invaded by his Danifli ^ 
Majdily, by reaion of the debts and farn^iS which were levied 
aad carried into the ro\'a] chett, and the Sums put into it 
by the faid rcgaicy-, (hall reniain In full force, in fuch 
manner that the creditors, and thofe who have legal bonds* 
in coniequence of their loans of mane)% and mortgages 
truly furrendered, fhall enjoy the Lontradls which they have 
in their hands, and the cngagcrntints included therein, till - 
by virciic of their contra<^ts they are quite expired, and 
their monies advanced arc all paid *, at which, time the . 
cftatcs^ and houfcs fituate or belonging in and to the faid 
duchies, fo engaged to the fatd creditors fhall become the 
property of his Britannick Majtfty, as duke and eleftor of - 
Brunfwick and Lunenburo^ and his Ibccellbrs, and fhall be 
incorporated in his chamber. But the ftates fliall be 
obliged to pay every thing negociaced upon the bonds and 
fecurky of <the faid ftates. 

VIII. His Britannick Majefty promifeth by thefe pre* 
fents, not only as k ng, but ailb as duke and eledor of 
Brunfwick and Lunenbnrji, to renew from henceforth 
with her Majefty, and the kingdom of Sweden, the ftricb 
alliances and treaties of friendifaip heretofore eftabliflicd 
with the predecellbrs of her majefty and the kingdom of 
Sweden, as well as the guarantees, which by virtue of the 
treaty of peace concluded between the allies of the North, 
or by that which may be concluded hereafter, fliall be ap- 
plied to the advantage of the ducal houfe of Hoiileia 
Gotcorp^ and to regulate the fame according to the preienc 
junfture of affairs. 

Moreover his Brit^nick Majefty, as duke anid eleftor 
.of Brunfwich, engages to pay at Hamburgh to her S weclini 
Majefty the fum of a million of rix dollars, in new and , 
valid pieces of fingle and double marks or drittels, accord- 
ing to the allay of Leip&c in the year 2690, of which 
each fine mark of iilver was worth twelve current dollars. 
And it is fettled, that one-third of the faid fum, vhs. 
^33i333t dollars fhall be paid at Hamburgh to her ' 
Swcdifli Majefty upon her receipts, before the fignmg of 
this inftrumcnt of peace, which (hall accordingly remain 
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in force ; and the reft of the faid million of rix dollars (hall 
be paid i pccd ily, and without fail ac Hamburgh -all at once, 
upon 'proper afTignments and acquittances, in five or fix 

weeks tiaic alLci Uic cAunau^c ol inc iataic*iiion oi: this - 
treaty of peace. 

IX. The treaty of Wcilpbalia, except where it is al- 
tered by this treaty, or otberwife where it may be altered 
by treaties that may be concluded in the North, (hall re- 
main in its'fuU force and efficacy ; and the two contr^ing 
fovercigns engage themfelvts icveially to do every thing 
that fliall be judged neccffary for the obiervatioa of the 
laid treaty of Wcllphil'^i. 

X. The two cofttrading fovereigns referve to thcm- 
fcrlves by th's article to demand and accept his Imperial 
Majc^ fly's guarantee for this treaty, and that of other 
powers, according to the circumftance of affairs. 

XI. The rat.iications of this peace fliali be difparched 
in two months time at farthcft, and exchanged one with 
the other here at Stockholm. 

XII. In witnefs of the above, two copies, both of one 
and the fame tenor, have been made, which have been 
iigned and lealed by the plenipotentiaries of the two con- 
trailing lovereigns, of which one has been given to each 
|)art} . Done at Stockholm, the 20th of November, 17 19*

XIV. But thj j rcrogatives n e/iiioncd in the beginnincr' 
of the twelfth aruclr, as [^r.inred by either of the cqnfc-' 
derates to the (hips ot the other in his harbours, (hall in 
no wife be indulged to the eneniies of the other. Nor. 
IhiiU it be lawful for the fubjcft^ of either of the confe^* 
derates, to afiift the enemies of the other confedrate ta 
liis incjavcaiwuc^ and dctiiment, or to Icive them either* 
as foldiers or mariners bv Tea or l:^nd, and- therefore they ^ 
fliall be laid under the icvcrcit prohibition. 

XY. The prefent tceaty made between the moft fcrene 
monarchs of Sweden and Grc|t . Britain, (hall not dero- 
gate in the leaft from the regalities, rights and dominion of 
her facred royal majefty of Sweden in the Baltick, nor 
from thofe of his'lacred ro^al Hiajefty of Great Britain^ 
in thofe cornmonly called the Britifh Seasj but hmh of the 
confederates (hall hereafter preferye and enjoy all t'u' pre- 
rogatives and privileges above mentioned, with all things, 
depending thereon^, as they have poflefled them hitherto^ 
freely and withouf any * caviK ^ Which enjoyment of all 

things 
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things as aforefaid mu& be uo«krftood on both fides, kf^- 
ing this prefent treaty* 

aVI. After the confcderste required as afore&id, hath 

fent his auxiliaries, or dtfchsfged his obligatioB according 
to the laws of treaties, it is neccflary that prr>\ ifion be made 
in like manner for him and his fecurity j and Lherefore it is 
j^greed <m both fides, that the confederate who fends forces 
to the odher confederate at his requeft, (hall always be re- 
ptited as an auxiliary, and not to involved m the war for 
fending l uch affiftance; nor (hall any .treaty of peace or 
truce be entered into, nor any fufpenfion of r.nns concluded 
for a confiderable time, which may be hurtful to the other 
confederate, without including and lecuring him that fent 
fuch afltftance. But if he fiiould be involved in open war 
with the aggreflbr, or any other whomfoever^ by reafon 
of his fending fuccours, then neither ftall condefcend to 
agree to any preliminaries, or to any general treaty witli 
the enemy or enemies, without the confent and council of 
ihc other, but alt things fliail be aded and treated with 
mutual help,' commxmication and counfel, till moft ample 
provifion is made with common confent, for the fuffictettc 
fecurity and due fatisfaftion of both conffedcratcs. Above 
all, it fliall be by no means lawful for that ally who is firft 
engaged in the war, to make peace, before the other ally, 
who by virtue of this treaty has fent help to his ally, ftiall 
have ample fatisfaftion made him for any daipage from 
the enemv, and be folly reftorcd at leaft to his fernter 
ftate, which he was in pofleflion of, or had a juft title to 
before the war began, in cafe that his (late and condition 
lhall>have fuffercd any diminution in the progrcls of 

war« 

XVII. This condition is exprefiUy added to the former, 
concerning fending help at the requeft of his ally* * That 

* if it happens that cither of the confederate kings, 

* ther be of whom help is required, or he who rc- 

♦ quires it, Ihould be engaged in war againfl a common 
« oiemy, or be molefted by any other neighbouring king, 
« prince or ftate, in his oivn kingdoms or provinces, (lo 
« that he of whom it is required may juftly account fuch 
^ mokftation for a real war) to the averting <rf which he 

• that Kquirt^s help might other wilc by virtue of this treaty 
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' be obliged himfelf to fend auxilttcies, thco the ^hct 

^ aliy fo molcfted, if any auxiliary forces were fent at the 
' requcll of the other ally before the invailon, may after 
three months notification recall them to his own and hif» 

* kingdom's defeocc, and whire he is prclfed with iuch ui- 
^ vafion, he fliall not be obliged to fend the promifed fuo 
' cours, as happened heretofore during the' war vhi<;h 
' continued fo many years betwixt the Crown of Great 

* Britain and the moft Chriitian Kin<y. And although 

* that treaty of 1700, which fhall be reckoned as the bails 
^ of this, was entered into upon this condition^ and this 
^ which is concluded even now, ought to be explained ia 
' that manner hereafter, nevertheleis his (acred royal mm^ 
' jcfty of Great Britain, in order to give the moft fignal 
' tokens of his friendfliip to the crowii of Sweden, engages, 

* pro kac vice, that the prefent war between the crowns of 
^ Great Britain and Spain, lhall by no means hinder her 

* royal majefty of Swedeo from obtaining the aids adtually 
^ (lipulated by this treaty, or from enjoying and being 
^ fupported by the fame, till the peace is happily reftored, 
' viz. the fubfidies and fquadron of men of war, pro* 
^ miled in the Vlllth and IXth articles, till a peace was 
^ reilored with the Czar of Mufcovy : but if the war with 

* Denmark ihould, contrary to expedattony laft longer 
^ than that with the Czar, then only the fubGdiea lhall oe 
^ continued. On the contrary, her facred royal majeft- 

* of Sweden obliges herfelf not to admit of any terms 
^ which may be propofed or offered to her directly or in* 
' diredly by the king ot Spain, if thofe terms are capable 
' of doing any prejudice or damage to the caufe for which 
^ a war has been carried on for feveral years againft Spain, 

* Moreover, her facred majefty of Sweden obliges herfelf, 
^ her heirs and fucceffors, to maintain nnd guarantee 
^ the fucceilion to the crown of Great Britain, as it ia 
^ eftablifhcd by the laws of the realm, in the family of his 
< Britannick Majefty now^ upon the throne, and likewife 
^ to defend all the dommions and provinces poflefled by 

* his majefty ; and that flie w ill not give or grant any 
Iheker or refuge in any part of her dominions lu the [)er' ' 

* fon or his defccndents, if he Ihould have any, who ia 

/ the life-time of James II. took the title of Prince of

' Great Briuin : promifing Hkcwife for berfeif, her beirii 

* and fucceflbrsy that Ihe will not direftly or indireftly 

* give the faid pcrlbn or his (icfcendcnts, anv aid, counfel, 

* or afTillnnce whatibcvcr J either in money, arms, military 

* equipage, llii}>s, loldier>, mariners, or in anr other man- 
^ ner wbatfoever ; and that ihc will obierve ibe iamepre-

f mandcd or coouniffioiKd to difturb bis Bricanoick Ma^ 

* jefty's goi^emment, or the tranquillity of hh kingdom, 

* cither b} open war, or clandcHinc conipiraces, or in

* cies upon his Britannick Majefty's fubjefts ; in which 

* la{l cafe, her &cr€d rpyal oiajefty of Sweden promtfes 
! that flie will by no permit any refuge to be gtten

^ her royal majefty of Sweden obliges herfelf, not to gi ve 

* any protection or fhcltcr to any part of her dominions 
f to thofc fubiefls of his royal m:ijcriy of Great Britain, 

* who ar^ now, or iball hereafter be declared rebels ; and 
f that in cafe there happen to be fuch in her kingdoms, 
i pro^ncesf and domiaioas, ihe will comniand them to

* the faid Czar refufc to make a peace with Sweden, and 
^ io reftore thbfe things which are required for thefecurity 
f of the kingdom of Sweden^ and to re-eftablifti the fame 

* freedom or CoiVimcrcc in the Baltic;:, as both cujujed 
f before the pre fen t war, in this cafe his facred royal ma- 

* jefty of Great Britain obliges himfelf not only to furnifh 

< tht>fe aids which are expreffcd in this treaty, for obtain- 

< ing the fiune by force of arms^but be promifes to iife all

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• his endeavours, and to employ all his ofEccs with hi« 
^ confederates, that they may help Sweden with fubfidies, 
' and confeqnently furniHi the crown of Sweden with the 
^ means for, keeping the Czar within bounds.' 

XVIII. And although the allies ihall be obliged to 
fend auxiliaries to one another, according to the articles 
above, 5'et that obfigation fliall not be fo far extended, as 
that all friendfiiip and mutual correfj^ondencc fh-'ll be taken 
uway and prohibited with the enemies of the other confe* 
derate : for fuppofing that one of the confederates fliould 
when required lend his'auxtUaries, and not be engaged in 
the war himfcif, itlhaH then be free for his fubjefts and 
inhabitants to have trade and navi<intion with the enemies 
of thnt ally who is engaged in the war ; and it fhail be 
lawful for them to carry any goods whatfoever to them^ 
tbofe only excepted which are exprefsly forbid, and corn** 
monly called contraband, and declared fuch by the com* 
men agreement of all nations., 

XIX. Forafmuch as both their royal mnjefties above- 
mentioned do hereby declare that they are ftill bound by 
certain conventions and treaties formerly entered into with 
other powers, and that they are willing to obftrve the fame 
duly, according to the ftipulations of the faid articleiy 
but that nevcrthckis they are not at this time bound by any 
ai'ticles and claufes therein contained, which may or oiu^^ht 
to weaken and obftruft this prelent treaty in any manner, 
or under any pretence : to the end therefore, that the faith 
of the confederates, and their perfeverftnce in this alliancCj^ 
niay appear the more reciprocal, and that the minds of 
their lubjefts and friends may be the more confirmed, 
i^oth their royal majefties abovcmcntioned do oblige them- 
i Ives and declare, that they will fincerely and bonajide^ 
itand to all and every ooe of the articles of this treaty, and 
that they will not depart a tittle from the genuine an4 
plain fenfe the (aid articles, under any pretexts of • 
ri'ofit, friendlhip, former treaty, coniraCt and promife, 
•-f for any oHicr colour whatf^jevcr ; but that they will 
i?ive eftcduai orders that ail th^ things which tbcy have 
prgmifed in this treaty, as the ftate. of affairs ihaU re* 
<iuirc t>e fpcedily and fully put in execution by them* 
(*lve$, or their minifters and fubjcdts, according as they

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are ex|Nrei»iy ffipuUted, and this without any limiiation, 
exception or excufe, thofe excepted which are exptefled 
in the preceding articles of this treaty. 

XX. 1 ills dctculivc treaty {IriW lail 18 years, before 
the end of which the confederate fovereigns may again 
treat concerning its farther GoaciQuaace« if it &ali leem 
good to both of them* 

XXi* Whereas thb treaty hai| been concluded purfuant 
to powers and orders received on both fides, fo the fame 
ought to be approved and raiilied in due ar.d Iblemn form, 
by both their facred royal majelVies of Swe<1cn and Great ' 
Britain^ aud the iailruments of their ratification be de- 
lirered and exchanged at Stockholm within the fpace of 
three months^ to be reckoned from the time of thin fub^ 
fcription, or fooner if poffible* 

For the greater evidence and confirmation of all things 
aforefaid, two copies of this treatv have been made, one 
of which the alorefaid fcnators and fecretary of ilatc 
of her (acred royal oiajefty and thie kingdom of Swe-^ 
den» have figned and confirmed whh their fealsj as the 
other has been by the aforefaid ambaiTador extraordi- 
nary apji plenipotentiary of his facred royal inajefty of 
Great Britain, who were all particularly empowered for

IT having pleaied the Divine Providence to difj^ofe the 
hearts of the molt ferene and potent princes, George, 
by the Grace of God King of Great Britain, France, and 
Ireland, &c. and Philip V. by the Grace of God King of 
Spain^ the Indies, &c^ to forget all the grounds of dif* 
fatisfadion and mifunderftanding that have given occa- 

fion to interrupt, lor foiiic lime, the fricndlliip and good 
correfpondence which before flourifhed between them; 
and their Britannick and Catholick Majcllies being now 

defirous to renew and re<-eflabliih them by the ftroiigelt 
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! ties, have fttpula^ed and agreed by their under-writtea 
I minifters plenipotentiaTyi named for that pDrpofe» tht 
following artides. 

' I. That, for the future, there fhall be, between his Bri- 
tannickMajefty, his heirs and Succeiiors, and his Catholic 

; Majefty his heirs and fucccflbrs, as alfo between their 

; Idngdoms, damintons, fovereignties, fubje&s and vaflals^ 
a good, firm, and inviolable peace, and a perpetual and 
fincere friendlhip, and a general oblivion of every thing 

I that has been done, on both fides, upon occafioa of the 

I laft war. 

U. The treaties of peace and commerce, concluded at - 
Utrtcht on the 13th of July, and the 9th of Decenaber,. 
; in the year 17 13, wherein are comprehended, the treat/ 

made at Madrid in the year 1667, and the cedulas there- 
in meniioncd, fhall remain ratified and confirmed by the 
.' prefent treaty, except the third, fifth, and eighth arti- 
' cles of the faid treaty of commerce, commonly called 
explanatory; which have been annulled by virtue of 
another fubfequent treaty, made at Madrid the 14th of 
the month of Deoember 1715, between the minifters ^Ic- 
. nipotentlary, named for thai: puipofc, by their Britannick 
and Catholic Mjeliies, which treaty remains likewife 
confirmed and ratified ; as alfo the particular contract, 
commonly called The Affiento, for the importation of 
negroe flaves into the Spanifh Indies, which was made 
the 26tfa of March in the faid year 1713, in confbquence 
of the 1 2th article of the treaty of commerce of Utrecht ; 
I and likewife the treaty of declaration, cbncerning that of 
the Afiicnro, made the 26th of May 1716 : all which 
treaties, mentioned in this article, with their declaration, 
ihall remain in their full force, virtue, and vigour, in every' 
thing wherein they ihall not be contrary to this ; and, to 
the end they may have their entire cfleft and accomplifli* 
I ment, .his Catholic Majefiy will caufc his cacuL.r or- 
I ders, cedulas, to be difpatched to his viceroys, gover- 
nors, and other minifters, to whom it fliall belong, of 
the parts and towns in America, that the fliips employed 
for the traffick of negroes by the royal company ot Great 
Britain eftablilbed at London, may be admitted, with* 

S3 out 
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oLc liiiKlrjiicc, to trade freely, and 5n the fame manner 
as they did before rhe laftTiiptnre between the two crowns ; 
and the abovemeationed cedulas lliali be delivered as £oon 
«s the. radficattohs of the prefent treaty fliall have been 
exchanged; and at the iame time bis Catholic ilajefly 
will give his orders to tlie council of the Indies, that the 
junta, coiripofcd of nilnidcrs tah.:i out of ihat coua^'J, 
and apj^ointcd for tlic eognizancc (excbufiveof all others) 
of the cauies that rcfpect the Haici Allien to, may again have 
its couxfcy admit off and confuk upon thofe aSairs, ac- 
cording to the rule eftabliihcd at the timie of its appoint- 
ment ; and as to what regards the obfervation of the troities 
of peace and commerce, circular orders fliall be difpatchcd 

^ to all the governors of Spain, to the end that thev may, 
ivithout any of their interpretations, caufe them to be ob- 
fervedandaccomplilhed; as in like manner ihall be given, 
on the part of his Britannlck Majeft^^ the orders which 
ihall be demanded, and judged necdTarjr for the accom* 
pHlhment of every thing thatnas been ftipulated and agreed 
between the two crowns in the abovementioned treaties ct 
Utrecht; and particularly as to what may not have been 
|>ut in execution of the points fettled by the eighth, ele- 
venth and fifteenth articles of the treaty of peace^ which 
mention the ki^ving to the. Spaniards the free commerce 
and navigation to the Weft Indies, and the maintainiiig 
tl;e antient liniiu In Aaiciica, as they were in the time of 
jKing Charles II. the free exercife of the Catholic Re- 
ligion in the iiland of Minorca, and the cod-iilhing in 
the feas of NewfpundUnd ; w^U a« with regard tf> all 
the other articUsi which may not hitherto haye been put

III. Forafmuch as by the feventh article of the treaty 
of commerce of Utrecht it was agreed, that all the goods 
confifcated at the begianing of the former war Ihould be 
reftoredj in regard (o the coniilcation thereof ha4 beca 
made contrary to the tenor of the 36th article ^ the 

* treaty of 1667^ his .Catholic Majeftyy ia like CQoforiuity^ 
will order, that all the goods, merchandizes, money, fhips, 
and other effects, which have been Icizcd, as well in Spc in 
as in the Indies, by virtue of his orders of rhe month of 

September lyi&pOt of any gthei fubie^ucn; or4eJ:s» at the 

time 
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time before the war was declared between the two crowns^ * 
ior after it was declared, be fpeedily reftored in their fatne 
kind, 89 to thofe which fhall be ftiil ia being ; ofi if they 
are not, the juft and true value of them, at the time that 
they were fclzcL; ; ihc valuation whereof, if, by omiffion 
or negle<ft, it was not then made ; Ihall be adjufted, ac- 
cording to the authentic informations that the owners lhall 
produce before the ordinary magiftratcs of the towns and 
places where the faid tScSt9 ihall have been feized. And 
it is certain^ that the orders of his Catholic Majelly 
(although they directed, that inventories of thofe goods 
and effedts fhould be n^adc and drawn up, and accounts 
and dcclarntions fliouUI be kept) have not, however, been 
executed in that manner in feveral places, it has been 
agreed, that if the proprietors make it appear^ by legal 
proofs^ informations, and other documents, that any of 
them have been omitted in the faid inventories, hw Ca- 
tholic M. jcily wil give exprefs orders, that the value of 
thofe things which lhall have been omitted, be paid by the 
treafurers or other perlbns, through whole negle^ luch 
omiffions fhall have been made. 

IV^. It is mutually agreed, that his Britannick Majefty 
lhall give order to his governors, officers, and other mi* 
niilcrs, to whom it fliall belong, to caufe to be rcllorcd all 
the goods and cffcdts of the fubjcifls of his Catholic Ma- 
iefly, which they fhali prove to have been feized and con* 
fifcated in the dominions of hi% Britannick Majefly, upon 
occafion of the lail war ; in the fam^ manner as it has been 
fettled in the foregoing article, in favour of the fubjeft$ 
of bis Britannick Majefty, 

V. It is alio agreed, that his Britannick Majefty fliali 
caufc to be reftored to his Catholic Mrijelly all the ' 
ihips of the Spanilh fleet, which were taken by that 
of £ngland9 in the naval battle that was fought in 
the month of Atiguft 17 18, in the feas of Sicily ; with the . 
guns, fails, rigging, and other equipage, in the condirioft 
they are at prefent ; or clfe the val^ic oi" thofe which 
may have been fold at the lame price that tb.c purchafers 
ftall have given, according to the proofs and vouchers : 
and for the execution of this reftitution, his Britannick 
MajcQ^ ihall caule the proper orders to.be difpafcfaed^ im» 

$ 4* mediately 
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mediately after the ratification of this treatv. It is alfo 
declared^ that the other pretcniiops that there* may be, on 
both fides/ between the tWQ crowns, coaoerning matters 
whereof thete is no mention nuKle in the prefenc tfeatff 
nnd which are not comprehended in the fecond article 
hereof, fhall be treated of at the approaching congrefs of 
Cambray. 

VL The prefent treaty lhall have its efFed: immediately 
after \^ (liall have been mutually ratified; and the letters 
of ratification fliall be exchanged in fix weeks ^ter die 
fiening, or fooner, tf poffible ; deferring its publicatbn 

till the general peace lhall have been concluded at the 
congTCiii uf Cambray, between all the parties concerned; 
or till their Britannick and Catholic Majefti^ ihall have 
particularly agreed upon it. 

In whmefs whereof, wcTtbe underwritten nunifters ple-

Ureat^ of Dcllnftve Alliance^ betwixt France, Spain, and 
Great Britain. Madrid, June 13, 17 ax. 

T^HE differences that have happened betwixt their Bri- 
tannick and moft Chriftian Mcjefties on the one 

parr, and his Catholic Majefty on the other, having not 
a little impaired the friendihip which they always (hewed 
to one another, it has been a long time their ardent wifa 
to re-eftabliih thii good correfpondence and fincerc 
amity .which ought to prevail among them, and which 
will 'always be the ftrongeft fupport of the greatnefs to 
which God has raifed them, and the fureft means to prc- 
fexve the public xraiwiuiiiity, as well as the happincfs and 

mutual 
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niut-nnl ^^dvantages of their kibjefts ; and it is with a view 
to cement and corroborate, if poiiible, thefe difpofitions, 
which are as coaducive to the mutual glory and iecurttjr 
of their crowns^ as they are coaformable to the welface 
and tranqiitUity of all Europe, that their Britannick, tnoft 
Chriftian, atid Catholic Majefties have refolved to unite 
: in fo flrict a manner, that they may atl hcrcaker as if they 
had only the fame view, and the fame intcreft : and for 
; thi^end the mofl: fercne King of Great Britain, &c. har- 
I ing given full powers to treat in his nanae^ to Williant 
I Sunhope^ £fq» colonel of a regiment of dragoons, a mem* 
ber of the parliament of Great Britain, and ambaflador 
extraordinary from his Britannick Majefty to the court 
of the Catholic King; the moft krone the moft Chrif- 
tian King having given full powers for the fame end, to 
John Baptift Lewis Andrauk de Langeron, Marquifs de 
Maulevrier, lieutenant-general of his armies, commander 
and grand croiz of the military order of St. irouis, his 
envoy extraordinary to his Catholic Majefty ; and the moft: 
ferene King of Spain having like wife granted his full powers 
for the fame end to Don Jofeph Grimaldo, knight of th© 
order of St. lagOy governor of Rueira and Auzechal, a 
member of the council of the Indies, and his firft fecre« 
tary of ftate and the difpatches; they have agreed on the 
following articles. 

I 1. There fhill be hereafter and for ever a drift unioTi 
' and a iincerc and lafling friendftiip between the moft ie* 
rene King of Great Britain, the moft ferene the mofl: 
Chriftian King, and the nioft ferene Kin^ of Spain, 
their kingdoms and their fubjefbf and inhabitants of the 
countries under their dominion; fo that the injuries or da- 
mages fuffered during; the war, to which an end has been 
put by the accellion of the moft ferene King oi Spain to 
the treaties of London, dated the 2d of Auguft 171 8, 
ihall be buried in eternal, oblivion, and that for the future 
each ihaU take the fame care of one another's fafety as of 
bis own, arid not only inform his ally of the danger that 
iiuiy thrLalcii hiai, but :.llo OiJpuk with all his jjowcr the 
imui'ics that uiay be done him. 

II. In 
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n. In order to cftablifli this union and coricfpondence 
firmly, and to render it yet more advantageous to the crowns 
of their Bikaiuiicky moft Chridian -aod Catholic Ma« 
jcfties, they promife and engage by the prefent treaty of 
defenfive idllances mutuaUy to guaraDtee the kbgdoins, 
provinces, ftatei and countries under each orher^s domu 
mouy ill .vhaL part of the world focvcr iliu^ic, io that if 
their maicftics '^vc i.ttacked, conirary lO what was refolvcd 
on at the treaties of Utrecht and Baden, and contrary to 
the treaties of London^ and the ftipulations which ihail 
be made at Cambray, they ihaU mutually affift one aoo* 
ther till the diilurbance is at an end, or till they -are iatis^ 
fied, by the rcparatioa of the damages which they flxall 
have furtered. 

III. In purfnnnce of the foregoing article, the mainte- 
nance and obfcrvation of the treaties of Utrecht, Baden, 
I^ndon, aud of that which is to bo made at Cambray, 
for i^utting an end to the differences that are to be decided 
betwixt the raoft ferine King of Spain and the Emperor, 
lhall be the chief aiai ot the prefent alliance.

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It cannot fubfifl. and as they arc fully convinced more- 
ovcty tl«at the aim of this^ alliance does iK>t at all tend to | 
give the leaft infringement to any former treaty or aliijmc- 
cotttra&ed either by them, or by any one of them} with 
other princes or ftares, but that their intention is rather ro 
corroborate li^c ni - aaJ ihat the grand view of ihis alliar:cc 
only tends ro the uniting of thenifclves the more clofely 
together^ without giving offence to any perfon whatio^ 
ever, for the gaurantee, protediooj and maintenance of 
dU the dominions, countries, and towns, in or out of 
Europe, which eaoh of the allies (hall be adually in pof- 
- fcfHon of at chc time of the figning the faid treaty, as well 
as of the rights, imnrmitics, and advantages, particularly 
tiioie relating to commerce, either in Europe or out of itj 
which each of the allies enjoyed at ihe time of the iigning 
pf the faidacctiTion. 

Moreover, the faid Lords the States General bci: g firmly 
perfuaded, that by their acceffion to the faid treaty of 
Har.ovLi, it is not required of them that they fhall under- I 
take the general gc:arantee of the treaties of Weflph alia i 
^nd Oliva, ojeutioned in the hit h article of the treaty of j 
Hanover, and in the&rft of the feparate aritcles, to which ' 
general guarsMitee they were never en^ ged : hiut that their 
guarantee in this rcfpeft extends tmly to the rights and 
poikflions, which ihe high allies, or any one ot them, have 
.^^cquired by thofc treaties, and whic|> they enjoy at the 
. ^imc of the figning. ' 

And as to the affair of Thorn, mentioned in the fi rfl 
oiF the feparate articles of the treaty of Hanover, as they 
only engage to employ their amicable offices jointly with 
the ii gl. contiading p^^vvcjo, toobiain a reafonable fatisfac- 
tion and reparation for the infraftion of the treaty of Oliva; 
and in cafe thofe amicable ofiices be eiTiployed without 
effeft, and it (hould be thought neceffary to do any thing 
further, then their High Mightineifes iball be at full 
liberty of giving their thoughts, without being obliged to 
any iln ig mure than gocd offices, iiplefs they renew 
their agreement. 

Finally^ fince this alliance has a particular view to the 
eflabliihment of an intire conridcnce between the foa 
tracing pa^ti?s» an^ the JLo^ds the Statc^l General, fup- | 



pofing that the allies wiH with all confidence mutually 

communicate their thoughts to each other about the ways 
and means whic h (hall be thoi)[^ht moft efFeftuai in cafe of 
need, for preicrving and maintaining the poffeffions and 
rights abovementionedj as well thofc relating to commerce 
as others^ in Europe or out of Europe. 

And whereas in full ptrfualion and firm confidence, 
ihai iuch is the real aim and intention of their faid ma- 
i Lefties, the faid Lords the States General, to give a mark 
or their dcfire to unite clofely with them, and of their 
high efteem for their friendfliip and lalliance, have re- 
folved to accede to the treaty, and the feparate articles

dykegrave of Scicland; Ifaac van Hoornbeeck, pcnficnary 
counlellor of the ftates of the province of Holland ^nd 
Wt-Rfrieflandj keeper of the great feal, and fuperinten- 
danc of the fiefs of the faid province; Nicholas Henry 
Noey, late burgomafter of the town of Tbolen; Gerrard 
Godard Tats van Ameronge, knight of the Tcutonick or- 
der, and a commander of the faid order at Doefburg, 
great huntfman of the province of Utrecht*, John Abra- 
ham van Schurman, burgomafter and fenator of the towa 
of Slot J Everard Roufc burgomafter of the town 
of Deventer; and Lambert Henry Emmer, fecretary of 
Groningen, all deputies in the affembly of the faid Lords 
the Srates General, on the part of the ftares of Guelder- 
land, I IoHand, and WeflfrieQand, Zealand," Utrecht, Fnef- 
land, Overyficl, Groningen, and Ommelands: and have 
furnifhed them vv-ith full powers to agree about that acccf- 
fion with the Marc^ui^ de Fenelon, plenipotentiary of his 
• nroft Chriftian Majefty ^ Mr. Finch pleninotenriarv of 
his Majelly the King of Great Britain; and M. Mcy.iertf- 
hagen, plenipotentiary of His Majelly the JCing of Pfuffia, 
likewife veftcd with full powers. 

Who after having had a conference together, came to 
the following agreement; that the faid Lords the States Ge- 
neral fl^iall accede (as i x laid deputies and plcnipoten- 
T 4 tiarics 
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tiarles have declared that they do accede, in their name, 
and on their behalf) to the iaid treaty and fepurate arckks, 
cogagtng themitlves to their faid Majefliesm everj thing 
chat is therein contained, in the fame manner as if 
they had contraftcd with them from th^ beginning. And 
their High Mighrinrllcs acknowledging their end and 
intention to be luch as is exprefied above, their faid 
Majefties will accept of their High Mightineiles accef- 
fion^ as the faid ambaflfadors^ minifters, and plenipoten- 
tiaries have declared, that they do • accept of the faid 
acceffion. In iLc name, and on the bLi^air of their faid 
Majefties, engaging themfclves to their Hip^h Mighti- 
neiics in every thing that is contained in the faid trea- 
ty and feparate articles, in the very fame manner as 
if they had contracted with their Majefties from the be- 
ginning. 

The fuccours which their High Mightineflcs are to 
furnifh in cafe of need, not having been regulated by 
the treaty, it is agreed that the fame (hall be four thoM- 
fand foot, and one thoufand horfe. For clearing up 
of the 6th article of the treaty, it is declared, that al- 
ter the expiration of the fifteen years therein men- 
tioned, tliC whole fhall fall in with the terms of pre- 
ceding treaties, as they fubfifl; between the high con- 
Uading powers, and cfpecially with the terms of (he 
alliance flipulatcd in the year 1 7 1 7.

potentiary CO his majefty the King of Denmark ; as like- 
wife his Danifh Majefty to his minifters, viz. Ulrick A- 
dolpb of Holftein, Count of HoUleoburg^ knight of the 
order of the Elephant, great chancellor, privy cotin- 
fcllor of the council, and chamberlain to his majefty 
the King of Denmark ; John George of Holf^Hn, Lord

privy counfellor of the council^ and governor of the 
bailywick of Tondcrn, for his majefty the King of Den- 
mark; and Chirrftian Lewis of PlelTeu, Lord of Tufingoe, 
JSllioc and Gloryp, knight of che order of Dunnebrog, 
and privy counfrllor of the council of his Majefty the 
King of Denmiarkj who, having maturely weighed the 
circtimftances of the times, and the dangers which ch.rcateQ 
the dominions of his Danilh Majtfty, and which may 
trouble the quiet of Lower Saxony^ and of the coun- 
tries abovementioned^ have agreed upon the following 
articles.

HEREAS certain difricuUies have anicn upon the 
execution ot the art'cles wliich are called preltmi- 
varies, and which were figned at; Paris the la& day ot May, 
and after at Vienna the 13th of June, 1727, by the mi- 
aifteri refpedtvel^ fufniflied with fufficientfuU powers; 
and whereas, by a certain declaration made by the Count 
de Rothcrr.burg, with the confent or all the panics, and 
approved, the aforefaid difficulties have been happilv ad- 
juited ; of which declaration, and of the acceptation 
fbereof by his Catholic Majefly, as the fame was exhi- 
bited and fubfcribed^ by the Marquis de )a Paz, in hia 
Jiame, and by his command, the tenor hereof follows. 

Whereas, (incc tfiC figningof the prel.minar cs, certain 
difficulties have arilen between the contracting parties, ia 
leiauon to the reftitution of prizes that have been t;aken on 
cither fide; and namely, that the Prince Frederick and its 
cargpii belonging to the South-fea company^ has been feis* 
td and detained by the Spaniards at La Vera Cruz *, which 
difficulties have delayed the execution of the preliminaries, 
the exchanging the raufication with Spain, and the open- 
ing the coogrefs: his Britannick Majefty, to facilitate 
matters as much as lies in hispower^ and to remove all 
. obftacles that obftniA a general pacification^ has declared, 
and given his royal word to the moft Cbriftian King, that 
he will, without delay, fend orders to his admirals. Wager 
and Hofief, or the chief coniniander in his ftead, or vviih-' 
draw from the Teas of the Indies and of Spain ; and that 
he confents that the contraband trade, and other caufts of 
complaint, which the Spaniatds may have in relation ro the

nation of the Charrokces, its old men, its young men, 
its wcmen and children were here prefent : and you ought 
to look upon the words which we fay to you, as if pro* 
fiounced trom t^e lips of the Great King your mafter, 
whom you have fteni and we wQt contider the words 
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vhich yoQ Ibdl feetk to un, the wordi of four wKofo 

nation, delivered frankly ;ind lincerely to the Great King. 
Whcriupon we give vou four pkces of ftriped ferge. 

I!. Hear therefore the words of the Great King, whom 
you have fee r>, and who has comtnaoded us to teUyoOf 
diat the Engliih in all places^ and on both fides the- gneat 
mountains, and great lakes, are hh people and childfen 

whom he drarly loves; tluu their friends are his friends, 
and their enemies Ms enemies; that he h jdcafed that the 
great nation of the Cherrokees has fent you hither^ to po- 
li(h the chain of frieodihip which is betwixt him and them, 
betwixt yonr people and his peopk i that the chaio of 
friendfhip betwbct nim and the indtaas of the Cherrol^ees, 

h like the iun which gives light, both here and upon the 
high mounrain^ th^it they innabif, and which warms the 
hearts both oi the Indians and the i^^ngtiib* And as we 
iee no fpots in the fuo^ fo there is no ruft nor dirt on this 
diain r and as the Great King holds one end of ic fa(« 
tened to his bread, 'tis his intention that you fhould take 
up th-c other end of the chain, and fix it to the breaft of 
Moytoy Tclli(|'jo, and to thofcof your wife old men, your 
captains and your people, in fuch matiner that it may ne» 
vtt be broke nor loofed* And heretiiion we give yo^ two 
pieces of blue cloth. 

III. The Great King and the Indians of the Cherrokees, 
being thus united by the chain of friendfhip, he has or- 
dered his chiifircn, the Indians of Carolina, to traffic with 
the Indians^ andtofurnifh them with whatever commodi- 
tieathey wantj and to build houfes^ andfow corn wkh fipeecly 
•all the way from Cbarles-Towii to the Cherrokees* 

on the othci ikle of rhe grciit mountains ; for he would 
h'dwc the Indians and the EngUilj live together like childrer^ 
p( one and the fame family, whole Great King is their 
dear fiithcr: and forafmiach as the Great King has given 
ho knds on hatft fides the great mountaina to the Eng^Hh 
his children, he grants the Indians of the Cherrokees the 
privilege to five where they pleafe. And upon thin we give 
you a piece of red cloth. 

IV. The great nation of the Chjcrrokees being at pre- 
fent the chikfren of the Great King of Great ft-it^in, and 
he being theif fai&er^ the Indiana ought tq confidcr the 
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£nglilh as brotKcts, of one and the fame family, ancl 
ought always to be readv stt the governor's orders to tighc 
agamft any nation whatfoever, cither Whites or Indians, 
Aac ftaU moleft or attack the Englilh. Aod bercupCNK 
we give you tweocv moikecs. 

V « The Cherrokees nation (hall take care to keep tlie 
wnv of commerce clean, and thai there be no blooJ m the 
road where the Englifh white men travel, even tliough 
they happen to be accompanied by any other oatioa at wax 
with the Cherrokees. Whereupon we give jrou two faiBK 
dredw^ht of gunpowder* 

VI. TTiat the Cherrokecs nation ftiall not fufifer any of 
its people to traffic with any other v.hite men befides the 
Englilh, and fhail araac leave to no other nation to build 
any fort or habitation^ or to fow corn in their country^ 
either near any towns of the Indians^ or on the lands be- 
longing to the Great King ; and if any tbii^ like it be 
undertaken, you muft give advice of it to the Englifh 
governor, and aLl: as he fhall order you, for maintaiuing} 
the rights of the Great King over the lands of Carolina. ' 
Whereupon we g^ve you five hundiDed weight of mnikec 
buUecs, ami die tome quantity of cannon balL 

VII. Thajt in cafe any negro ilave runs away from his 
Engjifh mafter into the woods, the Indians of the Cher* 
rokecs fhali do what they can to apprehend him, and , 
bring him back to the plantation from whence he fled, 
or to the governor's houfe ; and for every negro which the 

^ Indians ftiall thus retake, they fliall have a muiket, and 
a fentiners fiiit of doafhs. Whereupon we give you a 
box full of vermilioii, with io,ooo iluKs, and 6 dozcuof 
hatchets. 

VIII. That if an Englifhman has the misfortune to kill 
an IncKan, the king or chief #f the Cherrokees fhall firft 
•f ali ni«ke hta comphmt to the £ngli& governor, and 

* the perfofi who committed the mirrder fhan be punifhed 

arcording to the laws, as much as if he had killed an 
Englifhman ; and in like manner if an Indian kill an 
Engliihoian; the guilty Indian fhall be delivered up to 
the goveroor> whp ihall puniib him accor4M)g to the; 
.£n£Uih laws, ami » if. ha wa9 aa Englilhmaa, Whm^ 
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upon wc give you twelve dozen of clafp-kiuves« iour 
dozen of kectlcs> and ten dozen of bells. 

IX. You are to khow, (bat every thing we have ftidta 
you are the ^rdi of the Great King whom you have feen ; 

and to Hiew that his heart is opea and ilncerc to his chil- 
dren and friends thr Chcrrokees, and their whole nation, 
he puis his hand into this liaadeiier» wluch he demands 
tnay be received and (hewn to yoUr whole natioiSt to their 
chtidren and Grand-chidlreil, to coo&m what has been 
fiiid to you, and to perpetuate this treaty of peace and 
fricndlliip between the Englifh and the Chcrrokees, as 
loner as the mountains and rivers are in being, and as long 

the iua lhali ihine» Whereupon we give you tku 
dcUer.

TO all to whom it does or may any way appertain* Be 
it known, that the itioft ferene and moft potent 

Prince and Lord, Charles V J, tmpcror of the Romans, &c. 

and 
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and the moft fcrene and, moft potent Prince and Lordj; 
George II. King of Great Britain^ France and Ireland, to- 
gether with the Hi^h and Mighty Lords the States General 
of the United Provinces of the Netherlands, having cakeit 

i. to Lonfidt ration the prcfent unfcttlcd and perplexed flate 
of affairs in Europe, feriouily bethought themi'clves of 
finding proper methods, not only to prevent thofr evils 
which muii naturally arile from the cavils and diviHons 
that were daily increafing, but alfo to eftr.blifli the public 
tranquillity upon a fure and lafting foundation, and in as 
eafy and fpeedy a manner as it was poffible ! For this end 
u\c\r laid Majefties and thefaid States General, being fully 
animated with a fin cere dcfire to pruiiiote fo wholefome a * 
work, and to bring it to pcrfc^ii.n, judged i: expedient 
to agree among thelclves upon certain general conditions, 
which might ferve as the bafis for reconciling t!v- ani- 
moGties, and fettling the diSerences of the chief Princes 
of Europe, which as they are heightened among them* 
fclvcs, do greatly endanger the public tranquillity. 

For which purpofe, the moft high Prince and Lord^ 
Eugene Prince of Savoy and Piedmont, ^c. and alfo the 
moll illuftrious Lord, Philip Lewis, Hereditary Treafurer 
of the Holy Roman Empire, count of Zinzeiuiorf, &c. and 
alfo the moft illuftrious Lord, Gundacker Thomas, count 
of the holy Roman Empire, &c. on the part of his Sacred 
Lijpcriui and Cailiolic Miijelty j and Thomas Robinfon, 
Efq; minifter of his Majelly of Great Britain to his faid 
Imperial and Catholic Niajefty, on the part of his Majefty 
of Great Britaini and on the part of the High and 
Mighty States of the United Provinces of the Netherlands; 
being all furniflied with full puwers, after they had held 
conferences together, and exchanged their credential letter 
and full powers, agreed upon ihc fallowing aiticle^ and 
conditions. 

I, That there fliall be from this time fo/ward, between

a» their own^ and to prevent aad avert all damages and 
injuries of every kind whatfoever^ which might be done 
to theni« For this end, idl the former treaties or con- 
Tendons of peace» friendfhip and alliance^ Adl hav^ their ! 
fuUefFeft, and (hall p ckrvc In all and every part their | 
full force and virtue, and (hall even be looked upon as re- 
newed and confirmed by virtue of the prefent treaty, tx» 
cept only fuch articles^ claufes^ and conditioos^ frorti 
nthkh it has been thought fit to derogate hj[ tiit pre- 
ftnt Treaty. And moreover^ the faid contrtftmg parries ! 
have eicprefsly obliged thefnfeli^fi, by rtrture of this pre- 

fent article, to a mutual defence, or as it iS called gua- 
ranty of all the kingdoms, ftaces, and territcrries which 
each of them pof^rffe^, and even of the rights and im- 
jnuoities ^ach of them enjoys, or ought to enjoy^ in fucH 
lUaiuier^ that they have mutually declared ahd promifed 
to oAt aflother^ that they will, with ^1 thtir forces op- 
pofc the cnterpriff st)f all and every one who ftall (per- 
haps contrary to cxpccftation) undertake to difturb any | 
of the contractors, or their heirs and iliccefibrs, in the 
peaceable pollelTion of their kingdoms, fiates, provinces^ 
hndS) rights, and immunities, which each of the comrao- 
ting parties doth or Ought to enjoy, 'at the time of the'

II. Moreover, as it has been frequently remonftrated on 
fhe part of his Imperial and Catholic Majefty, that the 
public tranquillity could not reign and laft long, and that 
nd other furc way could be found out for mamtaining 
die balance of Europe^ than a general defence^ engage- 
rnent^ and evi Aion, or as they call it^ ft guaranty for the 
order of his fuccelBonj as it is fettled by the imperiaf 
declaration of 1715, and received in the moft ferencHouft 
ofAuftriaj his facred Royal Majefty of Great Britain and 
the High and Mighty Loids the States of the Uniied 
Provinces of the Netherlands, moved thereto by their ar- 
dent defirc to fccure the public tranquillity, and top: e- i 
lervc the balance of £uropc^ as aub by a view of thcf 
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terms agreed upon in the foliowin[,^ articles, which arc ex- 
ceedingly well adapted to an Twer both purfK^fes, do, by 
virtue of the prelent article, take upoathem the general 
guaranty of the faid order of fucccffion, and oblige cfaeqi- 
feWes to maiiiain it as often as there lhall . be occafiont 
againft ail perfons whatCbeverj and confcquently dicy pro* 
mife, in the mod authentic and ftrongcft maaner that caa 
be, to defend, maintain, and (as it is called) to gua- 
ranty, with all their forces, that order of fucccffion which 
Ilia Imperial Majeily has declared and eftabliihed by # 
iblemn aft of ihex9th of April, 17139 in manner of ^ 
perpetual, indivifible, and infcparable feoffment of ttuft, 
in f ivour of primogeniture, for all his Majefty's heirs of 
boih fffxs; or which aS: there is a copy annexed at the 
end or tl^is treaty : which faid SLii:X wa& readily and unani* 
^ moufly received by the orders and eftates of all the klng«* 
domsy archduchies, principalities* firoyinces and dpniainit 
Ijelonging by right of inheritance to the nioft fcrene Houfe 
of Aullna; all which have humbly and thankfully zc-^ . 
knowicdged it, and tranicribed it into their public regi- 
fters^ as having the force of a law and pragmatic fane* 
dox|, which i< to fubiifl; for ever in fuU force. And wbere^r 
as according to this role and <irder of fucceflioni if ic 
fliould pleafe God of his mercy to give his Imperial and 
Caiholic Majefty iffue male, then the eldeft of his fens, 
or, he being dead betore, the ddeft fon's eldeft fon i and 
in cafe there be no male ilfue, on his Imperial and Ca« 
tboHc Majefty's demife, the eldeft of his daughters^ the 
mod ferene Archduchefles of Auftria, by the order and 
right of feniority, which has always been indivifibly pre« 
ferved, is to fucceed his Imperial Majclly in all his king- 
doms, provinces, and domains, in the fame manner as 
now poQeffes them j nor ihall they at any time, upon any 
accounCj, or for any reafon whatever, be divided or fepa** 
rated in favour of him, or her, or them, who may be of 
the fccond, the third, or more diftanc braach. And this 
Ume order and indiviiiblc right of feniority is to be pre- 
ferred in all events, and to be oblerved in all ages; as

For this piirpofe, his 
Majcfty of Great Britain, and the High and Mightv Lor is 
the States General of the Ujaitcd Provinces of the Nether- 
lands, promife and eng'^|;e to matatam him^ or hefj whp 
joVght to fucceed according to the rule and order above 
let forth in the kingdoips, proytiii::es, or domains of which 
|iis Imperial Majefty js now aftually in pofleflion ; and 
they engage to defend ihi* fame for ever againfl al! fuch 
as fhall perhaps j^icfume todifturb th^t po4eliiQn in any 
jnanner whatfoevcr. 

III. Axid forafmuch as it hath been often reprcfented 
to .his Imprial ajid Catholic Majefty, )n terma full of 
friendfliipp op the part of his facfed royal Majefty of 
Great Britain, and the High and Might Lords the States 
General of the United Provinces, that there vvas r.o furer 
nor more fpeedy method for cllabliiliing the public tran- 
quillity fo long defircd, than by rendering the fucceflipn of 
the Duchies of Tuicany, Parma, and Placentiai defigned 
£)r the nioft feren^ the Inlant^ Don Carlos^ yet more fcr 
f ore by the immediate introduAion of 6000 Spanilh foU 
dicrs ipto the ftrong places of thofe duchies, his faid fa^ 
cred Imperial and Catholic Majclly, defiring to promote 
the pacific views arid intentions of his Rritannick Mgedv 
and the High and Mighty States General of the United 
Netherlands^ will by no means qppofe the peaceable intro? 
^udion of the faid 6pop Spaniards into rhe ftong places 
pfthe Duchies of Tofcany, Parma, and Placeptia, in pur- 
luance of the abovementioned engagements entered into 
by his faid Britanniclc Majefty, and by the States General. 
And whereas to this end, his imperial and Catholic Ma- 
jcfty judges the confent of th'^ empire necelTary, he pro- 
mifcs at the fam^ that he will uie his uimqft ex^deavoyrs to 
obtain the faid confent, within th^ fpa(;e of two inonths, 
or fooner, if poflible. And to obviate as readily as may be 
the evils vvliich threaten the public [ eacc, hi^ Imperial 
and Catholic Majefty nioreover promiles, that imaiedi- 
ately af.er the mutual exchange of tne r.itiBcations, he 
"Will notify the content which he, as Flead of 'he em- 
E)ire> has given to the faid p^ace^ble introdHCtion, to cbp

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tnlnlfter of the Great JDuke of Tufcany, and to the mt- 
r'fler of Parma refidingat his court, or wherever die ii; 
ihall be thought propqr. His faid Imperial and Catholic 
Majefty likewife promiles and affirms, that he is fo far 
from any thought of raifing, or caufingany hindcrance, di- 
rectly or indireftl V , to the Spaniih garrifons being admitted 
into the places aforefaid, that on the contrary he will ia- 
terpofe his good ofHces and authority, for removing apy yn« 
aq>e£led obftruAion or difficulty ths^t may oppqfe the fa|d 
introduftion and confequently th:|t the 6000 Spainlh fol- 
diers may be introduced quietly, and without any delay 
in the manner aforefaid, into the firong places as well of

ly. That thefcfbre all the articles thus agreed to, vitli 
the irrevocable confentofthe contrafting parties, be fo 
firmly and reciprocally eftablllhed, and fo entirely decid xl, 
that it fhall not be lawful for the conrrafii ng parties io de- 
viate from them in any wife j meaning as well thofe whic4 
are to be put in execution without delay^ and immediate- 
ly after the exchange of the ratifications^ ^ as thofe which 
ought to remain for ever inviolable. 

V. Whereas for attaining to the end which the con- 
trading parties in this treaty propofe to themfelves, it has

Company, nor any other, either in the Auftrian Nether- 
lands, or ill countries which, as \% abovefaid, were 
undcr*the dominion of Spain in the tinr\c of the late Ca- 
tholic King Charles IL fliall at any ilrfie direiflly or indi- 
redly contravene this role cftabliflied forever. Excepting 
that the Uilead Company may leiiup ibr oacc en y, two

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fliipSi which lhall fall from the faid port to the Eaft Indies t 
and from thence return to Odend, where the faid Com- 
panv may, when they think fit, txpofe the mcrchandii^es 
io brought irom the Indies to fale. And his facred royal 
M^cfiy of Great Britain, and the High and Mighty States 
Gcoerai of the United Froviiices» do likeiyife promife on 
their parr, and oblige themieves, to make a new treaty 
with his Imperial Majcfty without delay, concerning com- 
incrce and the rule of impofts, commonly call'd a Tariff, 
as far asrel;\resto theAnflrian Netherlands, and agreeably 
{O the inteniion of the 26th article of the treaty, com- 
0iooly called (by reafon of the limits therein fettled) the 
Barrier. And for this purpoie the contrafting parties fhaU 
ioimediately name commiffioners, who (hall meet at Ant- 
werp within the l]iacc or two uionLi;s, to be coaipurecl 
from the day of fign'tng the prcfcnt treatv, to agree to- 
gether upon every thing that regards the entire eoxecutiou 
of the faid Barrier treaty, which wa» concluded at Antwerp 
the jth day of November, Anno IJIS^ and of the con- 
vention finca Hgned at the Hagjae the || day of Decern* 
ber, 1718; and particularly to conclude a new treaty 
there, as ha^ bcca laid, concerning tonnucrce, and the 
rate of impofls, as far as relates to the Aiiftrian Nether- 
landS| ^nd according to the intention of tlie aiorefaid 
a6th article. *Tis moreover agreed, and folcmnly ftipu^ 
latedt that tYcry thing which it hath been thought & to 
leaye to the commifiioners who are to nieet at Antwerp* 
lhall be brought to a final iffuc, with all the juftice and in- 
tegiity, as fooa as pofliblc, a.id in inch manner that the

yh As the exnuniation and difcufTion of the other 
pDinti which fcmaia tQ be difcufled* either between the 
^trading parties, or any <^ their confedraces, reqwf 
nibch more time than can be fpared in this critical fitu- 
ation of affairs, therefore to avoid all delays which might 
lieioo prejudicial to the common welfare, 'tis covenanted 
imd agrei^d to declare mutually, that all the treaties and 
irpnventions which any of the faid contracting powers havo 
|iude with other princes and ftates^ fliall fubfift at they 
npw are, excepting only fq fai* af they may be contrary to 
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•fiy the points regulated by the prclent WHty; anci more- 
ov^er^ that all the ^ifputes which are adrualiy between 
Che faid cobtradting parties^ or any of their allies^ fliall 
be amicably adjcifted as fooii as poflxble ; and in the mean 
time the t6n!rsl%ng patties lhall muhially endeavour to 
prevent any of thoic who have difFerences, froiu having 
arefource to arms to fupport their prctcurions. 

VII. To take away all manner of doubt from the fub- 
Jefls of the King of Great Britain^ and the Lords the 
States Geficral,. touching their eommefce in the kingdom 
of Stdlvj his imperial and Catholic Majefty has been 
pleafed to declare, that from this time forward, they 
mail be treated in the fame manner, and upon the fame 
foot as they were or ought to have been treated in the 
time of Charles iL King of Spain of glorious memory, 
Utid ns any nation 14 tbe ftri^^il friendfiiip has beea 
pfually treated^ 

VIII. There ftall be included in this treaty of peace, 
all thofe who within the fpace of fix months, after its ra- 
tifications are exchanged, iliall be projp^ied by either 
party, and by common con fen t. 

IX. This prefent treaty lhall be approved and ratified 
, by his Imperial and C^^^^olic Majefty, by his facred 

toyH Majelly of Great Britain, and by the High and 
Mighty Lotds the States General of the United Nether- 
lands, and the ratifications fliall be given and cxchani^ed 
at Vienna, within fix weeks, to be coa^puted from the 
day of figning.

Well- ladies, as ciltrvvhere; which differences are lo fe- 
rious, aiiu of fuch a nature, that if care not be taken to 
p\it an entire flop to them for the prcfent, and to pre- 
vent thetn for the future, they might occ ;fion an open 
rupture betweea the faid crowns i for this reaibn Ms Ma- 
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jefty the King of Grt^'BritaiOf mnd his Mi^eftjr tb* King 
nf Spain, haying notlii&g (6 touch at heart at lo orefem 
and corioborate the go^ correfpoodeocet whim haa fo 

happily ftsbfiflec)^ htTC thought proptt to grant ^ir full 

powers, viz. his Britannick Majefty to Benjamin K eerie,

thedifcuflion of that affair lhalllaft, things lhall remaift

ducharge extends, or relates to the accounts and differen- 
ces, which fubfift, or arc to be fettled between the croi|^ 
of ^pain and the company of the ASiento of negroes, nor 
to any particular or private contraAs th#t may .fobfift hm 
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twccn euhcf of the two crowns, or thelrminifters with the 
fubje^ of the other, or between the fabjedrs and fubje&d 
of etch nation refpedively ; wkh exception however of aU 

fretenfionsof this clafs menrioned in the plan preleotedat 
evillcby the comniiiraries of Great Britain, and included 
in the account htcly made out at London, of damages iul- 
taincd by the fybjefts of the faid crown, and eipeciaiiy the 
three particulars inicrced in the faid plan^ and making but 
one article in the account, amounting to one hundred nine*

be entitled, and fliall have liberty to have rccourfe to the 
laws, or to take other proper meafures, for cauiing the

Aiucle IV. 

The value of the ihip called il)e Woolball, which was 
taken and carried to the port of Campechy in the year 
1732, the Loyal Charles, the Difpatch, the George, and 

the Prince William, which were carred to the Havana 
in the year 1737, ^he St. James to Porto Rico in the 
fame year, having been included in the valuation that has 
been made of the demands of the fabjedls of Great Britain, 
as alfo feveral others that were taken before; if it happens, 
that in confcqunce of the orders that have been di4>atch- 
ed by the Court of Spain for the reftitution of them, part, 
or the whole of them have been reflored, thefums fo receiv- 
ed ftiall be dedudled from the 95,0001. llerling which is 
to be paid by the Court of Spain according to what is 
above ftipvlated : it being however underftood, that the 
pa^TOent of the 95,000!. fterling lhall not be, for that rca- 
iou^ in any manner delayed ; faving that what may have 
been pre vioufly received fliaU be rcftored.

BE it known to all thofe, whom it iTiall or may con- 
cctn, in any manner whatfoever, Europe fees the 
aay, which Divine Providence had pointed out for the 
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fe*cftablifhment of its repofe. A genci'al pcac^ fuccccds to 
the long and blocKiy war, which had arofe between themoft 
ftfrene and moft^ potent Fnnce George XL by the Grace of 
God, King of Great-Britain, France, and Ireland, Duke of 
Brunfwick aod JLutienbour^, Arch-Xreaforer and Eledor 
of the Hdy Roman Enopire, &c« and the tndi ferene 
and moft potent Princefs Mary Thcrefia, by the Grace 
of God, Queen of Hi.ingar/ and I^ohemia, Sec. Eni- 
prefs of the Romans, on the one part, and the inofl: fe« 
renc and moft pr>re!n Prince.

Itates and fubjeds, this reciprocal friend (hip and corrc- 
f^ 'ondence, not permitting any f^n oi holtiUties to be com- 
liiittcd, on one fide or the other, on anv caufe, or under 
any pretence whatfocver and avoiding eveiy thing that 
fnavjt for the fururtj difturb (he viuon happily re-eftabllfli« 
fd Detween them ; aoda ra thj: coocmyjceodeaYovrincr to 
procure, on all occafioii$» whatever may contribute to their 
iiiuiual glorv, interefts and advantage, whhout giving any 
afiiftance or proted:ion, diredly or indiredly, to thofc 
'who would injure Qr prejud cc aay of the contFactiug 
parties. 

Il^TKere fhalt bea general abbTionef whatever nrray have 
been done ot comnutted durtn^ the war» now ended. And 
all perfons, upon the day of the exchange of the ratifica^ 

tlonsofail the parties, flxall be maintained or re-cftabliflied 
in the pofTeffion of all the effects, dignities, eeelefiaftical 
benefices, honours, revenues, which they enjoyed, or ought 
to have enjoyed, at the commencemeot el; the war> not* 
withftandmg all difpoflefilons^ feiaiaes^ or coafifcatbm^

III. Tftetfcaiiesof Weftphaliaof 1648; thofc of Madrid 

between ihe crowns of EnL laiul and Spain, of 1667, and 
16705 the treaties of peace of Nrcnegen of 1678, and 
1679 i of Ryfwick of 1697 ; of Utrecht of 1713^ of 
Baden of 17141 the treaty of the Tripk Alliance of the

V. All the conquefts, thathave been made fince the com- 
mencement of the war, or which, fince the conclufion of 
the preUmmarf aiticies^ figned the 30th of April la£t^ naajr 
have been or fliall be made, eidier in Europe, ortheEaft * 
or Weft Indies, or in any other part of the world .vhac- 
foever, being to be refiored without exception, in confor- 
mity to what was ftipuiated by the laid preliminary articlesy 
^ by die dedaracioos fmce iigned ; the high contrafting 
partiea^engagf to give order* immediately Sir pfO(»ding 
to that reuitution, as well as to the putting the moft ib- 
renc Infant Don Philip in poilt^nion of the ftaces, which 
are to be yielded to hiu^ [)y virtue of the faid preliminaries, 
the iaid parties folemnly renouncing, as well for them*

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Low Countries, and diewhere^ except what is otherwiic 
r^utaccd by the psdenc treaty^ 

In the fame time the Lord$ the States General of the 
United Prorincet 0iall lie put in fuU and peaceable pof- 

iefTion, and fuch as they had before the prefent war, ot 
the places of Bergen -op -Zoom and Maeftricht^ and of ail 
thc^ poifclTed before the faid prclent war in Dutch Flao- 
ders, Dutch Brabant, and elfewhere : 

And the towns and places in the Low Countries, the Co- 
vereignty of which belongs to the Emprefs Queen of 
Hungary and Bohemia, in which tiicir High M^»htmefles 
have the right of garrifon, (hall be evacuated to the troops 
of the republic, within the l^iiic l^ace of time. 

The King of Sc?rdinia fhall be in like manner, and 
within the fame tin^, entirely re-eftabliihed and maintaioed 
in the Duchy of Savoy, and in tlie county of Nice, as 
iheU as in all the ftatra, countries, places and forts coa«- 
quered^ and taken from him on occafion of the piefent 
Vi^ar. 

The moA rtrene Duke of Modena, and the moft ferene 
republic of Genoa, flinll be alfo, within die fame tinoe^ 
entirely rcoeftabliihcd and maiouiued in the lUtes, coun- 
tries, phces, and forts conquered and taken from them du-«

All the rtftitutions and cefHons of the faid towns, fons 
and places, (hail be made, with ail tlie arillery and war- 
like (tores, that were found there on the day of their 
furiender, during the courfe of the war, by the powers 
vrhonre to make the faki cdfiops and reftittttk>ns, and this 
according to the inventories which have been made of them, 
or which iliail be delivered bona fide, on each fide. Pro^ 
vided that, as to the pieces of artillery, that have been re- 
moved elfewhere to be new caft, or for other ufcs, they 
ihall be replaced by the fame number of the fame bore, or 
weight in metaL Provided alfo, that the places of Char- 
leroy, Mons^ Athe, Oudenarde, and Menin, the out- 
woiksof which have been demolifhcd, (hall be reftcrcd 
without artillery. Nothing (It all be demanded for the 
charges and expenccs employed in the fortiiication^ of all

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the odier places ; nor for other public or private vorfcst 
which have been done in the councries that are to be re*

' VIL In confideration of the ref^itntions that his moft 
Chriltian Majelly, and his Catholic Majefty make, by the

duchies of Parmaj Placentia, and Goaftaila (hall, for the 
futttre, belong to the mod ferene Infante Don Philip, to 
be pofTcflcd by him and his male defccndants, born in 
lawful marri.ige, in the fame manner, and in the lame 

1 extent, as they have been, or ought to be, poffcfled by 

! the prefent poficiTors j and the faid moft ferene Infante, or • 
his male defcendants, ihali enjoy the faid three duchies^ 

I cofiformably and under the condftions expreiTed in the 
afts of ceffion of the Emprcfs Qaeen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, and of the King of Sardiiiia. 

Thefe a6ls of cefTion of the Emprefs Queen of Hun- 
gary and Bohemia^ and of the King of Sardmia, ihali be 
delivered, together with their ratifications of the pre&ne 
treaty, to the ambaflador extraordinary and plenipotentiary 
of the Catholic King, in like manner 98 the amballadori 
extraordinary and plenipotentiaries ot the mofl: Chriftian 
King and CatiioUc King, (hall deliver, with the raniica- 
tions of their Majefties, to the ambafTaclor extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary of the King of Sardinia, the orders to the 
generak of the French and Spanifh troops to reftore Savoy 
and the county of Nice to the perfons appointed by that 
Prince to receive them \ fo that the reftitution of the (aid

reckoned from the day of the exchange of the ratifications ^ 
of all the eight powers; it being provided, thai inhticea 
days after the figning of the prefent treaty, the Generals, 
or other pecfons^ whom the high contracting parties (hall 
think proper to appoint for that purpofCj Ibali meet at 
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Rruflels and at Nice, to concert and agreroo the method 
of proceeding to tBe rellitutions, and ot putting the parties 
in poHefllon, in a manner equallv convenient fur the good 
of the troops, the mhabitants, and thercipciftive countrksi 
but fo that ail and each of the hi^ contracting p^wcn 
may foe agreeable to their iiitentioins» and to the engage* 
ments eontraded by the prefent treaty, in full and peace^ 
able poffeffion, without any exception, of all that is to be 
acquired to them, c Irher b; rellitution, or cefllon, wiihia 
the fa id term or fix weeks, or fooner if j^offible, after the 
exchange of the raiiiicatioos of the preieat treaty by all 
the faid ei^t powers. 

In confidereiaon thet, notwtthftanding the recipm- 
eel engegement taken by die i8lh erticle m tbeprdimi* 
narics, importing, that all the reftitutions and ccffions 
ihouki be carried on equally, and fbould be executed at 
the fame time, his moft Ch; iftian Majefty eng-a^cs, by the 
6th article of the .prefent treaty, to rcitore, withiatheft>iGe' 
of -fix weekly oriboorr if poifible, to be reckoned from 
the day of exchange of the Tati(iaitions of the prefienr 
treaty, all the conquefts which he has made in the Low 
Countries; whereas it is not polJible, coiilidering the dis- 
tance of the countries, that what relates to America 
fliould be effe(fted within ilic fame time, or even to hx 
the time of its entire CJ^ecqcioni his britannick Majeftjr 
likewife engages on his part'to fend to his moft Chriftiaft 
Majcfty immediately after the exchai»;e of the ratificationi 
of the prefent treaty, two perfons of rank and conGdera- 
tion, who ihail remain there as hoftages, till there ihall 
be received a certain and authentic ar count of the re- 
llitution of Ifle Royal, called Cape Breton, and of all 
the conquefts which the arms or fubjed^s of his Britannick 
Majerty may have made bt^fore, or after the figning of 
the preliminaries, in the Eaii: and Weft Indies. 

Their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties oblige 
|:hemlelves likcwiiw to caufe to be delivered, upon the ex- 
chanf^e of the ratilications of the preient treaty, thedupli- 
cates of the orders addr^iicd to the com mi ffa ties appointed 
to r^&ore, ^md recieve^ refpeftwcly whatever may have

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tlldkSi agrcetHf fo the 2d arrfclc of the preliminaries, 
and to the declarations of the 21ft and 31ft of May, and 
the 8th of July laft, in ret^ard to what concerns the faid 
conqucfts in the Eall and Weft Indies. Proridcd never* 
tbek&» that Ifle Roya)^ called Cape BretDQ, flviU be 
feftored' with all the aniliety and warlike llores, wbidt 
fiiall have been found therein on the day of its furrcndcr, 
conformablv to the inventories, which have b^en made 
thereof, and in the condition that the faid place was in, 
on the faid day of its furrender* As to the other reftitu-

The faid refptiftive com mill aries, as well thofe for the 
Wefr, as thofe for the Faft Indie??, fhall be ready to fet 
out en the fii ft advice that their Britannick and moft Chrif** 
tian Mijefties ihall reccire of the exchange of tbeiatifiea* 
tionSy fumiflied with all the neoeflary inftroAtona» conw 
miflions, powers, and orders, for the moft expeditious ac- 
COmplifhment of their fniei Majefties intentions^ and 01 
the engagments taken by the prcfent treaty* 

•X. The ordinary rcvemiesof the countries that are to 
he refpeaively reftord or yielded, and the smpofitioot 
laid upofi thofe coontries for the entertainment and winter 
qiKirtci s of ihe troops, ftiall belong to the powers that arc 
in pofleflion of them, till the day of the exchange of the 
ratifications of the prefent treaty, without, however, its 
^ming permitted to proceed to any kind of eJiecution, pro- 
'vided hiflicient fccuflty has been given for the ^iaymcnti 
it being always to be underftood, that the forage and nten- 
fils for the troops fnall be lurniftied till the cvacautions; 
in confequence of which, all the powers promile and en- 
gage not to. demand or exadl impoiitions andcontribuc ons 
which they may have laid upon the countries, towns, and 
places that they have pofie^ during the confrfe of die 
war, and which had ndt been paid at the time that the 
events of tUe WiU w4i' Uad obiiRcd them to aUaudon the 
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faid countries, town?, and places ; all pretcnfions of this 
nature being made void by the prcfent treaty. 

XI. All the papersy letters, documents, and archiveit
